This pennance in my diſpleaſure haue J vnaduiſedlp 
vowed, and this vowe at moze leaſure haue J repentev, 
fo2 the ſuffring is not greater to her, then the light there» 
of greeuous to me: and were it ſo (what ſhall it aduaun⸗ 
tage me to diſſcmble ) that J coulde without offence, 
abſolue my ſelfe of the vowe J haue taken, J woulde 
molt willingly diſſolue her from the woes ſhee taſteth:

Thus the Scythian Lozde with wet cheekes finiſhed 
his tale, and Atys and Abynados were freed of further 
dꝛead, though not a little gricued of ſo amiable a Ladie 
her infelicitie. 

But after their honoꝛable hoſte had frankly giuen in

But if any ſhall inquire farther as concerning Thetis, 
my aunſwere muſt then relliſh after the Ozacle at Del- 
pbos , that euermoze left the certaintie ofthinges to vn ; 
certaine euentes, and howſocuer it hapned with oz cons 
trarie to expectation , pet ſtill the cuent made good the 
vacle: it may be, and perhaps not, that Pan hereafter in 
a ſeconde parte will pipe moze of Thetis, vntill when, 
take what J tender koz pzeſent payment, and what J 
pꝛomiſe as a deſperate debte. 

In the meane, cime being deſirous to keepe others 
waking with ſome exerciſe that map happelp tende to 
their ſollace, whileſt J leaue Atys and Abynados. 
ſleeping, as the beſt reme die foz their ſurs 
fets, J ſhall make reüũtall of ſome

But betaking the gentlemen, and the whole company 
ok the ſouldiers, and ſaplers aboꝛzde, to their naturall 
reſt, you ſhall be partaker, onely oPthe communication 
that paſſed betweene the maiſler, the maſters-mate, and 
the plot, -whilcſ theſe thzee , not vpon any neceſſar ie 
conſtraint, but of their voluntarie conſent , vmdertooke 
to furniſh the watch fo2 that night, in thetr owne pars 
ſons. 

The eons wanted nothing of Hir part light, the 
tleare nes ofthe ſky, and bzightnes of the ſtarres adding 
as it were a ſetonde moone in the firmament , tempeſti- 
dus Orion thꝛeatned no ſtoꝛme, neither was any alter or 
element contrarie the ſilence of a generall calme : theſe 
tom koꝛtes, being in part countercheckes.ageinſt the fans 


| raſticall conicctures obche th ec care fult watchmen, no⸗ 
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ued them in walking all the night vy and downe the hats 
ches, to diſcourſe many arguments, and participate 
diuerſe ſtraunge aduentures : and after the ripping vp 
of many daungers, diſtreſſes, and ſhipwꝛackes which 
them ſelues betoze time had hardly eſcaped, the euill 
foztune of Sorares , aud his companie afcer whom chep 
were then to enquire, with the pꝛeſent abſence of A- 
tys and Abynados then newelp miſſing , did giue oc- 
caſion vnto the Pailters-mate to burlt out into thele 
ſpeeches. 

Ny pooze parentes (qv, he) dying long agoe, left me 
to the wide wozloe, a rawe thing God wot, and verie 
pong, without either wealth, friendes, oz wit: ſo that 
being left in this daungerous eſtate, J continewed mas 
ny peares as deſperate a race, and had J not chauncey 
by hap-haſſard,befoze my too much libertie had made me 
ripe foz the rope, to haue gotten into a gally, J han 
no doubt) eare this day, with the pꝛiſe of my necke, 
payed tribute to the gallowes, and therefoze conſidering 
that I haue begone ſeafaring in pouth childiſhly, baue 
pꝛattiſed it ſiace veſperatlp , and mult nome continewe it 
of neceſſitie, I neede not greatly bluſh, though J ſpeake 
ſomewhat againſt mine owne pꝛofeſſion, to the pꝛactiſe 
whereof, J haue bene thus by chaunce-medly conſtrai⸗ 
ned: but were mine abilitie ſuch that J coulde liue 
and leaue it, as J am fozwarde to diſable and niſlike 
it, I woulde ſooner receive a pooze Cottage within the 
compaſſe of one ſmall Citie, then a Safe-conduct , oꝛ (if 
it might be) a Charter to compaſſe the great and rich 
Ocean. | 

But leaving to ſpeake of mp ſelfe, I cannot muſe e. 
nough at thoſe wilde ponglinges, oz witles fondlinges, 
whom neither the affaires of their pzince oz countrie 


compelleth, want of libertie at home conſtraineth, lacke 


ef maintenance enfozceth,traffique abzoade occaſioneth, 
hope of pꝛoſit intyſeth, oz any other neecſſary tauſe 
pꝛocureth

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pꝛocureth thereunto , can notwithſtanding be contented 
to leaue their natiue countrie and parents, in whom and 
by whom they baue bene bꝛead and foſtered, their wike 
and childzen, vnto whom they are by law and nature vs 
nited, their frienves and kinſfolke at whoſe handes they 
are to receive counſell aud comſoꝛt, and in ſkraungcouns 
tries to conſume that their linelthood and lubſtaunce, 
which them ſelues lyuing, might with toye poſleſſc, 
and deade, their poſtericte ſhoulde by law inherit. 
Being onely caried away, with a fonde deſire to vew 
vnknowen nations, and curious monumentes , letting 
fozwardes in tollytie, but ſapling fozth in ieoperdie, 
launching out in their ruffcs, but hapling in, in their 
ragges: yeathep are ignozaunc, that when after this 
oꝛder they fraught the ſhip with their wealthe, they vn⸗ 
ballace their heades of wit, exchanging their warme 
gownes fot colde iackes, their ſofte pillowes fox harde 


'_» couches, their ſwecte chambers foz ſtinking cabbens, 


their bꝛaue walkes fo? the bleake hatches, their (wecte 
wine foz ſtale water, and their fine dainties foz groſſe 
diets : if ſickneſſe fallech (which ſeldome fapleth ) 
Phiſitions loue not the ſcas, and therefoze philicke not 
to be founde in ſhippes, as foꝛ Chyrurgtons their ſkill 
is in woundes, but not in vrines, ſo that the pooze pas 
tient hath (perhaps ) leaue to liue as longe as he may, 
and no man letteth him to die as ſoone as he will: where 
ſometimes he lindeth this frieudſhippe,, that to ridde him 
of languour, in ſteade of 4q#avire, they miniſter aquam 
marinam, toplinge him ouer ſhipboozde, ſome life pet 
remaining, and then as the ſea is his ſepulchze, ſo per⸗ 
chaunce a Raſcals purſe is his treaſurie. 

Neither doth ſo happie an ende as this happen to all, 
foꝛ ſometimes the hip runneth a ground, and then both 
ſhip and man periſhech, ſometimes it lighteth on a rorke, 

, Ethecn ſpeede they no better, ſometimes they are boozded 
bp Ppꝛates, and then it hapneth them wozſer, ſometimes 
G thꝛeugh 
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though long tempeſt, victuals conſume and they fas 
mith : ſometimes a ſtozme dꝛiueth them perkozce vppon 
the coſtes of their enemies, who either make them boads 
ſlaues, oꝛ (which is rather to be wiſhed ) viſpatch them 
with tozmentes: lometinꝛes are they caſt aſhoare, cichcr 
in deſertes where wilde beaſtes deuoure them, oz elle a- 


mong ſuch people as make foode of their carcaſes: ſome- 


times the mecting byllowes doe cleans ouerwhelme 
them z ſometimes the following waues doe quite ouer⸗ 
turne them, and euermoze athinne booꝛde onelp is be» 
twirt them and periſhing: ſo that what with theſe, and 
many ſuch lamentable accivents , are they continuallp 
endaungered,the feare much mote tozmencing, then the 
death it ſelfe would be gricuous; | 

And yet ( fozloth ) all theſe notwithſtanding, lome in a 
bzauerie muſt ſaile vnto e Mymphis, there to vewe the 
Piramides: (ome vnto Babilon, to les the walles of Semi- 
ramis : ſome vnto Caria, to gaze on Manſolus his tombe: 
ſome vnto Epbe/#s, to beholde the templeof Diana: ſome 
vnco the iflle Ph.os, to ſuruay the tower-Pharos: ſome 
vnto Ogmpia, to looke one the puozie image of Iupicer: 
ſome vnto Rhodes, to pꝛie on the monſterous ſtature of 
Phabus: ſomt into one countrie and ſome into an other, 
and all in the ende returning (ik euer they returne) 
mo2e bitten with their expences, then bettered by their 
experience: ouermaiſtred by ſtraunge manners, that 
could not be maiſters ok their awne affections, 

Fo as they wilfully leaue their friendes and Coun⸗ 
trie, ſo ( which often hapneth) vnwittingly they fozſake 
their gods and religion: ik in ÆAëhiriaæ they adozed Adad 
and Adlargatiff, in Babilon Belus, and in (aldia Ori mal- 
{a ; the ſame muſt woꝛſhip in AÆ t Oſyris, and Iſis, in 
Perſia Nlithta, in Auſonia Fauuus, in Meſopotamia, 
62 Hebron a god called lehoua: and as in theſe, fo a⸗ 
mongit ech ſundzie people muſt a peculier god be avozed- 


fo that let them account of the reit to be but toyes , and 
trifles, 
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trifles, pet this cannot be but a chooke-bone, and ſcruple 
totheir conſciences. 

And as after this manner their religion is altered, ſu 
in like ſozt their manners pꝛoue alienated, being inloꝛ⸗ 
ced, 02 rather caſily intyſed, to applie their behaniour 
accoꝛding to the ſencrall places of their pzelent aboade: 
in Perſia to reuell in bꝛauerie, elſe nv man foz their 
companie: in Scythia to liue cuer begerly, elſe to proude 
fo2 their ſocietie: in Arabia to follewe Venerie, elſe ex- 
cluded their familiaritie : to be ſhozt, in Parthia they 
mult vomit with dzinking, in THratia liue by ſilchinge, 
in Jydia pꝛactiſe gaming, iu Saria fleepe and idlenes, in 
C aſſia crueltie and diiſembling,#c, Neither is it an calle. 
matter to pacttie their natiue gods (to ſuch an extraoz⸗ 
dinarie care when it chaunceth) whoſe wozſhipping they 
haue thus eſtraunged, oz to leaue thoſe vyces which 
with ſuch facilitie they haue learned: but rather it is to 
be doubted, that by the ſirſt they ſhall bee vnwillinglie 
caſt behinde, whileſt by the latter they are willingly os 
uertaken: foz vanitie which is ſought ſoz lo eagerly, is 
not ſhaken aff ſo caſilie, vert ue ſeeming painekull, ind 
therefoze reiected euen in the bloome, but vice pleaſant, 
and therefoze affected euen inthe fruit. 

Neither are theſe all the enils that growe by ſuch 
trauels, fo whereas this vnaduiſed Uentcro2 did tra⸗ 
kique abꝛoade by way ok erchange, he retapleth at home 
foꝛ reddie coine, naie ofa Chapmã he becommeth a Dare 
chaunt, and in his owne countrie vſeth outlandiſh vtte⸗ 
rance, there to make returne of his kar-fetched vices: And 
as one rott? ſheepe infecteth be it neuer ſo great a flocke, 
ſo one new-fangled Traneler impoiſoneth,be it neuer fo 
mavy folke: and thercfoze it followeth, that ſuchtra⸗ 
neling is harmekull to the Traueler him lelke, hurtkul to 
others, and N |

haue enough and to much of your ands and pfs , vn⸗ 
lefle marſhalled after a better ozder: why howe nawe

Ambition, the barres plaintes, noz the benches delayes, 
temples Non · reſidente, noꝛ Theatres ſuperattendants, 
ſchooles ſectes, noꝛ lawes quillits, Hcrmaphrodits main- 
tenance, noꝛ Soldiours immunity, good men maligners, 
no! ill men bolſterers, Tozmeräts crueltie noz Beggars 
impaciencc,theritch mallice. no the pooꝛe miſerie, Bꝛo⸗;

Becauſe therefoze that Beautie bewitcheth none, but 
her buſie inſpecto2s,Conicouſnes catcheth none, but ſuch 
as are hopled with goldẽ fetters, Gluttonie entertaineth 
none but currant gucſts to his banquets no! JI21de pꝛan⸗ 
keth vp any but intruding ceurtiers, ſeing J lay ) that by 
following the tract, we fall into the trappe, and by ſen? 
ting the bait we ſwallow the bapne, haue not thoſe (think 
vou) reaſon ?: are not they happy? nay are not they to bee 
honoured : that eſchewing theſe molliſping inſtigations 
to vanitie, and enſuing moztifring contemplations to eter⸗ 
nitie, loth ſuch ſecuritte in brane cities and beautifull pa⸗ 
laces, and like better a life ſolitarie, amidſt the rough ſeas 
and wzeſtling ſurges: where their faire fingers are not 
as occaſion ſcrueth pꝛiuileged the fonle cables, fo that 
their hands being cxcerciſed with labours, their thoughts 
be not enueigled with pdle fantaites ; and the rather toy 
that opoztunitie being taken awaye, no hope remaineth 
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here to practiſe, what vainly they might purpoſe: but on 
the Seas, in a calme they vle mirth with modeſtie, in a 
ſtoꝛme they pꝛay patiently, and at all times liue as if they 
ſtould die hourelp: and ik any perill happen, then ſuch pe⸗ 
ri!l/ tay Y pꝛepareth Saints to Heauen, whereas plea⸗ 
ſures(feele ſome )pꝛocure ſoules to hell.

dayes,cavnt alredie aſſure our ſelues to dic loden with

Thou allo giueſt out, that they mulk 3 new gods,

and fozſake their old religion, but J ſapt 
lers paſſe by lafe⸗ conduct, amongſt their league friends, 
are from thoſe matters exempted, either keeping aloofe 


- from where they doubt in theſe things to be lifted, oz elſe 


being there raſhlp oz violently ariued, matters mayc bee 
auoided with {uch diſcretion, that without pꝛeiudice to 
their gods, oꝛ offence to their owne conſciences, they map 
reuerently pꝛay in a ſtrange temple, to their known god 
wheſcaltars are abſent and yet doe no reuerence at all to

De firſt, and the woꝛſt voyage that euer J made was 
into C icyona, to ſhew the hoꝛroꝛs whereof, woꝛds will 
rather ſeeme deficile, chan matter dekectiue. 

Thee dapes we lapled with a fauourable winde, but 
on the fourth, aroſe as it were a foggie miſte from out ths 
Seas, anon the blackneſſe ofthe ſkte might not be ſe 
foz the darkeneſſe of the ap2e : dꝛeadfull flaſhes of 1 
ning ſcemed to haue fyzed the Seas, terrible vollies of 
Thunder thꝛeatned the luaking of p heauẽs, & ſundering 
ofthe earth, ſhewzes of raine poured downe, as ik there: 
ſhould haue ben a ſecond general Jnundation, the rozing 
winds ſkuffle ſo boiſteroully from ech cozner as if Borcas, 
Auſter, Zephirus, and Eurus had bene at ods within them⸗ 
ſelues, oꝛ at one againe vs: and our ſelues wꝛetches were 
at our wits end, neither ſeeing fo2 the darke,no2 hear ing 
fo) the dinne how any thing ſhould be amended, tyet too 
too well knew we that euerp thing was amiſſe. 

One while the ſhip mounteth lo high, that ſcarcely we 
diſcerne the hollow waues from aloft, another while it 
fincketh ſo low that hardly. we deſcrie the ouer-pearing 
Billowes from beneath. e though we did account it mid⸗ 
dap by courſe of the time, pet might we compare it to 
midnight by occaſion of the ſtozme: what ſhall J ſay:not 
one ol vs knew what to do, and pet euery man was doing 
ſomething: one plieth the pompe vntill fox wear ineſſe he 
fainteth, another ladeth out water vntill loz weakenelle 
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- hefalleth,this mã in vaine )repaireth the cracking tack⸗ 
lings, that man at an aduenture) réteth down the ſailes, 
ſome poure lo2th their pꝛayers, ſome vupatientty toꝛment 
their own perſons, and ſome vow ſweete inſence and obs 
lations, the married man he giueth a pitiſull farewell to 
his abſent wife and childzen, the batcheler nameth his pas 
rtts, friends, whom he beſt loueth, here ſtãdeth one faſt 
clinging to a looſe booꝛd, there another cleane ſtripped to 
abide his chance, and euer y ma diſoꝛderly did that thing, 
wherevnto the extremitie ol his paſſion did preſently dis 
rect him. 

Diucrs daics together were we thus continally toſſed, 
bauing by chaunce, ſea⸗roome at will, but at the laſt our 
ſhip being dꝛiuen perfoꝛce vpon a ſhallow , ſtacke ſo faſt 

that the only helpe remaining was to vnballance it: the 

Gold, Jewels, pꝛetious ſtuffe and Treaſure then caſt in⸗ 
'Sthe Seas, as it was much, ſo was it not to be valued: 

but to tell you to whome che ſame appertained, and to 
what vſe they ſhould haue bene implo ed, requireth euer 
long a diſcourſe ſoꝛ this time, the which hereafter at the 
like leaſure pou ſhall alſo vnderſtand. 

Unvaluable as J ſapd) was the Treaſure then floung 
duer-booꝛde, moe than ſufficient to haue ranſomed a king 
krom the captiuitie of his foes, but noching at all helping 
to redeeme vs from the crueltie of the Seas: vet mighte 
we haue gotten our ſhip afloate with that coſt, we ſhould 
haue thought our ſelues to haue wone by our loſſe: but 
Calas) that not ſufficing, we were alſo conſtrained to caſt 
oucr-boozd our pꝛouigion of victuals: and ſo getting at 
length into the deepe, our ſhip that now wanted her full 
Ballace, was a kreſhe in farre wozſer ſo2te than befoze, 
toſſed amongſte the Maues wich the bluſtring Tem⸗ 


& pelt: the whiche was ſo extreme, and laſted ſo long, 


that(ineffect)wee reſted vtterly hopeleſſe euer to attaine 
lande: the rather, ſoz that through faſting and feeblenes, 
we had (mall vſe oz none at all of _— limmes 2

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pet like being a \weete thing, and hunger a ſharpe ſauce, 
we fead vpon whatſoeuer beaſt we then found ab ooꝛd: and 
afterwards the pitch from the cables, the leather from our 
ſhoes. yea moze homlier matters than J may reuerentlye 
ſpeake of, we made foov fo2 our pining carcaſes: but theſe 
alio decayed, the ſtoꝛme continued. famine increaſed. 
hat might we now do 2 foode we had none, yet likes 
iy to familh : labour we could not, pet reſting ſhould pe⸗ 
riſh:die we might not, yet liuing did languiſh: neuer wer 
men wzapped in moze miſerie, 02 diſtreſſed ſo vnmeaſu⸗ 
rablp . This alas) is greeuous pnough that pou haue 


| heard, but harder was our hap than thus. 


Whilſt we ſtoode rufullye gazing one vppon an other, 
mozelike to ghoſts departed, than men liuing, our good 
Generall Mcnophis, a noble Duke and victozious Cap⸗ 
tain, vnder whole foꝛtunate conduct we had diuers times 
befoze pꝛeuailed in many a hot Encounter, being now ſet 
ol an vnbappie Embaſſage fro India into ¶ icyona, loohiug 
as ghoſt· like as any other, and ſuppozting bis weake bo⸗ 
dy with a ſhozte Jauilin pigbt in the middle of the Mat 
thes. ſpake to vs as followeth. 
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JW Ere icſo; my euermoꝛe couragious, but now coinfozts 

leſſe companids ) that we once again were in v chams 
pion fields of India, encloſed with the warlike bands of Sc- 
miramis thougy ſiue times doubled, pet would I put you

Mhat ſhoulde be the cauſe, that men hating Nature 
their vndoubtev Authoz, Reaſon their aſſured Jnſtruccoz, 
c Experience their continuall Perſwader , ſhould neu er⸗ 
theles oz euer death commeth , little better then die 
thꝛough the onely feare they conceiue of death? vules vos 
ting to much on their wealth, which they are loth to 
leaue, 02 elſe hoping to little of the mercifull gods, who 
then foꝛgiue an ill life, when they find a good ende: with 
whom it ſhalbe neuer to late too ſhake hãds, as eſteeming 
whatſoeucr is done wel enough, to be done ſoone ynough. 

Yea the rather (my louing companions ) haue me na 
cauſe to dꝛeade death, 62 wiſh life, that are to die at the 
appointment of the govs , aud not by the iudgement of 
men: fo2 tothe Perſon woꝛthely condemned, death is a 
double death, it being farre moze miſerable to veſcrue 
it, then to ſuſter it: and pet though it be in the power 
of men, to iudge men, (which FJ alſo thinke to happen

ſay moze to von, whole deliuerie is not deſperat, but eut 
ts ſence vnpolſible, and vnto whom fozlozne Doules ) 
death the ende of all wzetchedneſſe, ought eſpectaly to be 
welcome? Certes no moze remaineth, but to intreate 

vpou (whom hencefozth J ſhall neuer moze exhoꝛt) to be 
patient without grudgcing, penitent without wanering, 
p2epared wit bout diſpayzing, dying to the fleſh, and ly⸗ 
uing to your ſoules, pea laſtly remember J beleech pou, 
that we areno ſooner bozne into the woꝛlde, but that wer 
liue to die from the woꝛld, e therfoze ought rather to loue 
whether we muſt neceſſarily, then from whence we muſt 
ol neceſſitie. Thus not able tocomfozt you as I woulde, 
but willingly to couuſell you as I map, no moꝛe reſteth 
but that J with the continuance of lo grieuous a lite, to 
haue deliueraunce by a godly death. 

This laid, ö noble Duke turneth his face, æ we mighe 
perceiue how the teares trilled down his cheeks:at ſight 
wyerof, we that did alwaies reuerece him foz his Graui⸗

as him ſelle would chuſe, if not as we ſhould deniſe, and 
bis bodie to be equally deuided amongſt the Suruiyozs: 
neither would Duke Menophis our good gencrall, lee” 
exempted out ofthis deathfull Lotterie. 2x 
Dinerle dayes were palt, a diuerſe Partyrev ſoules 
had perfozmed this harve Compoſition : in the ende the 
lot fell to me, ſo that die I ſhoulde , and (in good ſoath 
die J would, neither did any of vs all deſire to haue liued: 
being perlwaded either to periſh( and that ſhoꝛtly) in the 
dꝛenching waues, oꝛ by thts caſuall crueltie, oz elſe in 
the ende by famine: and ( which was not che leaſt of our 
griefes ) who could willingly abide, to ſee the butchered 
bodies of their deare friendes, befoze their epes, e whilſt 
the fleſh yet panted, to be mangled into (male gobbits.a 
dealt about the blooddie ſhip foz che others to feede vpon? 
So that therfoꝛe, with greater patience then J now line 
I then pꝛepared to die, mine hungry companions in the 
meane while, as eagarly whetting their ſtomackes on 
their teath. ; 


Being almoſt at point to haue giuen my watchwoꝛde, ; 


to bim, that ſtanding at my backe, ſhould haue ſmitten ot 
mine head, eucn ar that verie inſtant, a mightie Byllowe 
a mounting 
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mounting vp into the ſhip, had almoſt ouerconered the 
hatches with water, ſo that the whole companie(the ſhip 
being now in great danger) were faine to leaue me at my 
pꝛapers, and J alſo to leaue pꝛaping, and all at once to fall 
to their buſinelſe. 

In which mcane time, a dapper Lad of mine, and as 
louing a boy as might ſerue any ma, perceiuing ð ſtozme 
ſomewhat to decreaſe, and the thicke clowdes beginning 
to bꝛeake, had (of his owne accozd ) clymed the Paſt, fro 
whence, 02 euer bzeathing time ſerued againe to haue 
falne in had with me, the finiſhing of whoſe life they pur ⸗ 
poſed to haue made their next wozke , the boy ſuddenly 
crieth: Land, land, land, reiopſe mp heartes J diſcrie 
Land: but hearing ſuch ne wis it was needeleſle to bid vs 

reioiſe, in my purſe I had a round ſumme which J gaue þ 
bop ſoꝛ his tivings, & ech ot vs rewarded him boſitifullp. 
A ptbis time were the Seas iolplp calme, & the ſkyes 
Perſitly cleare, wherefoze (as it ſtoode vs vpon) taking 
time whileſt tune ſerued, and as well as we might ſup⸗ 
plying our bzooken tacklings, we tar: the ſhit tes from of 
our backes, to patch vp our ragged ſayles, and clapping 
on as manie as our ſhip might beare, a merry winde 
(contrary to al hope) did ſhoꝛtly bʒing vs a ſhoare:though 
not in the ſame place where we ſhoulde haue arriued, 
pet in ſuch a place wheras we were cofoztably releeued. 
Thus as you may ſee, Land, Seas, ſ᷑ our ſelues are ſubs 
iect to one and the ſame God, and not to Chaunce. 
be thꝛee ſoꝛrowfull watchmen, ſoꝛrowkull J ſap be* 
cauſe not a litle greeued at the abſence of the two bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, hauing with chis a ſuch like talke dꝛiuen out the 
night, when the mozmug Starre had a pꝛittie while aß. 
peared, bzake vp their watch and anon Atys and Abyna- 
dos hallow fro the ſhoare, who being made out vnto with 
the Boate were merily receiued aboozde: Where repoꝛt 
ok new matters was diner{ly handley , & occaſion of moꝛe 
ſtraung aduentures ( as ozderly dothfollow) was offres.

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Auing thus brought Atys, and 
Abinados from the Caſtle to the 
chip, being bzaucly vnder ſaile, 
well ſurtheed with a ſinooth das 
gerles Scat a gentle whiſling 
winde when the two bzethzen

— of that they had ſayed: Belopa- 


res did then challeng the Pilot ol his laſt-· nights pꝛomiſe, 
which was to declare the then pꝛopertie, and purpoſed 
imploinient of thoſe riches, in that vnlucky viage (as be⸗ 
kozeremembyed ) caſt ouerbooꝛde. | 

In deed( anſwered the Pilot) J aſſumed ſuch a matter, 
e am redy to requite me ot that pꝛomiſe, Enow pou ſhall 
baue it as my ſelfe did receiue it, alwell from the eye as 
the eare, and thus it was. 

In the beginning of Ring Selchim his raigne,chanced 
great warres betweene him & the Indians, but in the ende 
Selchim pꝛeuailing, receiuied in hoſtage Staurobates the 
King of India his only ſon:this luſtie pong pꝛince during 
dis aboad in the court of Cyciona, became int ier ly enamos 
red on Pheone , a gallant & beautiful{ Lady, & ſiſter to 
Ring delchim: who allo with equall loue, ſubtected her li# 
bertie to his liking. * | 


ehen this [weete paſſion long time, had mutually in? 
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nan as pou haue heard our daungerous ſailing auoided, 
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treaſed betwixt them e p it was certilled to Staurobates, 
his father was dead, e that the 7d attended his come 
ming e Coꝛonation: Staurobates did botheaſilp obtaine a 
returne into his count rie, and withall Ring Selchim his 
glad conſent, to match with Pheone. 

But the pong Louers not eſteeming it ſufficient , ſo⸗ 
lemnly to haue plighted their kaithes ech to other, did alſo 
ſecretly bind vp þ bargaine, with a nights lodging:either 
of both then ſcuerally receiuing, and deliuer ing two ſuch 
Paunes, as neicher o? both might after poſſibly redeeme. 

Now when loue had cauſed Staurobates long tolinger 
in Cicyona, and that his vꝛgent affaires called him faſt as 
way, be ſozrowftilly taking his leave of Pheone, dcparten 

with this pꝛom iſe, that befoze a certaiue cime(ſoone after 

. following )were expired, he would ſende ſhippes to walle 

her into /nadia: vowing that nothing except death, ſhould 

- bfnder that his reſolution, no no death it ſelle, vut that by 

' thetime pzefixed, newes of ſuch hinderance ſhoulv be res 

turned :e ſo taking her a Jewel from off his finger, x whi- 

ſpering certaine woꝛdes in her earc he tooke ſhip, the one 

gaſing towards the ſhoare, e the other after the ſaples, ſo 
long as ſhoare oz ſaples might be diſcried. 

Staurobates at his home comming, found his country 
inuaded by þ armipotent:Virago Scmiramis,wham(which 
neuer hapned her elſe-where) he incountred, wounded, # 
laſtly chaſed her mighty troupes fr out his Territozies. 
wholy veliuering himſelfe in a ſhoꝛt time of Þ ¶Aſſirians. 

Scarcely was the armour cold from of his backe, and 
the Sccpter warme in his hãd, but that(remembzing his 
pꝛomiſe) he diſpatched the befoꝛe named Duke Menophis 
to ¶ cyona, from thence to ſafecdducthis betrothed Lady: 
ſending by him great ſtoꝛe of treaſure, parc whereof pꝛe⸗ 

ſents fo; Ring Selchim, part gifts fox diuerſe of his Nobi⸗ 
ty, ę the reſidue foz the honozable furniſhing of Pheone. 
But by that time the warres at hohe were appeaſcd, 


and 
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and after ſo long famiſhment and bad diet, our ſelues in 
health and ſtrength recouered, the time befo2e appointed 


vn was expired, and yet of all this while Pheone hearde 


no tidings from Staurobates: whereſoeuer ſuppoſing þ be 
had ben vnmindkul of his pꝛomiſe, oꝛ at y leaſt purpoſed ta 
giue her the lip, it is laid, ſae kel into theſe Exclamatiõs. 
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Nd is there no remedy vnkoztunate, foolifh , & fozſa⸗ 

ken wench but that thou muſt anſwere ſo deere an in⸗ 
tereſt, fo the cheape lone of his ſo momentarie loue?mulk 
it follow ok neceſſity, becauſe thou wert credulẽt, that he 
therfozemult be inconſtantꝰ is ſuch the euent of his lamẽ⸗ 
table loo kes, ſmooth wozds, and often othes*ah Stauroba- 
tes, Staurobates, who would haue thought ſo youthful a 
L eacher, could haue coũterfaited ſoartifictally a Loncr? 
but J perceiue (alas, to late J perceive ) that men make 
not their falſe hearts pꝛiuie to that which their faire ton⸗ 
gies ſeeme rufully to pleade: & cherfoze nature hath left 
our weake ſer in moſt wꝛetched condition, ſuffring vs os 
uer-feruently to loue, and giuing it to men euen kindly to 
chaung, making vs as wyers fo} their wꝛeſting, waxe fo 
their woꝛking and fooles fo? their flouting. 

Howbeit befoꝛe they obtaine, then we, who but we, e 


onely we are Idols wozthy their ſacriſtces : they plie vs 
with pitifull epiſtles, they pꝛouoke vs with pꝛemedita⸗ 


ted eloquence , they attyꝛe them by the booke, c ſpeake 
not hut in pꝛint: what haue we they pꝛaiſe not: nay, what 
lacke we pꝛaiſe · woꝛthy they faine not? why our gloues, 
yea our flippers, nap the verie earth wheruppon we then 
tread hath(ſay they) vertue, oꝛ elſecknow we)they flatter: 
a ſimple kiſſe on our hãds, is thẽ reſtoʒitiue tother harts: 


but (good gods) fo; a louers fee at our lips, they daunce in 
the Aire, they call down their Gaũtlets, they couch their 


Spcares,they ſpur their Steedes, they enter? Liſts, pea 
we 
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we rather want wherein to imploy their labours, than 
they in what to plealc their Ladies. But, Dilſemblers, 
thougb they leuel at our parſõs, thep ſhoot at our poꝛtiõs. 

And be it ſo that they pꝛeuaile, then whether they loue 
ſtill as doe a few, a little as doe many, oz not at all as doe 
molt, what other reckoning can we caſt⸗ aways make: but 


that the firſt day of their recouery, is 5ᷣ laſt date of our li⸗ 


bertie: t hat the iclous eyes ofthe hote loner ſhall be oucr 
attenvant, the emperious mind of the luke ⸗ warme alk too 
much attendaunce, and the third ſozt{hauing deceaued) 
all leaue vs to our Cares, as Nauens hauing diſcloſed, 
do their young to the Aire: ſauing that Rauens after a 
while returne as reuoked by lone, where theſe would ne⸗ 
tier retaine vs at all, if not reſiſted by law. Thus play 
they Foxes, and we pꝛoue flattered: they Scozpions, and 
we ſkinged: they Dinels, and we tempted: but who woz⸗ 


ſer than thou Staurobatcs ? and pet wert thou pꝛeſent 


(changing Churle) J know thou couldſt aleage no canſe 
of ſuch ſtrangeneſſe, noꝛ J fo2 any crime ok mine (except 
perhaps foz'truſting thee too much) be iuſtly chalenged: 
as toʒ my beautie, had it bene ſomtimes baſcr,my oztune 
had bene at this time fatre better. Ah Pheone, delolate 
Pheone, how mapſt thou wind thy ſelfe out of theſe euils, 
oz linde redꝛeſſe fo2 ſuch iniuries? complaine to thy bꝛo⸗ 
ther: why, admit by warre he enfoꝛce Staurobates to wed 
thee ꝛ pet no war can enkoꝛſe Staurobates to loue thee. and 
then much better martired, ſo then maried c ſhouldſt thou 
reſolue( which thine ouermuch folly will not ſuffer to ac⸗ 
cept his diſloialtie as an acquittance of all loue, pet ſo 
decpe is he in thine hart, that for his loſſe thou couldſt not 
but languiſh:and moꝛe than ſo( and too much by ſo much) 
who then ſhould father the fruit of thy growing wombe: 
;but only Staurchatces, whome thou raſh wanton, ouer cre⸗ 
dulent of vowes, didſt entertain ſimply as an huſband but 
not, as the beauens can witneſſe, willingly as an adulte⸗ 
rer: howbeit through this thy beaſtly fooliſhneſſe, were 
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the crime apparant,as it may not be here concealed, my 
ſelle am ſhamed, mine Honour ſtained, and mp death in 
law deſerued. ae? 

What doth it (alas) aduauntage me now, ts haue be 
Daughter to the kamous King Acgialeus ? the Sifter of 
Selchim,o2 that my beautie, education, and entertainment 
baue herecofoze allured mightie Ringes Wooers, woꝛ⸗ 
thy perſonages Suters, and the Mozlde wonderers: 
that muſt now liue obſcurelp(the Govs wot where, and 
bow pooꝛely )the molt wzetched Relict of fo notozious a 
Diſlembler, oz elſe die a ſhamcfull death foz my violated 
chaſticte: O well had J bene if happily interren „ oz at 
leaſt wiſe. by ſs infamous an Epitaph not lurttined, 

But what beate IJ the ayze with ſuccelleſſe wozves 2 
hy doe J not rather conuay mp ſelfe into India, where 
(perhaps ) when J ſhall manifeſt vnto Staurobates the dts 
ſtreſſe wherein J am here left, when I hall humbly pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrate my ſelfe at his feete, whome J neuer wittinglye ol⸗ 
fended, when he ſhall beholde the teares continuallp gu⸗ 
thing from ont thole eyes which once he loued, when my 
tongue ſhall diſcourſe a lamentable tale, and my ſozrows 
full geſtures affirme the ſame to be credible, when J ſhal 
rharge him with his pꝛomiſes and vowes, and laſtly, whẽ 
4 hall diſcloſe( my follie, but his fault) my great belly, 
Then (whiche J ſhall account amends fo? all wꝛonges) 
Lone, Pitie, Feare,oz Shame ſhall againe winne , fo 
whom J now wiſh. 

But (foole) what woꝛdes are theſe * wilte thou herein 
alſo bew)ap thine erroz? troth it is(Phcone) the gods aces 
cept the humble complaints of oppꝛeſſed ſoules, but Stau- 
robates not therefoze will conferre with pooze Suters: 
the Gods be merctfull,but he mateſtical, and oner-pzoud 
a Phiſitton to miniffer vnto ſo meane a Patient: doth hes 
not now diſdaine of thee that art his equall ? and ſhall he 
not then as a Runagate fo2bid theehis pꝛeſence, as frans 
the temmaund thee to ſcilence, as offenſine * 
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- thee puniſhment, oz as comberſome adiudge thee veath? 


DO {uccourleſle eſtate al mine. O wozlde not loued but 
foz my wombe , and it the Mappe of al my ſozrowes, fo2 
which neuerthelelle and not elſe J yet liue, as expecting 
a comfozcable childe, in place of ſo vnconſtant a Father. 
And pet, Staurobates, thou canſt not wozke to Pheone ſuch 
ill, but that Phcone wiſhelb vnto thee ſo well as not for 
her greateſt wrongs, to craue the meaneſt reuẽge, pea(to 
pleaſure thee pet moze) as my loue is alreadic remote tro 
thine heart, ſo of my perſon J hencefozth deliuer thine 
eyes: O vn Rinde Staurobates, ah vnhalowed Pheone. 

Vith ſuch like paſſions as thele being toꝛmented with 
ieloſie, though in deede not thzeatned any ſuch ieoberdie, 
did Phcone a while dziue foʒth the time: vntil in the end, 
not able any longer to hide that ſwelling ſickneſſe, which 
the knew to be other than a Tympanp, one moꝛning be⸗ 
times, ſhe ſecretly windeth her ſelfe from out the Court 
in dilguiſed apparel, not to be recouered by any ſearche, 
02 heard ot by any inquirie. i 

After which her departure, within leſſe chan a ſeuen⸗ 
night Duke Menophis and we ariue at C icyona : but in- 
telligence being there had ok this euill newes, making 
o2c tariance there, we reſaile (with ſoxrow pnough) to 
India and certiſie to Staurobates our euill aduentures on 
the ſeas, with the heauie tidings ol Pheone her miſſing. 

Staurobatcs, who had pitifully heard the repoꝛt of our 
miſhaps, and tooke molt patiently the loſſe ofhis ſo great 
zreaſure,hearing now ſuch newes ol her whom he loue d 
as his own life, fetching pit itull ſighes, and eltſoones fal« 
ling into perilous lownes, could hardly be reuiued, wan⸗ 
ting little but that he had pꝛeſently died: and long after, 
remained at point vtterly ta haue foz\wozne wining , by 
reaſon that Foꝛt une had euen then ſo awkly adnihilated 
his Commencing,wkT hauing already his Grace, he ac 
counted himſelfe a Graduate. yo 
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Cap. 22. 


PUt what ts it that time doth not determine, oz at leaſt 


wile diminiſh? diuers peares after (he pet continuing 
a bzoken batchiler) when his penſiuenes was grown from 
a wound to a lkarre, he ariued at (icyona, there familiarly 
to viſite his old friend, and bꝛother in law that might haue 
bene King Selchim, who gladly gaue him entertainment 
anſwerable to his magnificence, 

During the time of Staurobates his now abode in Cicy- 
ona, Marpiſla Ring Sclchim his only daughter and heire, 
a per it bloſſome of beautie,amatchleſle Paragd fo2 per · 
ſonage. perfected by Nature, and pulliſhed by Nurture, 
and one whome Enuie it ſelfe could not in any wiſe im⸗ 
peach, occcupied fo great a poꝛtion ot new moze hers than 
his own hart, that Pheone was thẽ diſzeaſed, but Mat- 
piſſa ſeazed, the Aunt diſmiſſed, but the Niece admitted, 
the one lackev, but the other loucd. 

Staurobates therefoze, firſte mouing Selchim of this 
match, and there pꝛeuailing, didſecoudlye make lone to 
Marpiſſa, but there fapled: howbeitlike a wilie wenche, 
the linely ſmootheth him off with ſuch delatozie anſwers, 
that cunningly ſhe leaueth her ſelſe at liberty, and giueth 
to him neuertheleſſe cauſe to play on the bzidle , fo2 hee 
aſſured himſelke of nothing moe, than that he had rotten 
a wife, when ſhe perſwaded herlelfe or nothing leſle, then 
to take him for huſband. 

There was at that time in the Court, attendaunc vpon 
a young Duke, which Duke had bene, in vaine, a loug ſus 
ter to the Pꝛinceſſe, one Criſippus,knowne to be no other 
than a ritche Marchants ſonne of the ſame Citie where 
the Court than lap, but pet a youthful Gallant, and a bas 
ning Caurtier: he at the commaundement, and in the bes 
balfeof che Duke his maiſter, vſed oftenrepatre to Mar- 
pit, and had much conkerence with her as * the 
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ſame Onke bis loue. But ſhee tarelellye neglecting the 
curteous pꝛoffers of the maſter, did contemplatiuelye re 
ſpect the comly perſonage of the man, who being ſcarce⸗ 
ly xviii. winters old, both foz actiuitie, maners, and well 
making, was (at » leaſt wiſe in her eye) not ſecond to any. 
This Criſippus, I ſay, this affianſed facto , & fauouren 
Doliciter, was the only ſleping Endimion ſecretly kiſſed: 
of Phœbe, ſo far · foꝛth as her lque wanting a ſecond con ⸗ 
ſent, might extend it ſelfe)to Gal atea an Acis,to Venus an 
Adonis, and to Marpiſſa the firſt of her loue, oz the laſt of 
her life. Uher foꝛe after that ſhe had with earneſt © long 
ende uour ſought to reſiſt vndeſiſtable loue, at the length 
taking courage boldly to perſiſt, ſhe entreth with her · ſell 
into theſe Arguments: What reaſon halt thou (Marpiſla) 
to contend with Lone,that is both reſtleſſe and vnreaſona⸗ 
ble, adding ſo to fire fewell ? oz what ſtandeſt thou vppon 


thele ouer · curious points, thy fathers diſpleaſure, Criſip- 
pus his Pettigree,o2 thine own Modeſtie: when the firſt 


may be paciſied, oꝛ elſe by meanes auoiped,foy frora whom 
we are deriued by birth, to thẽ what can we moze returne 
than reuerent mindes ?: but to whome wee are dziuen by 
loue,from thẽ what may we leſſe with hold than our own 
parſos? pea Marpiſſa thou maiſt alſo reuerẽte as a daugh ; 
ter, and loue as a wife, and pet the later not pꝛeiudicial to 
the firſt. Secondly, and as concerning Criſippus his Pets 
tigree, oꝛ Bouertie, what is that to be reſpected : ſeeing 
thou doeſt delight in his parſonage, not deſcant of his pa⸗ 
rent age, whoſe vercue doth counter uaile the want of Nos 
bilitie : fox better the man lacking wealth, then wealth 
lacking the man. Thirdly, what ſhouldeſt thou bee moze 
niſe than wiſe : that art cherefoze to ve pardoned becauſe 
in loue, and who is ignoꝛant that loue reſpecteth no per⸗ 


ſons : foꝛ howſoeuer in all other things hapneth a ſuperi⸗ 


ozitie, vet Mature that hath giuen to vs al one Birth, one 
Bzeath, and one Death, in this one only thing remaineth 
vncozrupt, and is to all alike indifferent,making Phoebus 
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a Sheapheard,and Hercules a Cot-queaue:but admit the 
Diſcoꝛd, yet mariage maketh the Concozd. 

Partage(qv. J yea but all the craft in catching, and 
cunning in keeping: J marie Marpiſſa, this was ſweetly 
ſpoken if faire woꝛds might win him, but Criſippus is no 
Pigeon to be taken with a beane, noz a child to be inciſed 
with a Ball, he map be perhaps a Louer, but not loue fo 
loſle, and will moze eſteeme a dowzie that is bountifull, 
than a Kings Daughter tbougb beautifull , Alas Mar- 
piſſa, what domzie canſt thou bzing him: Ah, Death, it he 
be taken: Baniſhment, if he eſcape : and Poucrtie, hows 
ſoeuer he ſpeedeth? Mherkoze if tbou wilt loue him, then 
leaue to laue him, but that (alas) will ncuer be, except 
thou alſd leaue to liue. Na, rather moue the queſtion, and 
afterwards diſpoſe of thy ſelfe accoꝛding to his anſwere: 
they ate moze than miſer able, that ſecke a ſmoꝛd to periſh 
on the point, befoze a ſaluc to applie to their paine: the 
vexed parſon that in moſt anguiſh, crieth out to be del iue⸗ 
red ok greefe,the ſame wouly not with th: leaſt violence, 
be then diſpatched of life: ſpeake Marpiſſa nowe, oz elſe 
neuer ſpeede, ſue to him fo2 loue,that perhaps would, but 
feares to attempt thee in the like: thou ſhalt, no doubt, ob⸗ 
taine, he is neither diſcurteous, noꝛ timerous, æ ſo conſtãt 
a Partner ſhal the rather make him ventcrous of the pe⸗ 


rill. 
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LVpu. in fabula, labouring yet intheſe paſſions, the per» 

ceaued Criſppus dattncing attendance, about the purs 
ſute ofthe Duke his loue: whom(moze fo2 that ſhee had 
new anew plea of her own to plie, than vpon any will to 
beare the olde pleaded cauſe of his maiſter,the whiche ſhe 
had already both in thought, c by woꝛd diſmiſſed) ſhe cal⸗ 
leth into a withdzawing chamber, where giuing him ins 
tertainment moze than vſuall,but pet nomoze than ſtood 
wit hmodeſtie, they enter into this Dialogue.

Sap (Criſippus) we be Hobbies, ſoyouſerue vs a 
Falkners, graunting vs to ſeaze, where we happen to 
ſouſſe: as [weete a mozſel ywis to Iuno(had their loue ben 
currant / was lxion as lupiter, and to Iouc, Io as Iuno, and 
the reaſon is, loue feeleth nolacke: howbe it ſuch doinges 
make not to vs ſoꝛ documents: pou ſpeake of diſdaine, but 
where Jpꝛap you, were conſtancie to anie, ſhould we bee 
alike cut teous to all? and ( pet fozſooth ) if we remoue a⸗

Mar, Tulh Criſippus, pou now talke of Apollohis 
laughter. 

Cr. And whp not Madam, of Apollo his loue * he 
with infinite others haue done the like: whmp ſelfe, 
were Ja louer would doe nv leſſe ; but what better pꝛeſi⸗ 
dent then that of my Loꝛde? who pꝛeſently is at point to 
per foꝛme fully aſmuch , 02 might any thing be moꝛe then 
loſſe of bꝛeath, ready alſo fo2 your _ to fulfilthat moze. 
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If ther foze not offending good manners, J might gelle in 

ieſt, at what J wiſh in earneſt, J would leuell at my Loꝛd

And if this thing ſeemeth ambiguaus foz likly-hoode, 
92 ſtrange fo loue, then foʒ further triall commaunde me, 
pea pꝛelentlip commaund me, {oz that the ſhoztnes of the 
time pꝛomiſing an oner-ſpeedy marriage betwirt Stauro- 
bates, me can luffer no long delap, to diſrobe my ſcife of 
this rich attire, ſo diſguiſed to follow thee whereſocuer 
mp Conductoz. 13 

Doubt not my ſweete friend J would J might aſwell 
call thee huſbande ) but that making an eaſte eſcape from 
bence, we may liue as tontentedly elſwhere:ę being law⸗ 
full wedded (foz that is the bounds of. my love.) mutually 
Haue fruition of loues delight, æ that not in want,J being 
pꝛouided of Jewels a light cariage wozth aboundanc of 
wealth,neithet map they want that faithlully loue:much 
is it that J leaue, but much moze would J loole, onelp to 
win thee to my ſelfe: foz Criſippus, from the firſt day that 
I viewed (God grant J may ſap, luckely viewed) thy face

Is it poſſible that pou ſo beautifull a Ladie, the onely 
daughter and heire of a king, foziaking thoſe perſonages, 
whom fo2 their woꝛthineſſe in euery reſpect you might 
well fanteſie, ſhould fozſake them , and pour liberty, and 
betake you to me, that am (as you knowe ) nomoze,if ſo 
much, thena pooze gentleman, the ſonne of a Marchant,

From this day fo2wardes , they enioped the bencfic of 
many amozous meetinges, and in concluſion, of their vn⸗ 
ſuſpected familiaritie pzocceded a ſccret marriage. 

Anon after the time dzewe faſt on, wherein a mar⸗ 
riage ſhould haue bene conſummated betwixt Marpiſſa & 
king Staurobates:but ſhe and Criſippus rather careleſſe of 
their liues, then inconſtant in their loues , flev together 
from the Court,moze pꝛiuely, then pzouivently as haps 
ned:fo2 long were they not abſent but by e by miſled, the 
Poꝛtes, Dauens, x whole Country being narrowly laide 
fo2 their appꝛehẽſiũ:ſo that not able to flee far, p were pur; 
ſued ſo faſt,they might not be moze couertly hid then they 
ere curiouſlie ſought, in the ende as c rookedlp found. 
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Then the two Loues were bzought into the pꝛeſence 
of the two kinges, Staurobatcs( ſweating in a new chaffe, 
as caſt iu his ſecond accompt ) ſenveth as fierce lookes ar 
Criſppus that had ſo foꝛſtalled his mariage, as did Sel- 
chim à ſterne countinaunce at Marpiſla that had thus dil⸗ 
obe ied his meaning, who adding theſe following ſpecyes, 
pꝛoceeded alſo to a terrible ſentence,

But leaſt J alſo ſwallow vp that in ſcilence, which ve- 
tered, map, perhaps, rebaite from their ſozrowes, F ſhall 
now as info2ced therevnto)viſcloſe long hidden ſecrets. 
Hou will mutter when J ſhall Affirme, but maruel when 
pour ſelues cannot but Confirme,p Criſippus map claime 
no leſſe Mabilitie from his Pzogenitozs „ than Marpiſſa 
Honour by her Parentage, that he is an uſband not vn 
woꝛthie ſuch a wife, that y Jſſne(Selcbim)of thy fathers 
child is not of moꝛe roial blood, noꝛ 5 Son (Staurobates) 
ſpꝛoong from thy loincs moze noblier boꝛne, vou wil muſe 
(I ſay) when pour ſclues ſhall auouch this that Jauarre: 
Wherefoze let it not ought agrauate to his puniſhment, 
that Criſippus, ignoꝛant ok his right parents, acknowled» 
geth himſelfe the ſonne of a Parchant, oꝛ that from theſe 
boincly paps of mine leſſe pleaſing then in times palled ) 
he hath ſucked nouriſhment: but know Selchim that he is 
the naturall ſonne of Pheone thy neglected ſiſter, ſhee the 
' confracted wife of vnconſtant Staurobates, he the vnnatu⸗ 
rall father of condemned Criſippus, and my ſelfe(Selchim, 
and Staurobares )the ſame Phe one whom ( happily ) either 
of you hath longer loſt, than lacked, and the one of pou/no 
doubt longer lacked then loued, albeit, Staurobates, at thy 
veparture, and at the deliuerie of this Ring, thy flattering 
tongue could then whiſper: That mine abſence ſhould bee 
bitter, and the delay of my pꝛeſence Death. 

Now therefoze, if the one of pou will deale gratiouſlye 
with his deſolate Siſter, x the other gently with his well 
deſeruing Louer,# either of you naturally wich pour dts 
ffreſſed Childzen, thẽ at theleaſt,be to thẽ meere Stran⸗ 
gers, rather than ſo mercileſſe Parents: pea remember 
(Staurobates)thou mayſt not retaine Marpiſſa but by luff, 
Phcone being alreadie intertained thine owne by Lawe, 
whole life ought to ſtand betwirt thee, and a Bigamus. 

By this time, and whilſt ſhe was yet ſpeaking, Stauro- 
bates hauing perfectly fired in the eyes of his memoꝛzie, 
the well knowne face and countinaunce of the * 

Aa; 
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Ozatriſſe, giuling a ligne to the Tozmentoꝛs fo; tape ok 
Exccution, earneſilp imbzaſed the Peroicall MNurſe, ſap⸗ 
ing: Nell mayſt thou deuine ofthe pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe of 
thy demaund, when no creature liuing can be ſo welcome 
to this place, as art thou the Demaundẽt. Think not that 
the homelineſſe of thine habite, vnworthte thine honour, 
02 any alteration whatſoeuer hath ſo begiled my ſences, 
oz eſtranged my loue, but that J gladly acknowledge mp 
ſelke the huſbande of Pheone,4 thy ſclfe th only ſhe whom 
Staurobates accepteth fox wite. 

Ah Pheone, had not thy miſdeeme bene mote than mp 
mildeeds, then had not not thy ielous lone hapned ſo much 
to beth our pꝛeiudice. Vut now well is me, and thzile 
happie bee this houre, wherein J renew whome J neuer 
did but loue, noꝛ euer will but honour, thee my deare and 
valy beloued Pheonc. : 

And then as he aleaged in his excuſe,thoſe reaſonable 
canſes befoze touched, king Selchim no leſſe iopkull to 
heare tidinges of his Siſter, than was Staurobates glad 
to hauꝭ found his wike, imbzaſed her with as muche loue 
foꝛ a bꝛother, as did the other fo2 an huſband, ſhe as natu 
rally reſaluting, and reconciling her ſelle to eitber. 

Crilippus and Marpiſſa were nom deliuered fro bands, 
and after many ioyfull teares, their paſſed mariage was 
alſs gladly confirmed by cicher parent, eſpetially Stauro- 
bares demeaned exceeding great toy , foꝛ the recouering 
of his vnknowne ſonne : of whom, and of her own abſence, 
Pheone ineffecte this repoꝛted: That at Staurobates 
his departure into Jia, ſhee finding herſclfe oner-taken 
wich is daliances, that had left her neither Maid, wide 
don, noꝛ wife, and not hearing from him accoꝛding to aps 
pointment, did therefoze as well to auoide the law, which 
was death, as the ſhame ok her kault, which was her great 
belly leaue ſecretly the Court, in the Deſertes was des 
littered of Criſippus: whome (being at point otherwiſe to 
haue periſhed? ſhe lwathelco vp, decking him with muche 
Eos gold 
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gold, and many rich Jewels, andlapd him in a Path, by 
which a homely countrie Matron vſuallp paſſed, to milke 
her Cattle in thoſe Deſerts, her ſelfe in the meane while, 
piuily watching the euent of this her deuiſe. | 
And how this good woman finding ſo faire a Boy,and 
ſo fat a bootie, pꝛeſented the pooꝛe fiſher-manher hulband 
with ſuch her findings: when therevpon herſelfe (ſimply 
araied ) repairing vnto their Cottage, and aſking a enters 
tainment became J2urſe vnto her own ſonne. The laſtly, 
how the Filhcr-man by this windfall greatly enriched,# 
long thence become a Marchantman in that Citie , not 
bauing any child of his own had adopted Criſippus(being 
vtterly ignozantof any other Parentage)his Son. This 
ſhe told, c a gencrall Plaudiat diſſolued þ iopfull alſembly. 
H Ere is (qv. Abynados )loue vpon loue, and louers by 
huddles, a diſcourſe(truſt me) frinolous in telling, 
- Fruicleſſe in hearing, but moſt fooliſh in Action: ſuch loue 
being in my conceit ) ſo far off from loue, that J rather 
think it a doting Frenzie, and enemie to Reaſon, rouing 
headlong vpõ Impoſſibilities:koꝛ were it that ſuch louing 
fooles could temper their Extreame, with a Peane, then 
would they lone with moe diſcretion, oz leaue with leſſe 
domage. Foz not impꝛoperly map loue be compared to the 
ſoze called an Oncom oz Fellon, which beginning at the 
fingers end, and by ſufferance falling into the Joint doth 
hazard a Mahem, oz at the leaſt-wiſe a Cure: ſo loue be⸗ 
ginning at the eye, by ſuffcrance deſcending to the hart 
doth thꝛeaten life, oꝛ at the leaſt-wiſe Reaſon; as the one 
therefoze at the firſt is to be ſcalded, ſo th other is pꝛeſẽtly 
to be ſuppꝛeſſed, foꝛ without a timely violẽce, either Pas 
lady is incurable.Uith ſuch like diſcourſes did TY af1eri- 
antcut the calme ſeas, & deſcrying aſtrange ſhip at anker 
not far off, vpon occaſid, did alſo the like, riding as nere ta 
the vnknown ſhip as they cold: where not omi:ting to en⸗ 
quire after thoſe in Queſt ol whome they thus ſailed, oc⸗ 
caſion of that which now enſuech, was taken.

whilſte the reſt feaſt 
merelp, and are tyed 
to the Canne by the 

teeth, Atys made a long and lamentable repozt to Iymæ- 

tes the Lycian Captaine ( foꝛ the ſtrange Ship was of Li- 

cia )of the miſſe, oꝛ rather loſſe of Sorares, and his compa⸗ 

nie, ſaying thus hath Foztune aſſailed the Father, and 
now aſlautcth the Childzen,triumphing his on Bale, and 
thzeatning our Bliſſe. | 

And no maruell, anſwered Tymztces, conſidering that 

Foꝛtune is only conſtant in inconſtancie:and as touching 

Bliſſe, it map be pour opinion is hereticall, fo that true 

Bliſſe, in deede, perfoꝛmeth a perpetuitie, whereas the 

flattering pleaſures of this wozld, cannot pꝛomiſe one ho⸗ 

wers certaintie, and there foze it may not be aptly — 
iſle, 
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Bliſſe, whereof a chaunge is ta bee doubted: and pet to 
attaine, oz rather to attempt the ſweeteneſle of a cleare 
conſcience, to exerciſe Uirtue,to combate with our Affec⸗ 
tions, to eſchew euill and doe good, to loue all and hate 
none, and to liue in the wozld as not of the wozld, are (no 
doubt) great arguments of bleſſedneſſe, but no full aſſu⸗ 
rances of Blifle,fs2 that none may be ſayd bleſſed, vntill 
bis laſt gaſpe hath diſſolued him from his naturall infirs 
mitics, and then, and not befoze follovocth bleſſepneſle, the 
ſtipend of vercue. : 

As foz wozlvlp Pyoſperitie, J eſteeme the ſame nothing 
leſſe then pꝛoſperous, as a thing whoſe ſower neuer kap⸗ 
leth;and whoſe ſweet ener fleeteth, as a ſpurre to wicked⸗ 
neſſe, and a bzidle to well doing : yea what glozious Ti⸗ 
tles, o wealth can this Step- dame of Uertue bequeath 
vs,p per iſh not with, oꝛ befoze the JPoſſeſlszs: ſo, p were 
Bot » followers of Foztune moze blind thi their Guide, ol 
the two Pꝛoſperitie, and Aduerſitie, they would accounte 
the later as the moꝛe neceſſarie, becauſe it openeth the 
eyes of the hart that Pꝛoſperitie ſtoppeth, and oftẽtimes 
redeemeth Uertue as it were ont of a filthie Dungion. 
Blut to wiſh Aduerſitie ts leſſe neevefull than neceſſas 

ric: fo} ſo infinite, and inſcident are the Calamities that 
follow vs euen krom our Cradles, that wel may we wiſh 
e ither not to baue bene bozne, oꝛ quickly to die, and ſo mas 
ny are the wzonges that men inflict vpon men, that to re⸗ 
uence all were impictie , and to ſuffer all impoſſible: 
wherſoze iniuries (think J) not honeſtly to be diſſemblen 
map diſcreetely be reuenged, oz at the wozſf, to ſeeke oz 
wozke reuenge is ſo much the leſſe infamous, by howe 
much the offered occaſſion thereof is iniurious. That Y 
ſhould thus mention iniuries pou mape perhaps muſe, 
but whether there be cauſe oz no J make pou my Judges, 
thus ſtanding the caſe. 
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A Fter the continuaunce ok long, and waftfull warres 


betweene the Lydians, and che Lycians à Truſe fox 
certaine peares was concluded,foz aſſurance whereof, ets 


ther ſide did deliuer their JPledges : the king my Father, 


(fo2 a Ring is mp father )ſent into Licm a Noble man his 
Nephew,called Dcipyrus, whome hee had not long befozc 
p2eferred to a Dukedome, # otherwiſe highly aduaunced: 
and the other king ſenc into Lydia a Noble pong Gentles 
man called Xenarchus, whoſe Father is king of ( iucia, 
and alſo at this pzeſent vſurpeth in ry dia, whercof my fas 
ther only retaineth the name of king, but he the kingdom: 
and that by means of a Rebellion moued by the lame Dei- 
pyrus, after his returne from hoſtage, wherok thus follow⸗ 
eth the circumſtance. 
Deipyrus partly o his own aſpiring courage , partlpe 
ſubozned with rewards by my father his enemie the then 
Lycian king, but chectelp foz lone of Eurymone the ſame 
king his daughter, with whom and him aw-lefle loue had: 
already vnited harts, did ſecretly gather a rebellious Ar» 
mie, and (ſuddenly beſieged my fat in his owne Cit ie. 
Who ſeeing his Citizens not able to holde wage with the 
Beſiegers, alter long reſiſtante, leauing behind him in the 
Citte the Queene my mother, and with her two Inkants 
their childꝛen conuaied himſelf into Cyhicia, there deſit ing 
aſſiſtance againſt the Rebels, che which. in an ill hower, he 
eaſily obtained. But oz euer any reſcue might be conuai⸗ 
ed into Lydia, my mother fear ing to ſtapthe Sack of the 
Cit ie, and entrie of the foe hourely expected foz, flead pꝛi⸗ 
uily with her two infants, into a great Foꝛreſtnot farre 
fromthe beſieged Citie: where rootes and ſuch wild ber ; 
ries as the place afooꝛded, making au exchaunge of their 
wonted fare, hardly lingered the ſoule in their bodies. In 
che mean while, the king ol Cie laded his men, reſcuen 
the 
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the Citie, aud purſued with great ſlaughter the flying 
Rebels: but myne vncle Deipyrus the chiefe Captaine 
c conductour of theſe crayterous Rebels, by chaunce res 
couered the befoze named Foꝛreſt, and by that meanes 
eſcaped the (wopde of the Purſuers. 

Long bad he not wandzed here, but that he hearde the 
pittifull ſhziekes of a woman, wherefoze making to the 
place from whence the ſounde came, he perceiued a Lady 
likely to haut bene abuſed by two ſtragling ſouldiours ol 
Clicis: in whoſe defence at once he aſſailed them both, and 
in the ende valiantly chaſing them away deliuered her of 
their purpoſed trecherie : which done, not knowing who. 
he had ſo reſcued, he demaunded what ſhe was, and hom 
it foꝛtuned her and her two infants, to wander ſo daun⸗ 


geroully in the ſame Fozrelk, 


My miſer able mother (foꝛ it was my Queene motber) 


not knowing in that caſe, the man vnto whoſe queſtions 


ſhe was then to anlwere, dꝛying her dꝛopping eyes, and 
falling at his feete , when ſhe had ſtilled her ponglinges 
who with their pꝛetie golles hugging about her necke 
criedout(whichher lelfe wanted)foz foode , not —_ to 
bewzap what one ſhe _ ſaide. a

Ike as (good Sir ) no deſertes other then pour owne 

valour, per ſwaded you erwhile to vſe courage in my 
defence, euen ſo the defect of mine abilitie (reſpecting my 
wꝛetched eſtate ) may diſſwade you from all hope of any 
ſmall Recompence, only accept of her pooze thankes that 
ſhall ply the gods with often pꝛayers, that thep hearing 
mp wiſh, may furniſh my wat with a reward foꝛ your me⸗ 
rits,otherwile J continuallp reſt pour diſabled vebtoz, 

But in that pou aſke what one Jam, alas Str, ſee port 
not p J am a moſt deſolat woman: not boꝛne to beg though 


now leſſe happie the a ä did wãt nothing, 
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and now haue nothing, not longe ſince as wealthy, as J 
now am wꝛetched, able to haue harboured the beſt, but 
nom moꝛe harbourleſſe than the wozſt: and therfoze feele 
J affliction ſo much the moze burdenous, by how much 
J once poſſeſſed aboundance: foꝛ no want moze miſerable, 
then to haue bene wealthy. 

Who is it that feelech not, 82 at the leaſt wiſe heareth 
not, vnto what ſpoile, and penurie the Rebels haue nowe 
lekt all Lidia? to auoide whole outragious pꝛoceedinges, 
J baue choſen with thele my pooꝛe inlantes, to linger out 
our dying liues in this Fozreſt, though death no doubt 
would haue bene to vs miſers, farremoze ſweeter. 

oe pea endleſſe woe, befall that vngratfull Traitoz 
Derpyrus, the vnnatural ruine ok his natural Countrie:oh 
that once, 02 euer theſe eies of mineſhall leaue this light, 
J might lee the Caitiffe in like diſtreſſe( ik like might be) 
as preſently am J, 02 that the Uillaine were as neere my 
reatch as euen now are pou:then would Ja- while adiozn 
theſe womanith teares, and with theſehandes (vnaccu⸗ 
ſtomed to ſuch deedes )claw out his trecherous epes: but 
(alas) to with vengeice is nothing leſſe then to be reuen⸗ 
ged, fo bad J the hap to poſſeſſe my wiſh, F haue the hart 
ſhould per foꝛme my will, oz mighe mp curſe pꝛocure him 
hell, mp bleſſe ſhould neuer pꝛekerre him to heauen: well 
: Icauing the Nepꝛobate to a Million of miſhaps, which (J 
doubt not) will inftzentlp enſue his miſdeedes, may J, 
good Sir, requeſt pour name, and withall the preſent e⸗ 
ſtate of our beſeiged Citie: 

Deipyrus with no ſmall remoꝛſe, noting the pitious dts 
ſtreſſe of the vnknowne Queenmy molher, a hear ing him 
ſelfe to himſelke, ſo euill ſpoken of and banned wiſt not 
what to ſap, as one but cuen then ouertaken with the 
guiltineſſe of his owne Conſcience, which is euermoze a 
ſcuere Accuſer, and ts the impenitent perſon a molt terri⸗ 
ble Judge : but in the ende after ſome aſtonichment, he 
made her this aunſwer.

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Lady qd. he (as perceining in her many arguments of 
Gentrie)by good reaſon ſuffer we loſers tochafe,neicher 
is it a new thing, that a wzonged woman in like bitter 
termes doth vtter her paſſtonate ſtomache: Deipyrus (J 
mult confeſſe ) being the common enemie to his Countrie, 
bath incurr td a comon curſe of the Lydians, whoſe chaſt ; 
ment being generally deſir ed ok all, ſhall pꝛiuatly be re 
uealed onc ly to pou . The ſame man, Lady, whoſe ins 
famous Attempts, hath returned the Attemptoz a iuſt 
guer don of his deſertes, and he whoſe puniſhment would 
be vnto pou ſuch pleaſure, pꝛelenteth himſelfe befoze pour 
eyes, as hardlye diſtreſſed as pour ſelfe haue deſired: 
t wholocucr pou are, that Deipyrus hath ſa much offen⸗ 
ded, the ſame as humbly pꝛapeth you of pardon : offes 
ring alſo into your handes mine owne weapon, vpon mine 
obne head to wzeake your vengeance, if it ſhal ſo pleaſe 
pan by death to ſhoꝛten mp penance:02 elſe as pour Bond⸗ 

Naue in your buſines toemplop mp whole endeuour, if by 
life pou thinke good to lenghten mp puniſhment: foz as J 
would not die a deſperate Purtherer, Tozmento? , and 
Traito} to mine owne perſon, ſo wiſh J not to line a deſ⸗ 
piſed Runnagate, Repzobate, and Recreat tomineown 
Countrie : wherefo2e puu being the Judge, the grieuous 
ſpectacle of theſe your pyning Tnfantes mine Accuſo2s, 
and my ſelfe (which of ic ſelfe is ſufficient ) pleading to 
the accuſation guiltie, if pou pꝛonounce ſentenceof death, 
you doe but Tuſtice without partialitie, the executing 
of which ſentence, chalbe the accompliſhment of pou de⸗ 
fire, and the rewardof my deſertes,

den Deipyrus had after this ſoꝛte finiſhed ſuch his 
" ſpeeches, reconnted to her after what manner the 
ſiege was raiſed by the king of Cilicia , deliuercd into 
her handes his naked ſwozde, and ſolemulp vowed not to 
re ſiſt 
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reſiſt her dome: as touching his life , 02 death, mine inra⸗ 
ged Queene⸗ mother graſping the peelded weapon in her 


bande, was fully reſolued to haue ſheathed the ſame in 


the bowels ol Deipyrus: when by and by altering her 
purpoſe , by reaſon of his ſtraunge ſubmiſſion, and way⸗ 


ing his lucke with her owne loſle , ſhce thinketh him al⸗ 


redy oucr ſcuerely puniſhed, and her wꝛonges ſufficts 
ently reuenged : pet anon caſting her pitifull eyes vps 
pon her ppning Babes, rukully hanging about her their 
helpeleſſe Mother foz foode , not there to bee had, her 
myldeneſſe was now onuerted to madneſſe, and as one 
vtterly reſolute on his death, in conceite ſhee imagined 
him alredp deade, ſo fully was ſhee bente to bereaue 
him ok life + but euren at the verie puſhe , from out her 


vnhardie hande ſhee letts fall the harmcleſſe weapon, 


and accuſeth her ſelfe of ingratitude, ſhall J ( thinke

ſhee) returne ſo graceleſſe a recompence, in lieu of hig 


late ſo gracious an enterpꝛiſeꝰ is it ut much moꝛe gaine 
to me, that J am deliuered ok Rauihmente which had 
bene incurable, then loſ.e in that J am dilgarniſhed 
of Riches which are recuperable: pes, pes, the ver⸗ 
tue ofthe firſt, is moꝛe then the errour ofthe latter, why 
then ſhoulde J not admitte the one, and remitte the os 
ther. | 
Thus reaſoning with her ſclfe , as one offended with 
bis paſſed Conſpiracies, pacified by hispzeſent Contri⸗ 
tion, and gratefull foꝛ his late pzoficable Combate, (ce 
diſſembleth the firſt, accepteth of the ſeconde, and ꝛhan⸗ 
keth him fo2 the thirde: onely deſiring his aſſiſtance to 
puruate foz their ſuccour, vntill hearing of moze quicts 
nes abzoad, they might with leſſe daunger leaue the com⸗ 
fozles Forreſt. 

TWherunto he redilp codiſcented, building thẽ bowzes, 
killing thẽ victuals, in what he poſſibly might in their 
relieſe imploing his whole induſtrie, nor knowing of all 
this while who they weare, vnto whome he — — 

carefu 
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carefull an Attendant: albeit by circumſtances, he might 
haue bene induced to the knowledge of his charge, foz my 
Mother ſomewhat to be viſburdenedof the burning ſoz 
rowes, of her burſting heart ( fo2 wozking veſſels any 
wokull heartes , the one by vent the other by wozwes,are 
delivered from breaking) taking occaſton, in the hea⸗ 
ring of Deipyrus to ſpeake ok the king my Father, would 
ſometimes vle theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches. 

J woulde Deipyrus , vou coulde giue as good wat ran⸗ 
tieof the King his wel-fare, as Ja pꝛomiſe, with a pers 
fozmance betwirte him and peu of an Attonement: but 
(alas) notwithſtanding pour diſcomſiture, J am not ſo 
comfozted that J reſt feareles of (cen pꝛactiſes, well 
might the good King ſpeede, what cuill ſo- euer J ſul⸗ 
fer , who not pzolpering, J, mine, and many periſh, and 


therekoze dare J ſaie, that with greater diſeaſe fox his 
Woe „oz gladder deſire of his wealth, his Queene, 


and wife cannot labour than pzcſently doe J, that nei⸗ 
ther in the one noz the other vo giue place to his beſt wel- 
willer. 

Thus vid ſhe often make her mone a farre off, not das 
ring in plaine tearmes to diſcloſe her ſelfe , remembying 
how daungerous it is to repoſe confidence in a reconciled 
encime., c in that point ſhewing her ſclfe better aduiſed 
then was my Father: who giuing credite to the fapned 
ſhewes of a friendly fae, did learne by the pꝛile of a deere 
ſallarie, the pꝛoofe of a dꝛie deſembler, and how to clime 
vp by the Bzeare, is to be clawed with the Bzamble : fox 
my Father, making account to be re-eſtabliſhed in his 
king dom, re ceiued frõ þ C iucian king this croſſe anſwere. 

Sir qd he, your pleacifull thankes are ſuperfluous, 
and your pꝛokered liberalitie necdeleſle, fo that yon per- 
haps, will chinke me vnwozthy ſo much, whilſt J chinke 
my ſelfe woꝛthy of mote , andtherefoze may pou pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tion pour thankes as it likes pou, ſecing my poꝛt ion ſhal 
be as it liſts me. 5 
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Is it an eaſie matter ( thinke you to tranſpozt an Are +. 


mie out of Cilicia, to haʒarde our liues in Lydza , and has 
uing incountred and conquered the encmie , to conuerte 
the glozie of the battle, aud gaine of the bootie to the pꝛo⸗ 
fit ok others? no, no, J may pꝛofit pou but not pꝛeiu⸗ 
dice my ſelfe: Let it ſuffice that J baue cozrected pour 
Fooes, and that your ſelfe eſcape vnreuenged of our auns 
tient emnitie: ouer and beſides which vndelerued friends 


- thip, I giue pou a Ship in all thinges well furnished, 


with ſufficient treaſure to ſupplie your expenſes: and 
thus knowing my minde, the ſooner you be packing, the 
ſafer may it be foʒ your perſon; as foʒ (ilcua J haue Xe- 
narchus my ſonne there to gouerne , & here in L want 
not ſouldiours to engariſon.

Iy accumpanied of thꝛee oz foure ot his faichfull ſeruants,

tioned Fozreſt, not knowing the ſame to be che Receptas 
cle ol Deipyrus, much leſſe of his miſled wife and childzẽ, 
but leaſt of all, that the ſame his traiterous Nephewe 
did ii ſuch ſozt miniſter to their necellities.

4 Ithin this Foꝛreſt, in a pleaſant Glade , the ſheepe · 


" herdesco take Wlolues and other rauening beaſtes,

nitent Pikes, but ſlowlier then thou wouldeſt amiddeſt 
this Pitte, wherein appeareth the great mercie of the 
good gods, in reſpect of the [mall merits of ſinnefull 
men. 
O that tbe ſecrete bowels ol the earth that denieth not 
to burie me, as no doubt the vpper face thereof diſday⸗ 
neth to beare me, coulde aſwell conceale my vile faults, 
gàs it doth couer my vitious fleſh: then ſhoulde my Treas 


= {ons which now ſeeme odious to the heaucns, infamous 


To the wozld , hurtefull to manp, daungerous to the moſt, 
deteſtable to all, and burdinous to mine owne couſcience, 
then ( J ſay) might ſuch mine offences ſu:ceaſe to ſur» 
uiue deceaſed Deipyrus, which (alas) will then be hardly 
ripe, when Iſhalbe happelp rotten, 

Neuertheleſſe, Jam not nowe to dzeade the wozſt of 
mercyleſſe men that ſlowly foꝛget, but to hope the beſt of 
the mercifull gods that ſwiftly fozgine : nowe am J to 
ſitte vppon mp ſelfe as Judge, and againſt my ſelfe to 
pzonounce tudgment,that the Gods ſeeing me impartiall 
in mine ownecaſe , may (as no doubt they will) ſpare me 
ſoꝛ the ſame cauſe : foʒ it moꝛe ſtandeth vs vppon ts cons 
feſſe, then to defende our follies. It is, alas, a common 
imperfection to offende, but an vnwonted perfection to res 
pent, and why? the firſt ſpzingeth from Nature, but the 
other from vertue: pea Nature (whereunto we eaſilp in⸗ 
cline) is in effect Securitie to Sinne, g feare of wozldly 
ſhame biddeth vs iuſtifie our ſelues: when in deede to live 
in Securitie is not to die in ſafetie : fo nicete it is that v 
honny which ſeemed pleaſant in the mouth, be 3 to 
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bitter woꝛmewood in the ſtomacke , and vtterly abhozred 


ofthe ſoule. | 
Doth not the pleaſantneſſe ok the fruite,make amends 


fo2 the bitterneſle of the roote? the hoped fo? top in the 
harbour, moderate the ſuffered perils on the Seas? and 
the will to be releaſed of the maladie, afl wage the ſharps 
nelle of the medicine? and ſhall not J that grone with 
Repentance in mine heart, hope thereby to gaine refreſh 
ment to my ſoule? pes verely pes, ſo to hope winneth an 
effectuall hire: that we be Contrite it is neceſſarie, that 
our Contrition be equiparent to our Tranlgreſſiõs moze 
neceſſar ie, but if the qualitie of our Repentance exceedeth 
the quantitie of our offences then is the ſame moſt accep ; 


table. 
But ( wꝛetches that we are) fleſh and blood perſwade 


the contrarie, ſaying we ſcarce trip, when (in deede) wee 
ſtumble downe right , that the er ime is verie light when 


the ſame is moſt weightie, that we ſhall liue long, and 


map at leaſure repent , when in a moment we are taken 


away 02 euer we thinke toe mend, and lo in che end pers 
riſh deſperatly that perſiſt dineliſyly : foʒ as therefoꝛe the 
gods are greatly delighted with Repentance, ſo are they 
greeuouſip diſpleaſed with Pꝛocraſtination. 

It only remaineth then, that J imbꝛace thee(© ſweete 
Repentance )a — ſo much the leſſe ponderous, by 
bow much thou increaſeſt in greatnes:to the pꝛicked cone 
ſcience thou art the perſit conſolation, and the only coun⸗ 
terchaunge to deſerued confuſion: with thy feete onely we 
run to mercy,# without thy winges flie we not from ven⸗ 
geancc:thou I ſay doeſt repꝛehend mine errozs, #there* 
foe will N appzehende thy vertues, neuer giuing thee 
— „ vntill ( by death at leaſt) I compꝛehend thy ſweete⸗ 
neſſe. 

Ahileſt Deipyrus molt deſirous to haue died, ſpake pet 
moꝛze in the darke pit, one while remembzing the diſtreſſe 


of his guideleſſe Charge, lelt at randon in the dangerous

Foꝛreſt, and often naming ( whome he made account neuer 
AY moze to ſee) his deare Eurimone the king of Licia his 
daughter, whole loue was the greateſt part of his inrer⸗ 
pꝛiſed lewdneſſe, but neuer fozgetting wich a penitent 
heart, and bitter teares to ſend forth his humble Papers, 
as his ſoules Harbengers. 
It chaunced my Father and his Company tv wander 
along the ſame Glaede, and (not doubting at all the ſubs 
tilitie ot the place one of them fell hedlong into the ſame 
coucred it, lighting ſo boiſterouſly vpon Deipyrus, that 
he boze him downe to the earth in a ſowne : the other on⸗ 
8 ly aſtoniſhed with the fall , and not rccetuing farther 
i harme: after a while feeling, but not ſeeing the panting 
body of a man lying pꝛoſtrate, wꝛougbt ſuch meanes that 
he recouered Deipyrus out of his traunce. 
aps, By which time my Father and the others aboue had 
letten downe wythes, and other deuiſes which they had 
| . framed fot the purpoſe, fo dzawing vp the man that was 
| newly fallen into the pit: who (not a little toyfull of ſo 
ſpeedie deliuerie )aduertiſed them, how there toas pet re⸗ 
maining behind an other pcrſon, to him vnknown. 
TUhercvpon letting downe the ſecond time, they dꝛewe 
Deipyrus vp into the open apze, that wel- nere of a day and 
night befoze, had ſcarcely diſcerned any light ok the lunne

lorous paſſions, might haue bene pleaded in kull Acquit⸗ 
tance ot all paſſed Treſpalles, had Enuie it ſelfe follows 
ed the Action, and Rigour occupied the place of Judge⸗ 
ment. 
ypfather (contrarie to all expectation )ouercomming 
Ire, and being himſelfe ouercome by pitie, not withoute 
watrie eyes. lifting vp Dcipyrus that ſhamed to looke him 
in the kace, ſayd. 
I Deipyrus)thou werte vnſuſpitious of my nature, 
mindful what J once was, and not ignozant what J now 


am, thou wouldſt not ſuppoſe the Accident of the laſt, to 


cauſe an Alteration in the firſt, that is, not thinke mee a 
mercileſſe Begger, whom thou didden know to be a piti⸗ 
full Ring. neither wouldſt thou doubt the autozitie of the

(vnaduiſed Nephew J lee it, that Enuic dꝛinketh vp the

_ the ſame affections „ foz bzaue Jntentes haue often 
times baſe Euents. 

CellDeipyrus)feeing by thy death J may not recouer 
my loſſe, it hall ſuffiſ.. if by ſparing thy life J may ſore

much as our kindzed: and co thee J gladlye participate 
this comfozt whereof my ſelfe am not pet deſtitute, that -

But not to hope beyond hope, ſay J(Deipyrus)is con-

N Ow after diners louing imbzacinges, and that many 
kinde tear es had cauſed a long ſilence , my Father 
aduertiſed Oc:pyrus and the reſt, that firſte his intent was 
to ſeeke out his Queene and two childzen,affirming their 


mille to touch nearer than any other his miſfoztunes, and 


then to enterpꝛiſe ſomewhat in recouerie ok his detapned 
kingdome. 

herevpon Dcipyrus did tell my father of the Ladye, 
and her two Inkants, ouer whome( as bekoze / hee had tas 
ken charge in that Foꝛreſt, and was very deſirous bekoꝛe 
their departure from thence , to haue ſuccoured the di⸗ 
fireſle cf thoſe three. 

Butherevnto my Fathers anſwere was, that in chetr 


owne cace delay might be dangerous, Lydua; ſayth he at 


this day affoꝛdeth moze than pnough ſuch diſtreſſed wan ⸗ 
derers,whome not to be able to helpe it greeueth, and fox 
whome to hurt our ſelues were not requiſit: he that once 
flieth may againe fight: whilſt the Þ; ince liueth to hope. 
the peoples cate is not deſperate : lupiter woulde not then 
reſcue Danaes, when he was to reſiſt Saturne, neyther let 
vs ſs admit pitie, that we omitte matters of greater uns 
poztance. — 

Deipyrus who ſeemed thus aunlwered, but in his piti⸗ 
full minde nat ſatilfyed, vndertaking ( as hee that made 
himſelfe beſt acquainted with that fozreſt) to conduct bis 
companye the ncareſt waye to the Sea, did of purpoſe 
leade them directlye to that place, where hee had befoze 
leit his helpeleſſe Charge, and there hee founde them 
— thꝛee pitifullp weeping, and vtterlye deſtitute of com⸗

were at once,ouertaken with extreme toy, and ertreame 
greefe)he foxthwith ſowneth: my mother allo ( foꝛ by this

No ſooner did my father behold this light „ but (as it

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time ſhe knew him )endcuouring to giue him ſuccour fal* 


leth alſo into the like traunce: but eyther of them being 
anon recouered, and nothing omitted in paſſion, wozd, 02 
action inſident to ſo vnlooked foz, louing, and lamentable 
a meeting they conſult of their ſaketie, and how to pꝛoceed 
in their Enterpziſes. 

In the env, induced by ſuch p2oficable and diſcrete rea⸗ 
ſons as Deipyrus then aleaged, they all bend their iournie 
towards Licia: where they were no ſooner ariued, but 
they heard repoꝛt of the Lician king his death, and percei⸗ 
ued great pꝛouiſion to enthzonize in the Soueraintie Eu- 
rymone,Deipyrus his Lady and louer. 

Deipyrus not a little ioyfull of theſe tidings, & affying 
in his Lady her Conſtancic, with the reſt of his companie 


(vnknowne to all that met them repapꝛed to the Courte: 


and when hee had diſcloſed himſelle „ and his diſtreſſed 


| © 7 friendes to Eurymone, ſhe comtozted them with ſuche ho⸗ 
nourable and hartie entertainment, as did both giue a 


perfection to their hope, and a defectton from all heaui⸗ 
neſſe: taking ( acco2ding to their fozmer couenaunt of 
lone)Dcipyrus ta huſband, who iopnily at this daye, rule 
king and Queene in Licia. 

And there haue my depziued parents euerſince liued in 
ſuch pꝛoſperitie, that their exile might be ſapd an Aduãce⸗ 
ment: in whoſe quarell alſo Deipyrus fo; the recouerie of 
Lydia, hath long time maintained open and ſharp warres 
a gainſte the king of C ilicia: towards whom to entreate of

Eloꝛe the curteous knight Tymetes had fyniſhed this 
his ſpeeche, Atys and Abynados had eſpyed in the Ly- 
cian Ship a very fayze Target, wherevppon was curi⸗ 
ouſly engrauen, and in liuely 1 purtrayed the ter; 
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rible Image of enraged Semiramis, in ſuch niaucr as ſhee 


behaned her ſelf, when being infozmed ol the beſeeging of 
Ha hilon the ruſhed from out her tiriag Chamber, her eyes 
ſeeming to ſparckle kyze, in her hande bzandiſhing her 
weapon, and her flaſkinghatre loſely wauing vppon her 
bare ſhoulders, as hauing vowed not to bind vp the ſame

Beſiegers:the which (notwithſtãding the great ſtrength. 


and number of her enemies) with koꝛztunate expedition, 
the perfourmed as valiantly in deede, as ſhce had vowed 
the ſame couragioullp in woꝛd. The two byetheren(as J 
ſapd)carneſtly viewing this Targat, could not pcrſwade 
themſelues, but that the ſame once appertatned to Sorares 
thir Father, in whole hand when hee dilankered from 
Niniuie they had ſcene it: andthcrefoze after they had o⸗ 
pened their thoughts, and moued ſome queſtions concers 
ning the ſame, ſuch was Tymeres his anfwere, 


In Sarmatia (id. he )a warlike nation in Scthia, from 


whence J novo cc me, and whether J am ſhoztly to return 
ruleth an vncle of mine, cf whole gifte AJ receaued this 
Targat : the whiche togeather with an infinite maſſe of 
Treaſure, Apparell, Armour, and other Oznamentes ak⸗ 
ter the Aſeirian faſhion came to his poſſeſſion, thʒough 
the artuallofa diſtreſſed Shippe being dꝛiuen into his 
Countrie, wherein remained only two Meades, and the 
ſame verp aged and impotenk perſons + of whoſe aduen⸗ 
tures Jam not able to make anp further Reporte, ſauing 
that they ſeemed to take great vnkindneſſe,ofthe auaricc, 
and crueltie of certaine Aſiriant, whome they had lefte 
ſhipleſſe in a barren Jland: but being nenerthelefſe moſt 
deſirous of their deliuerie, mine Uncle hath pzcmiſed to 
ſatiſſie them therein, as ſoone as the ſeaſon of the prare 
ſerueth,to croſſe thoſe bluſtring and daungerous Seas: 
and truſt me, Gentlemen, it is not vulikely { whereof J 
thought not befoze/ but that theſe A ſiriant map be pour 
parents, and friends after whom pou make this enquiric:

bite play foule , ſhoulde therefoze the goodman play the 
koole: F (ap no, becauſe he begining the quarrel at home, 
ts ciuile vnquietnes may ſo adde impudent perſeucrance, 
and then houtholde iarres ſhall bid his good dapes good- 
night : but in any caſe if Venus be founde in Coni unction 
with Mars, let Vulcan ſhaw his cunning onely in concea⸗ 
ling, and rather ſleepe to Beagles, then awake Bans 
dogges : otherwiſe foꝛ Juſticers he ſhal but finde gibers, 
and thoſe that wil rather be alike detected, then alike ſul⸗ 
pected: foꝛ when thinges are publiſhed foz common, they 
are then pꝛactiſed foꝛ currant, and then what with firſf 
JPlapfearcs, and laſt Smel-feaſtcs in vaine ſhall Iunos 
bearvſman watch lupiters Heckare. 

The Fore moſt of all miſtruſteth the Foxe, neither is 
the decetuer feareleſſe of deceit, and were it not (thinke 
women) that iealous men did them ſelues fallly enter, 
thep woulde not ſuſpect women to beare men tomanpz 


wherefoze / ſillie ſoules) plate they, faire oz play the 


foule ſeeing themſelues alike ſluſpected, they hould it but 
good reaſon to requite ſuch open ſozrowe, by the aduaũ⸗ 
tange of ſome pꝛiuie ſollace, and will venture if but foz a 
Renevge. 

Thus ſee we that iealous men, do the rather helpe foꝛ⸗ 
wardes the ſecret elcapes of women: beſides which may 
be added, that with impoztunate ſutes, charming wozds, 
intiſing giktes, opoztunitieof time, and place, and by a 
thouſand other deuiſes of ſufficiencie to moue mountap⸗ 
nes, their good, but not deiftednatures, the which to cer⸗ 
tũuent meneucr ceaſe to fiſh ſoꝛ opoꝛtunities, be labozed, 

It reſteth then, leeiug the Eie, the Care, e the Coitceic 
are the only ſurfers of ſuch ſicknelle, that J ſee,# J lee not 
is a ſoueraigne emplaiſter to one ſo wounded, not to ſee, 
no} to deſire to ſee an eſpeciall pꝛeſeruatiue againſt ſuch 
malaties, but he that will neither ſee it, heare it, noz be⸗ 


leeue it, hall haue moze then can philicke warrant, neuer 


to die with ſwallowinge of Flyp-bloes, and excepte his 
ſtomacke

ſtomack be moze then ſqueimiſh,the fiſh ouerflowen of the 
Birde Aſpra, not at all feele the ſame contagious . Let 
it ſuffize , that women as they be ſubtle in counſell, ſo 
are they ſecret in conuatance, for he that firſt blowech to 
vncupple, (hall be the laſt that commeth into the kal: but 
to him that curioullie ſearcech a knife , wherewithall to 
cut his owne thꝛoate, J ſap Argus his heade to bee well 
worthy Mercuric his handling: well thus haue J bzieflp, 
not as J coulde, alleaged the beſt, koz thole againſt whom 
might be obiected the worſt.

And pet (Ladies) tbeſe are they who giue foozth, that 
pour naturall beauties are no other then artificiall ſhas 
dowes, if you keepe in, then ſap they you are ſerving your 
Cuſtomers, if you walke out, ther, ſeeking foz Clyantes,if 
btauely appareled then players, if meanely attyꝛed then 
Paltockes, if pout be merrie then immodeſt, if modeſt 
then ſullen, if pou keepe not compante then pꝛoude, if you 
keepe companie then light, if eaſilie caught then ouer 


kinde harted , and as ready tu checke, if wiſely deſerring 


pour choile then ouercruelly minded, and too tedious the 


ſute, if you will not be courted at all then diſdainefull, 


ik any be admitted to conference then ſuſpected, ifyou bee 
rich they woo your dowꝛies, if pooze they way not your 
vertues, if bcautifull thep couet the fleece, if not they 
caſt off the Croone, il ſofc ſpꝛighted they doubt new Come 
petitoꝛs, if ſharpe witted they dꝛeade old Copeſmates, if 
pou tell them of pzofit they terme pou Pꝛatlers, but 
ſhoulde you bee ſilent when they are carcteſſe, then will 
not they be togue-tiedto cal yon bad Huſwifes:in a woꝛd 
(J wotnot with what furiemoued)in all thinges they op⸗ 
poſe them ſelues to pour vertues.

Manhood, of Iupiter in our tempozate Seniozie, andof 
Saturne in our decripite olde age, oꝛ the dominion, oz cons 
ſtellation ofthe twelue Signes, oz any the Starres at al 
times, vet who knoweth not, that euerie of theſe ſucceſſiu⸗ 
ly continew but their ſeaſonsꝰ neither is there any ineui⸗ 


table neceſſitie, others then our owne ſenſitiue appetites, 


that doth violently dꝛawe vs to the ſcuerall viſpolitions 
of the Plancts, foz the TUile man .'s ſaide to gouerne the 


Starres. 
But the vnſeparable operation, and naturall incli⸗

ſides which of their tõmendat iõ remaincth as er ww

T is mozeoucr to be noted, that Nature whom we muſt 
graunt to be perfic in all her Actions, fozeſceing that 
without the helpe of women, the depopulatiõ ot the wozld 
woulde follow, to the intent therefoze that men ſhould be 
the moze capable ofcheir Imbzacementeg, hath infuſed 
thzoughout che whole linaments of their delicate bodies, 
and ſweete faces ſuch aboundanceof beautie,that we ſecs 
ing the excellencie of che ſame, to ſhine in our eyes like 
zecious Carbuncles, hoiſting vp the ſaples of our hope, 
dꝛawing neere vnto them in the Ships ok our hartes, 
become after many pleaſant perils, firſt Marchantes, e 
then aiſters of ſuch inualuable Jewels: though not at 


all times, with ſuch ſpeede as we woulde, pet with a 


moze pꝛoſitable ſute then wee wiſh: without croſſing is 
no cowning, by the labour ſome acquiring of women, wee 
are, ſap J, not a little p2ofited in valour, and wiſedome: 
toʒ when they haue thus ſet our teeth amoꝛoullp on edge, 
it ſtandeth vs vppon artificially to whet our wittes: that 
our tongues hunt foz eloquence in pꝛeſence to delight, and 
our heades foꝛ inuentions, in abſence to deſerue: in our 
dealings we then muſt be circumſpect, in diet temperate, 
and in apparell deſent, with all which loue doth furniſhe 
vs, and by all which loue is furthered. Adde alſo hereuns 
to, that their loue teacheth vs to be valiant in Chiualrie, 
and venterous in Armes, to thinke feare a fault, and no⸗ 
thing impoſſible.co exerciſe all things, to enterpziſe moſt 
thinges, and in ſomewhat to be exquiſite. 

Nap be it ſo( which may be de:ied, that by wooing we 
are loſers, yet doth it follow which all mult conkeſle) that 
by wining we are gainers: who attaining at» length to 
be polleſſours of our couited pʒiſes, cõmand in tr ifiphwile 
our ſubdued Troubles, to follow like chained Gaptiues 
our victozious Chariots, yea and by how much greeuous 
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weaccounted the foughten Conflict, by ſo much the moze 
glozious we eſteeme the fulfilled Conqueſt 

But now if J, that am in deede a freſh-man,+ bad So⸗ 
phiſter, ſhould in hearing of thoſe who haue pꝛoceded Ma⸗ 
lers in that Art, reaſon of the Bziding, the Be dding, and 


- many other Periments inſident to Mariage, J ſhoulve 


pꝛoue mp ſelfe a Dotrell, tn compariſon of a Doctoz: fox 
Pꝛactitioners not Puples muſt occu pie Nulpits, and to 


frame a Commentarie,chatcannot make a Conſtruction, - 
were to pꝛopouud a Probleme „ i to expound the ſame with 


an Ozacle: wherefoze omitting to ar aphꝛaſe vpon ſuch 


miſter ies, J will (Ladies) after an £pgome of the great 
bleſſinges of wedlocke, make a ſparing Cocluſton of pour 


bnſpeakableCommendactons. 

That the gods them ſelues, were the firſt Jnſtitutozs of 
Marriage it is pꝛobable, that therby our fleſhly Appetits 
be not only qualified with a moꝛe ciuil Coiture, thẽ might 
ſeeme bꝛutiſh and offenſiue to nature, but alſo the wozlve 
multyplied with a legitimate, no baſtardly Dꝛopagation 
mult be graunted:but ( wi ich 1s moꝛe) marriage, no doubt, 
being a thing miraculouſip confirmed, thzough a mutuall 
partiſipation of whatſoeuer they poſſeſſe, and free Come 
munitie of their ownperlons, being as J map terme it, by 
Tr anſplantation two in one fleſh, woꝛketh one & the lame 
will, wiſh,lone, liking, oz difliking,affection,vefection, & 
affliction betwixt the man, c woman coupled in Matrimo⸗ 
ny: eſpecially the wife,by a moze inſcrutable, pliant, ʒea⸗ 
{ous & pꝛofound fozwardneſſe in Conſent is at all aſſaies, 
| in all things flexable to the nature, conditions, diſpoſiti⸗ 
ons, will and eſtate of her huband: in pꝛoſperitie a partner 
of his wealth, in aduerſit ie a partaker of his woe, and in 
both a comfoꝛtable companion - in health ſhe filleth him 
with delicchtfull ſollace, in ſickneſſe ſhee kolloweth bim 
with duetifull ſuccour, and in all things is a conſtant coſts 


telloz, and concealo2 of his purpoſes: bee he pooze o2 be 


he rich with her vercue,, vowzie ,02viligence ſhee "ok 
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ſeth and maintaineth his ſubſtance: to the noble, and 


innoble ſhee bearcth heires to inherite their diſcen⸗ 
ding polleſſions, Sonnes to eterniſe their vereaſcy ꝛo⸗ 
genitozs, and Childzen to comfoꝛte their diſtreſſed Pa⸗ 
rents.

ſcrape mine owne graue,. and neuertheleſſe ſtill to liue in 
ſoꝛrow, rather than to die a Recreant in pour ſeruice: and

ar rogating to pour own ſhittle wit, had you not deroga⸗ 
ted from the ſenſible capacitie of others. 

Amongſt b:ctheren, Friends, Aduocates, aud Oza⸗ 
toꝛs(qd. lymætes) it is common to haue like bzawling, 
without butfting, & bickering without blowes: and in 
ſuch quiet quarrels bꝛead thꝛough emulation, and not bes 
gone vpon enuie, the cares perhaps mape itche, and the 
tongue ſcratche, but with the ſound ended all ſtomacke: 
foʒ mine owne part Atys howfocuer Abynados like, 92 
miſlike of the matter, what J cannot amende by wozdes, 
J admit by ſignes, and therefoze without moze, in token 
that Jgladlpe gratiſtie pour Commendation as concer- 
ning women, J paſſe my ful!

This ſame Lady was daughter to the king of (*icia, 
now vſurper of Ly: whoſe foztune, bad it bene pꝛopoz⸗ 
tlonable to her feature, ſhould haue left her lagge to none 
in bliſſe, as ſhee out · went all others in beautie: her loue 
towards Jymætes, though it appeared later then her bꝛo⸗ 


ther Xenarchus his friendſhip. et had not that ran the fa⸗ 
ſtcr 
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Ter, this migbte haue giuen the turne : but fox that her 
loue might not out ſtrip bis friendſhip, I leaue the Coꝛſe 
mdifferent, and Timxtcs thus far an happie man in friend, 
and louer. 

Then Aphrodite with bluſhing cheekes, and ſoftelye 
voice laide to Iymgres, Str would Jcauell J migbt ſape 
pour Confirmation to be voidable, no pzint appearing of 
the tmpzeſſton;and for you to alleage the ſeale oucr ſofte, 
oz the ware too hard wil not be pleadable: neither to haue 
ſcaled befoze witneſſes ſhall, JI feare me, fall out fo} Atys 
bis ſecuritie, oꝛ pour and my ſafette: fo though my ſelle 
am not ſquaimiſſj of pour ozvcrly kiſſes, yet it mape bee, 
there is one gone out that wil be quarilous foꝛʒ ſuch open 
kindneſle. Nou are not (J trow) to learn, that loue and 
Bꝛincipalitie bzooke no Copartners, and thercfoze Maze- 
res as touching me, no Compettitour , howbeit in pour 
loue no Coztuall: but to win Atlas his Apples behoueth 
charmes foz Dzagons, to woo Ladies in Mollaſie (ops 
fo: Cerbcrus,Fto conuap Aphrodite into Lycta warinclle 
in Lydia. 

So turning to Atys, with a moe audible voice ſhe ſap⸗ 
eth, Jhaue heard, that whilſt the vainglozious Crow 0s 
pened her beake to ſing, ö flattering For obtained a boo⸗ 
tic by flight, but if pon (Atys) haue let flip foz the like 
ſuppoſe, vou muſt leape ſhoꝛt of the like ſucceſſe: in euery 
clowniſh Auditozie our pꝛaiſe, oz diſpꝛaiſe is made ſo com⸗ 
mon a Tert, that if Venus be at the toungs end, Cupid is 
at the tailes ende: pea ſometimes from her boſome they 
leape ſo deepe into his belly, that their haſty ingreſſe hath 
hardly a regreſſe: thus J ſap Aiys, the plentie of pour Res 
toꝛick hath bꝛed a ſcarcitie of Regarders. That man, we 
can diſgeſt Poke, yet map pou cloy vs with Pewits : ſay:

anon conuaied into Licia, wherevppon the depziued

This hearing and ſeeing the King his Father, who 
as it were bꝛeathing out the ſoxrowes of his ſoule , thus 
ſapeth: And maye not mine alreadie ſuſtained wzonges, 
ſuffiſe to glut thy ſauadge woodnelle , but wilte thou 
alſo adde the butcherie of my Sonne, mp deare, and only

wꝛetche that J am, what is paſt my nowe aduerſitie mas 
keth me to remember, as no doubt, what is to come thy 
nowe Pꝛoſperitie cauleth thee to fo2get : thinke, think, 
the Heauens may one daye be to thee, and thy Xenarchus, 
ſuch and the ſame as pꝛeſentlye they are to mee and mp 
Tymeres,and therewithall conſider, what wꝛacke of felis 
citie would follow thee a Childleſſe Parent: O that thou 
wouldeſt, as in troth thou ſhouldeſt, applie this not impoſ⸗ 
ſible poſſibilitie to thy ſelfe and thine, then might J bold⸗ 


Ive appeale from my ſelfe to thine owne ſentence, with aſs 


ſured hope of my Sonne bis lafctie. 

Ik cherefoze, the example of my fall, the vncertaintie 
of thine owne Foztune, the Supplication of a King, the 
Peace of thy Countrie , the W of aFoe , the

interceſſion of a father. the teares ot an old man, the re⸗ 


card of Juſtice, oꝛ the innocencie of Jimætes mape nowe 
pꝛeuaile, with my togue J pꝛoteſt it, wich my hart 3 vow 
it, and mine Act ſhall perfozme it, that his raunſome ſhal 
be the reſignarcton of mine whole intereſt, co this my de⸗ 
tained kingdome. 

But it none ok theſe, any of which might be ok ſufficts 
encie, neither the Gods that ſhall puniſh the tyꝛannie, noꝛ 
the wozld that ſhall ſpeake of thine infamie, noꝛ the blood 
that ſhall crie foz vengeaunce againſt thee,noz thine own 
guiltie conſcience that ſhall at laſt accuſe thee, if none of 
theſe J ſap, can wozke thy flintie hart to a fleſhlpe ſubs 
ſtaunce, pet knowe that the Lycians not without the aſſi⸗ 
ſtaunce ofother nations, will, I am ſure, vow the laſt dꝛop 
of their deareſt blood to reuenge ſuch inhumane crueltte: 
pea pittie thine owne people that ſhall buy his death ouer 
dearelp.

WW en thus much was ſpoken in vaine (fo2 Tpꝛaunts 
are the leſſe tractable,by how much they are intrea⸗ 
ted) Tymętes, rather dying in the greek ol bis father, then 
dzeading the death wherewithal himſelf was thzcatned, 
with much adoe ſpake as followeth. 

Jam (deare father) inioyned an ouer greeuous pens 
nance, that being patiently reſolued vpon a ſimple death, 
doe now alſo by pour impatience liue a dping like, where⸗ 
by mp death is rather doubled than deferred: but (which 
is moꝛe. and which is wozſe muſt J alas, in this extremi⸗ 
tie, muſt J hunt foz comfoztable ſapinges to appeaſe your 
diſcouraging ſozrowes : You are not J knowe aduiſed 
howe you enuie my good happe, becauſe not aduertiſed 
how you hinder my ſweete hope, whiche hope is death, 
and Death the Salue fo} all ſozrowes, and the Deline⸗ 


rer of the inunoztail Soule from the Pꝛiſon ok this _ 
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tall bodie: neither is it the ill Death but the well yys 
ing wee are to account of : foz not the ſtifling Palter of 
bempe, oꝛ ſinking pillow ol downe, doe in any thing help 
oz binder our pallage to heauen. : 

Bee not greeued in that youre Sonne is puniſhed, 
but bee gladde in that hee hath not deſerued ſuche pus 
niſhmente : were J guiltie, perhaps mp death ſhould 
diſquiet pou the leſſe, when in that Jam innocente 
vou ought to bee quieted the moze : as Nature doeth 
moue pou to lamente the death ok your Sonne, lo let 
reaſon learne you the qualitie of pour Seede whiche 
is moztall : if becauſe J am young pou wiſhe mp 
life mighte bee pꝛolonged „ A aunſwere in not dying 
olde mp Sozrowes are abzidged : ik pou can-not 
(as per happes you doe not) dilgeſt the bloodye Tri⸗ 
umphe ol pour diſhonourable Enemie, than doe not 
Cas no doubte pou doe) double his Ambition, with the 
booteleſſe expence of pour ouer humble petitions: fox 
thinke not that this Tpꝛaunte, who can not lenge 
then his owne dapes one momente, canne ok himſelfe 
ſhozten inp date one minute, but that che Gods ( fox 
ſo J hope )readie to accept of my ſoule, haue made him an 
inſtrument to ſeparate it from the body. 

Mhereſoze( good Father) ſeeing that death is both 
neceſſarie, and alſo ouertaketh vs all of neceſſitie, ſeeing 
J auarre the one by triall, nepther maye pou auopde the 
other by trauarſe, with the reuerente duetie ok a Sonne 
I require &, and withoute the partiall affection of a 
Father J beſecche you ts graunt it, that youre ime 
patience maye not dziue thoſe bloodie teares to my 
harte, whiche/not with a deſperate minde J ſpeake it) 
this butcherlye penaunce ſhall neuer dꝛawe from mine 
eyes. £ | 

Moꝛe might he not be ſuffered to ſpeake, but his head 
being ſtroken from off his ſhoulders, was togeather with 
his bleeding bodie, at . of the Tpꝛaunt

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caſt ouer the walles, amongſte the ſoꝛrowfull Lician to 
the view of his ſowning Father: which dead body of Ty- 
metes was anon ſolemulye interred , in the accuſtomed + 
Sepulchers of his Aunceſtours ſometimes Rings of Ly-

74 Ynter was now at hand, and the Licians perceauing 

themlelues rather waſted, then their enemies weari⸗ 
ried,pzepared therefoze to bzeake vp their Siege, inten⸗ 
ding at the next Spꝛing to haus returned, with all the 
fozces they might poſſibly leuie. | 

But in this meane while at Sardss ariued Xenarchus, 
ſonne to the T-pzaunt,and Friend, as befoze,to Tymates, 
who after intelligence had of Tymetes his death, and Ma- 
zeres his Trecherie, deſirous to be dead with the one, and 
quit with the other, he attended from thencefozth oppoz⸗ 
tunitie foʒ both: and that ſo, as the Licians themſelues 


befoze their departure mighte bee ep-witnelſes, that cuen 


Death had not pet diſſolued their friendſhip: and lo, how 
occaſion offered it ſelfe to this enterpꝛiſe. 

Aphrodite his Siſter that ſhee might there ſpende her 
teares, where ſhe dared to haue ſhead her blood, had not 
regarding the daunger of the incamped enemie) eſcaped 
out of Sarais, and amongſt the Lydian Sepulchers was 
eſpiedpitifully to paſſionate her {elfe,ouer the Tombe of 
Tymetes. | 

"New to reſcue her out of that place and peril, Mazeres 
that fo2 her love would haue labeured euen Dis himſelfe, 
deſired Xenarchus his aſſiſtaunce: the match was made, 
and only they two alike weponed & vnknown to anp, iſſue 
out of the Citie to fetche home (as was pꝛetended) A- 

hrodite. f 

The ſelfe ſame day alſo, had Nenarchus ſecretly p)actt» 
ſed the deliuerie of Atys and Abynados out of Pꝛiſon, 

and 
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and thzough a pꝛiuie vault iſſuing out of the kinges pals 
ace, conueied them into the Subburbes : who not min“ 
ding ra ſhly to fall into the handes of the incamped Lici- 
ans, had now hid themſelues amongeſt the afozeſaide Se⸗ 
pulchers. - 

When Xenarchus, and Mazeres dꝛewe neere to this 
place, Xenarchus ſuddenly betooke him to his weapon, e 
to Mazeres, demaunding the cauſe of his ſo doing he ma⸗ 
keth this anſwere: 

What Maꝛ eres, doſt thou make a queſtiou, as ignozãt 
of a quarrell - 02 thinkeſt thou to excuſe in wozdes, a trea⸗ 
ſon already executed in wozkes? could thy loue towards 
my Siſter make thee diſlopall to my friend: and ſhall not 
the faith Jowed to my friende make thee mine enimte* 
yes Mazercs pes, thaugh vntill nowe J haue diſſembled 
mp griele fo2 his death, pet this opoztunitie hapnivg J 
will not longer ſuſpende reuenge fo2 his wzong:howbeit 
ſo would J be reuẽged, that neither wiſh J to be conque⸗ 
rour ,no2 pet would à be conquered , onely that we both 
die ofmutuall wounds J deſire it, and thou doeſt deſerue 
it. I know thy courage is haughtie, and my quarrell ho⸗ 
neſt, be therekoze venterous in this, as thou art valiant in 
all thinges elſe, and condiſcente to ioyne in ſo knight⸗ 
like a Combate, with fo indifferent a Combattant , who 
ouercomming, oz being my ſelfe onercommed do aſſure 
thee of this comfozt , that thy ſelfe art the laſt man ſhall 
fce me lyuing: the reaſon hereof if thou ſeekeſt a reaſon) 
is, the ſoule of Xenarchus at once laboureth to ſalute the 
ghoſt of Lymetes, an withall to keepe an Obbit to him 
with thy life, by whoſe only meanes his death was pꝛo⸗ 
ſecuted, and againſt whom his blood cryeth vengeance. 

To ercuſe my ſelfe ( replyed Mazeres) by loutſ, were 
to accuſe loue of homiſide, to argue againſt ſuch pour 
friendſhip, were the rather to agrauate pour enmitie, and 
to denie the chalenge, were to diſituſt mine owne mans 
hoode,ſo that in excuſing Jſhould accuſe as J will not, in 

Q 3 perlwa⸗ 
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perſwading J ſhould not diſſwade as J woulde, and in as 


greeing to you J ſhould diſagree with you. as I muſt:but 


alas my Lozd, aduiſe pour ſelſe better, and deale not ſo 
outragiouſly with him that friendly, not frareſully bes 


ſeecheth you of pacience: foz if the loſſe of my life might 


reuiue Tymztes, 02 pleaſure pon, Iymætes ſhould liue, 
and you be pleaſed, mine owne handes ſhould haſten it, 
pour weapon not haſard it : But leeing it may not lo bee, 
o2 if my ſubmiſſiue wozdes map not pꝛeuent pour vnin⸗ 
treatable furie, then know Xenarchus, that Mazeres is 
a Knight, no Coward: but were Ja Cowarde, pet Coo 
wardes in like extremities be deſperatly valiant, and be⸗ 
ing infoꝛced to fight, naturally will rather kill then be 
Killed: when, if it ſhould ſo pꝛoue (as in fight the victozie 


is vncertaine ) that by euill hap pou perriſh one my wea« 
pon, then alas, howſocuer it plea ſeth you to flout me, oz 


feare me with the pzomiſed comfozt of pour death, wher⸗ 
in J ſhould conceiue nothing leſſe then comfozt, c. where⸗ 
of againe and againe J intreate pou not to infozce the oc⸗ 
caſion, you may aſſure your ſelfe of this comfoꝛt from me, 
that your decade bones ſhall moze perſecute me, then your 
Ipuing body can puniſh me, the one J map not flie, the o⸗ 
ther J doe not feare: the reaſon is (if pou demaund areas 
ſon) if my death be not the priſe of pour blood, yet muſt J 
of neceſſitie foʒ ſake Lydia, the which to lcaue were intol⸗ 
leravle, c fo fezgo Aphrodite, whom not to lone is impoſ* 
ſible. ; 

Now when Xenarchus would admit no excuſes, others 
then by Combate to diſcide the diſcoꝛde, the two knights 
ſo valiantly giue the charge ech on the other, that whilſt 
both ſtrike, both ſeeme rather to ſhzinke with the blowes 


then to ſhun the weapons, either of them ſhewed enough 


of courage, neither of them were to ſeeke of cunning, and 
fret moꝛe with ſcozne to be wounded, then fcele the ſmart 

ol their woundes. 
In kew, after many bzeathings} Xerarchus diſaduauns 
3 taging. 
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taxing himſelfe by his ouer fearce & deſperat fight recei⸗ 


ued a wound, whereof fainting he fallech co the earth, and 


then perſwading himſelfe of no other hope then pꝛeſent 
death, he charitably foꝛzgaue wokull & wounded Mazeres 
the deede: c conſtantly imbzacing him indeuouring all in 
vaine to giue ſuccour,deſired to be conueied vnto Tymzres 
bis Tombe, there to offer vp his lait gaſpe, a ſacriſice to 
his friends gboſt:in perfozmance of which his requeſt, Ma- 
zcres ſhewed himlcite no leſſe dutifall, then dolekull.

Hill per plexed Aphrodite (diſchcuiled as ſbee was) 
waſhed her Lovers Tombe wich her lamentable 

tcares, bewapling his vntimely deſtinie, and eſteeming 
the date ol hir owne life ouer dilato2te , lifting vp her flo⸗ 
wing eyes ſhe eſpyed Mazcres,ſuppozting thetherwards 
the imbzucd body of her dying bzother : at ſight whereof, 
when wepings gaue pallage to wozdes , ſhee thus cryeth 
our. 

Now woe, and out alas, woe is me foꝛſpoken Aphrodi- 
te, how hapneth it my deare bother, that J viewe thee a 
ſecond buriall: aud what ſee J moꝛeꝰ doeſt thou Mazeres, 
miſchieuous Mazeres by anew murder adde to my liuing 
martirvom?if thou, J ſap, i thou the toꝛmentoꝛ of me, and 
Traitoꝛ to mine, either in reſpect ot 5 loue thou pactendeſt 
to owe me, oz in reueng ok the hate J pꝛoteſt euer to beare 
thee, wilt ſhcw me pity by being pitiles, foꝛ ſomuch as the 
gods ſeeme deaffe and not to heare me, and the deſtinies 
dull and not to helpe me, vſe once moze thy murtherous 
weapan to diſpatch me of life, that otherwiſe may neuer 
becaſcd of griefe:oh how aptly in one Tombe maiſt thou 
beſtowthzee murthers : leaue not (alas) leaue not haps 
leſſe Aphrodite ſo vtterly helpeles, that alſo pꝛeſent death 
be erempted her ſuccour. | 

As Kenarchus (fo; pet he liued) with fainting tounge 
endeuozey

endeuoured to paciſie his ſiſter , and acquite his infozſed. 
foe Maꝛ eres of his ſelfe pꝛocuted death, Atys and Abyna- 
dos hyding them ſelues (as befoze ) amongeſt the ſepul⸗ 
chers, and hear ing thoſe well known names, lamentable 
tearmes, and the voice of out- crying Aphrodite, partly 
to aſſiſt her vnto whom they ſuppoled Mazeres to offer 
fozce , partly to reuenge the death of the curtious knight 
Tymzres, and withall to be meete with Mazeres fo their 
owne pꝛiuate quarrels, as not a little affrighthed at the 
noiſe ran fo2th to ſee what had hapned. 

But when they perceiued their late deliuerer Xenar- 
chus, to lie there aliue moze then halfe deave, and by him 
ſtanding their late betraier Mazeres ſinoaking in bloodc, 
without any further woꝛds, they fearſlp ran vpon twiſe- 
wounded Mazeres, plying him with woundes to whome it 
wel pleaſed to dy: who alſo being thus ſpead of his deaths 
wound, c aiming with his dying epes to gaſping Xenar- 
chus, did with him peald vp the ghoſt, either in the boſom 
ok the other. 

This new occurrant gaue to Aphrodite freſh occaſion, 
thus to continue her fozmer lamentations, in theſe wozds: 

That , doeſt thou pet liue (Aphrodite) long ſince the 
beginner, and not pet the ender, oz at the leaſt wiſe the 
fourth actoz in this vnfiniſhed Tragedie? O mpdeare 
bꝛother Xenarchus, and (which art moze deer er to mee 
then a bꝛother) my ſweete Jymetes, cuntent pour ſelues, 
pea a verie little while be contented, with theſe waſted 
teares, the whole remaine that continuall weepings haue 
left me, 4 with theſe cold # comfoꝛtles kiſſes, the laſt that 
teuer Aphrodite ſhal gine port. Neither thinke thou Maz e- 
res, that J deeme thee viterlp vnwoꝛthy my weping, that 
(which hach vndone vs all) diddeſt eſteeme me altogether 
wozthpthp waing, J cannot but lament thee deade, thac 
Ipuing could neuer loue thee, 

Which ſatde,beſtowing two kiſſes, on the two Cozſes, 
and two hundzed on the watered Par bell that incloled 
Tymætes 


eAphrodite. 


Tymetes ſhe foʒthwith entred the Lician campe, and care- 
lelle of her own ſafety, ruſhing into the Pauilion of two 
kinges her fathers enimies, when they rather gaſed on 
her beautie, then geſſed of her buſineſſe ſhee diſcloſed 
her ſelle: and (as much as in her lay) ſtirreth them vppe 
to reuenge vppon her Tymgtcs his death, foz whoſe 
onely loue hee had fozgone lie: Aprodite ( faith ſhee) is 
as deare to her Father, as was Iymetes to his, and 
thercfoze the reuenge though it be ſmale, pet it is ſomes 
what. 

In the meane time whillt ſhe yet ſpake, in came Atys 
and Abynados, xepozting the pittitull ſpectacle then to 
be ſeene at the Tombe of Jymætes : to the view whercof 
the Kinges and Captaines hyed, and after them Aprodite 
followed. But lhe perceiuing the gratious father of 1 y- 
ingtes to be ſu farre off, from ſecking ſuch reuenge ko2 the 
death of his Sonne, that he did not onely bewaile bit- 
terly the deade bodies of Xenarchus, and Mazares , but 
ſpake to her ſo comfoꝛtably as if ſhee had bene his owne 
daughter, being now the rather ouercome with the ſur⸗ 
charge of this kinde ſozrowe, ſtanding a while ſpeech 
leſſe, and anon ſinking downe vppon thg deade bodies, 
did (good Lavie ) without any violente acte finiſhe her 
like, not vnlamented foz, even of her Fathers eni⸗ 
mies. | 

The nerte date thꝛee coſtlie Hearſes were pꝛouided 
fo2 the thꝛee deade bodpes, and whileſt the burtall rights 
were wich much buſineſſe in doing at the tragicall 
Tombe of Tymetcs ( fo2 all foure were beſtowed in ons 
Tombe ) the vcſeiged Ty2ante , not pet knowing what 
had chaunced, as he ſtoode on the walles of the Citie, 
muſed at the greate ſolemnitie then in hande by the 
Beſeigers. But when (after enquirie made ) bee 
vnderſtoode the ſame to be the Funeralles of Xenarchus 
and Aphrodite his two childꝛen, and of Ma/ eres his fauo · 

red kriende, he preſently fell into a deſperat freuzie bulily 
ä N ſeeking

RE , in that his madneſſe, foz weapons whereon £0 
periſh. 

Clhereof being pꝛeuented, andſhut vp ſafe (as they 
thought) in his Chamber, the Tpzant impacient of life, 
when all other meanes failed,ſwallowed down his thzote 
red burning Coales : & after he had languithed certain: 
dayes in hozrible anguiſh, dyed to the contentment of 


the moſt oz all, that liued to the comfozt of a few oz none. 


„Adi and therewith whole Lydie,after the death ofthe 
Tyant, what thzough the remiſlenegligence ofthe C:- 


lician Garriſons, who being left without a Gouernour 


would eaſily admit no gouernement what thzough the 
ready diligence of the Citizens, who gladly lavoured to 
reſkooze their Countrie from fozraine ſeruitude to won⸗ 
ted freedome : and what thzough the politicke conduct of 
Atys and Abynados , who in the deadnight bꝛought the 
Lician Armies into the Citie, thzough the ſame vault 
whereby themſelues had as befoze)eſcaped out of the Ci⸗ 
tie, was now polleſſed by the good and rightfullking 1y- 
metes hts father. 

Tho being reeffabliſhed in his royall dignitie, did as 
non with indiferent eares, and and vpright ſentence day- 
ly determine the Controuerſies of his people: to which 
godly exerciſe, the fozmer warres and troubles, did fur⸗ 
niſh him with moze then ſufficient of vngodly matter, 
leauing in manner all things in a confuſed eſtate fo new 
Conqueſtes do commonly abzogace olde Cuſtomes: and 
when the Soldtour putteth vp his ſwozde, the Aduocate 
then purſeth vp the copne. | 

Amongſt manp other Controuerſies, and complayntes 
that came then in queſtiõ, this one pꝛeſently to be handled 
in the diſcourſe following, J eſteeme notz vnwozthyre⸗ 


fightall. 
Opbeltes 
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— He Ring in walking vppe and 


downe his Pallace, perceined 
an homely Country-man, ma⸗ 
king oftẽ pꝛoffers to haue ſpo« 
ken ſomwhat vnto him, but e; 
uermoze, at the verie puſhe, 
fearfully ſaying at d taungs 
ende, his purpoſed wozdes,

hen the king with this encouragement, bad ſet the 
pooze-mans tongue at libertie, Philargus( fo2 ſo was hec 

called) framed his complaint in 7 ozder. K 
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[Et not my gracious Lozde ( ſapth Philargus) take 


offence at the boulde intruſion of ſo baſe a perſon, 


your Maieſties Subiect, who not finding any one friend 
to pꝛekerre mp Sute to your Highneſſe, am my ſelfe ins 
foꝛced to bee the pꝛekerrer, and pleader of a moſt true ac⸗ 
cuſation againſt a moſt falſe offendoꝛ, whole loftie coun? 


tenance being much, doch carrie out his lewde conſcience 


being moze. 

Fo knowe / gratious Lozde) that J ſinding mine as 
bilitie inſufficient to kee an Adnocate to attempte an 
Action, much leſſe to holde wagge with ſo wealthie a 


dekendant as is mine Aduerſarie, indeuoured by per⸗ 


ſonall petition to moue, if it had bene poſſible , my owne 
pytikull cauſe befoze the picttyleſſe Magiſtrates: but 
( alas ) as ik diſtreſſed pouerty, had benc ouer ſmall 
puniſhment to mee otherwiſe oppzeſſed tcith. wzongee, 


at their verie doozes, J founde a certapne ſcopnefuls 


neſle to inkecte euen their {Pozters :.of whome after 
long bulmeſſe, and ſome-tymes a bꝛybe getting licence 
to enter the Gates, againe at the Skreenes began my 
{cconde ſute, both copcr fox intertapnement , and coſtlyer 
foꝛ tuſkice : foꝛ wanting greater giftes to offer, J founy 
the ſmaller grace to obtayne , what my Sute? pea 
both Sute, and ſpeech, and hope to ſpeede. And (which 
ts moze) the Seruing- men, Chaumberlaines, and 
Dooze-keepers of theſe great men, oz Magiſtrates, loo⸗ 
king foz moze cappes and knees then mine vnnurtured 
education could redily affooꝛde, receiued mine obeiſance, 
without regarde of my buſineſſe: pea they that tooke it 
for a countenaunee to plucke off the bootes of their Pate 
ter, though it a diſcredit to haue conference with mee ſo 
pooꝛe a miſer. But in trifling the time in thus ſpeaking 
of the baſtard pꝛide oftheſe baſe bꝛaue Fellowes, being{in 
deed) but l aſpes in compariſon of Bees who though 
they buze fearcfully, render ſometimes honnp, J map 
ſeeme infriuitousbp-matters prolirious to pour *

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After many loſtie lookes,and churliſh checkes of theſe 
b2ybing Groomes, leauing the comfoztleſle houſes, J at- 
tended my times in the cold ſtreetes: but now alſo, whes 
ther it were that J met the Paicſtrates in merrie talke 
with my betters, my lamentation came then out of ſealon 
to interrupt their laughtersꝛoꝛ that no ſuche thing hap® 
ned, yet at the leaſt the very Mule ⸗ketpers would ſhoul⸗ 
der mee to ſcilence:oꝛ if himſelfe chaunced to looke ouer 
the ſhoulder (perhaps offended with mp monekull plaints) 
it was either to diſmiſſe me as if Bacchus ſhould anſwere 
Codrus, oꝛ eiſe to dirtete mee from Ixion his &hecle to 
Belides their Tubbes, 02 (as J might tearme it) from 
himſelk that did terrifte mine eyes with lookes, to others 
t hat ſhould teare out mp hart with Lawe: and pet in the 
ende nothing at all done, but J vndone : my purſe in all 
thinges making to their Lawe , but their Lawe in no- 
thing to my purpoſe : ſo that if Hell might haue an Dels 
— ſclfe, Wlzetche,cuen on earth haue ſuffered that 

cll 

In the end with impoꝛtunate plying, ſome of them ſha⸗ 
ted me off with the Aiſour of pitte , appointing a daye 
wherein to heare my cauſe: but the appointment ts vn⸗ 
per fozmed, the day paſt, and the hearing pet, and J feare 
mee euer to come: and why: Mot becauſe J wante ſoz» 
row whereof to complaine , but Siluer wherewith to 
coxrupt. And O good Gods that men ſhould with luche 
pecuiſh enaſions nouriſhe their palpable errozs, becauſe 
mine Aduerſarie is riche, and Tlozſhipfull, ſome make it 
a conſequent, that therefoze mine Accuſation is ralhe, 
and wꝛongful: ſo that theſe men in reſpecte of their mus 
tuall clawing one of an other, are not vnlike may J ſaye 
to Pules , oz rather tocruell Beares with whome as 
mongeſt themſelues, biting is barred: but in reſpecte 
ol the iuſtice they ſhould doe vs, not vnlike to the Beaſle 
Hiena within whole eye is contained a Pzetious Stone, 
NES pa departe with, noz 

3 we. 
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we fo} feare dare attempt to recouer. 

Thus mightie men ſpeake the woꝛd, and al heare them, 
when miſerable wꝛetches ſhead their teares, but not any 
help thẽ:our Plaints mult be, Should, x Would,becauſe 
men p are vnder- rule, but their Pleas are, Shal, æ Til, 
becauſe men that can ouer- rule. Our greeuous affectios 
fatigate dull ſences, and tire Capacities, but their golden 
Oum-lhowes are effectual euen to dimme ſightes, and 
deaffe eares: one and the ſame courſe is in vs dilatozie, 
in them ozderly:to vs a Dimiſſion, to them a Decree:koꝛ 
Judgements againſt them haue they Errozs with them: 
fko2 Sentences Repzecues, and fo2 Repzeeues Pardons. 
But what alas doe we( if we doe aught at all) then ſeare 
Hydra her heades, and ſweate in Hercules his Perils * 
plucking vpon vs twentie troubles,by proceeding to one 
Triall: and though they eate vs as bꝛead, and ſell vs foz 
ſhocs, yet vppon whome ſhould we complaine that cither 
careth, oʒ not cozrecteth : the Aduerſarie ſo he way down 
right, wapeth not at all the wzong: the Lawper ſo hee 
bath a fee, dilgeſteth the fople, and tathereth the crime on 
the cauſe, the Magiſtrate he ſayth. Vole me tangere, & an- 
gere, leaſt the incarnate God pꝛooue an vntimelye Di⸗ 
uell. 

Thus (map it pleaſe pour Maieſtie) when all were 
tried, und J was tired, and that thep lacked pitie, and J 
likelp to periſh, I was by good happe aduertiſed by ſome 
that ſpake as they ſpead, to appeale from thoſe officious 
perſons, oz adiourning Maieſtrates that heare not with⸗ 
out hire, to the Court and Mobility there who heare ſuch 
Dutoꝛs with moꝛe expedition, and helpe them with leſſe 
expences. | 

This aduiſe made me hardy, but the accident thercof 
maketh mee happie, in that your highneſſe vouchſafeth 
the hearing of it in your owne perſon, which ( vuwozthie 
— J durſt not ſo much as in thought to haue hoped

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Opheltes(moſt gratious Soucraigne) Opheltes moze 
foztunate to dignities, than faithful in his dealinges,ts 
theonely man giuing occaſionto this my Complainte : 
whome being pꝛeſent in pour Court, maye it pleaſe your 
aieſtie perſonally to cal to this Controuerſie, that hea⸗ 
ing how, and wherin J ſhall charge him by accuſation, 
ge may (J would he might / clc are himlelfe by aunlwere: 
fo2 rightfull Cauſes feare not indifferent Trials. 

Opheltes was then called, who appearing, Philargus 
thus pꝛoceeded.

dome(molt gratious Lozd)purſuing, fo2 what offence 
IJ know not, the death of this vngratefull Gentleman, in⸗ 
koꝛced bim foꝛ ſauegard of his life,ſecretly as a Fugitiue 
to ſkulke in cucry cozner : in his wandzing he hapned ( vn⸗ 
happily may J ſap) vppon my pooze Cottage, vnto whom 
vtterly vnknowne to me, and the cloathes on his backe 
fcarcely couering his bare, J gaue fo; very pitie, ſuche 
intertainment as my ſmall e“ tie woulde then ſuffer, 
plucking off his olde ragges „ a. id putting on him newe 
Nuſſets. 

Now whether it were, that deſpaire to regaine the e⸗ 
ſtate he lately had foꝛgon made him reſolute , oz feare to 
goe farther and ſpeede wozſer, diligent, oz that neceſſitie 
made him vertuous being naturally vitious, J know not, 
but this J found, that ſhoꝛtly he fetled himſelle with ſuch 
towardneſſe to our countrie Affaires, and homelp fare, 
that the beſt huſ band: man was not moze cunning at his 
woꝛke, noꝛ the woꝛſt Hine leſſe choiſe of his meat: ſo that 
finding him mote diligent than a Seruaunt, and no lelle 
dutifull than a Sonne, by the one J receiued commoditie, 
in the other J conceiued comfozt : ſuch was pooze Ophel-

au vuhappie Qife. Dea, my vocage extended pet a degree 
farther, ſo well did I thinke ofthe man. that vtterlye dil⸗ 
poſſeſſing my ſelfe, I wholie polleſlſed him of mine intiere 
ſubſtaunce: neither did J foone recant what now too late 
J repent, but fo the time was rather tickled with a vain 
ioye, ſeeing biin honeſtly coencreaſe his wealth, hartily 
to intreate me, and huſband like to vſe my Daughter his 
CCitfe, | 
Butnoertremitie hath eternitie as the woꝛlde turned 
to better, ſo this Wzetche changed to wozſer: foꝛ no ſoo⸗ 
ner was the Tpꝛaunt, bis Foe, deade, and pour Maieſtie, 
bis Friend reſeazed of pour Rotall Diademe, but that he 
ſuddenlye made ſale of almoſt all that was ours, and by 
pour Highneſſe means. and my monie recouered his own: 
ſince which time much haue we heard of Opheltes nowe 
the erquiſice Courtier, but nothing at all of Opheltes the 
late expert Carter: pardon me (J beſceche your Paie⸗ 
die) that notwichſtanding all other iniuries, woulde 
not thus ſpeake to his diſgrace, did hec not ſtill pꝛoſe⸗ 
cute inee with Diſdaine, whiche euen Qzetches dilgeſt 
not.

teſtifie)hath ſo karre eſtranged Opheltes from the dutie of 
an hul bande, that by circumſtances it map be intended, he 
bath not ſs much as once remembered his Mike: vnto 
whom ſince his departure, hee hath not voutchlafed luc⸗ 
coꝛ, ſight, oz ſending too. | 

Pine owne pinching neede,mp Daughter her pitifull 
lamentations, and his vakinde abſence from vs both, rou⸗ 
ſed vp mine aged Limbes, vnwieldye God wot foz ſuche 
iournies, to leeke after him whome vnwitting to vs wee 
had loſt, and vn willing to himlelke in the ende J founde, 
(if to looſe an egge, and fynde a Cockattice map be tear · 
med a finding) : foꝛ in very troth , Opheltes was ſo farre 
off from being founde the ſame Opheltes hee lately was, 
that when bee with manp ſurly lookes, ſterne wozds, and 
ſcoffing aunſweres had diſmiſſed mee his pꝛeſence, as a 
diſpar gement to his acquaintaunce, J foz the tyme not 
truſting mine owne Eyes, began alſo to make a doubtfull 
pawſe, in acknowledging an vndoubted per ſon, vntill at 
length, J perceiued it to fare with me as with the pooze 
Sparrow, that hatcheth her owne deſtruction. Mhere⸗ 
foꝛe minding with pacience to beare this wzong, and 
bzooke mp loſle , J retourned home to mp comfoztleſle 
houle : But here (alas) a greater woe had almoſt be- 
refteme my wittes, Alcippe, woe am J, my Daughter 
Alcippe was lacking, and pet ſtill is miſſing, ſhee (what

Philargus thus concluded, Opheltes could not auoid the 
Accuſation, and the king in this wile pꝛoceeded to ſc:

It, Opheltes,7 may ſay him vngratefull that is ready 
to receiue and careleſſe to repaye , and him gracelelie 
- whome the gentle lvane ofa Friend ofa Debtoz maketh 
an Enemie , what maye I then ſape pll enough to thee * 
who diddeſt franckly receaue without loane , but doeſt 
falſely requite without lou : fozgetting that Curteſies 
receaued by tale ſhould be returned in groſle : that to bee 
gratefull foz a little is a pꝛeparatiue to moe: that ſtill 
to bee thankekull and conkeſſe a benefite , is fill to ſtrike 
from off the ſkoare with dur Benefactoures and in troth, 
then to render thankes and giue kaire ſpeeches, nothing 
is deliuered with leller charge, oz recaued with greater 
acceptance 
But certain it is, a ſeconde Fiend hath bꝛooded this 
firſt Furie, pꝛoude Diſdaine J meane, whome falſe Hos 
nour hath begoccen in diſhonourable Baſtardie: foz why, 
that ſame Honour hath an imperkect, oꝛ rather a pꝛodigi⸗ 
ous bodye , wherein Humilit ie is not ingrafted a 
member , whiche wanting „ Dꝛomotion in an euill 
man is contrarye to Pzeferment , becauſe ryſing to 
Donour hee kalleth from Uercue ; and diſhonourable 
ts Dignitie vſed vndiſcreetelye, but to bee glozious 
and not Uain-glozious, to haue power and to wante 
ide, not with too muche auſteritie topzouoke hate, 
no2 with too muche alacritie to pꝛocure contempt, but 
in all thinges to affecte a meane, is honourable in 
reſpecte of the man, and honeſt in reſpeccte of his 
maners 3 contrariwiſe, to haue the beſt degree and the 
baſeſt minde, the mateſtte of a Bunce and the manners 
of a Peſaunt , a conquering tongue and a cowardvlye 
hande, muche pꝛattle and no p2oofe , outwarde gras 
uitie and inwarde lightneſſe , a white heade , and a 
greene hart, high Authozitie, and vndiſcreet Gouern⸗ 
ment make Donour moſterous, and contrarie to it ſelfe. 
To thee therfoze, Opheltes, uot vnaptly may J allude the

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Fable ofthe Aſſe, who carrying on his backe the Jmage 
of Iſis, and ſeeing the people to fall vowne and wozſhip, 
foꝛgetting his holy burden ſuppoſed himſelfe to be ſo ho⸗ 
noured, and therefoze in a bzauerie beganto perke eut 
at his Dꝛiuer, becauſe as the reſt he did not reuerence:but 
by that time his Maiſter had wel cudgeled his hide, th. 
fooliſh Ale could then remember that to Iſis, not to an Alle 
ſuch honours appartained : euen ſo (Opheltes) thou that 
doeſt carie the Image, but not the Saint, the Uiſour cf 
honour, but not the vertues of honour, to rebate from thy 
vainglozious concett in car ping of honozable Titles, art 
by greeuous coꝛrection with the Alle to be taught, ö wsz« 
thie Titles without verteous Conditions are but as Pts 
ctures, in reſpect of the Perſons. Think not much that ſo 
groſely J compare an Aſſe to a Gẽtleman, but know that 
ſuch diſdainfull Gentrie is wozthye lo wozthlefle a como 
pariſon. 

Could Philargus whom thou haſt made pooze with thy 
wꝛongs, poiſon thee with his wow3% oz was his light to 


thee a Serpẽt, by whom thy ſelf wert adopted a Sonne: 


It ſo/ as thou ſhouldeſt think nothing leſle then ſo ) then 
neither admitting benefites,and kozgetting ſuch aliance, 
tel me, Opheltes, is it ſufferable thou ſhouldſt be moze cru 
ell then a Ponſter, oz leſſe ciuile then a man?: the fierceſt 
Monſter is familicr with Monſters ofthe lame kind, and 
what art thou foꝛ a mã, that thou ſhouldſt be faſtidious ot 
the acquaintaunce of men: If thy bzauerp could not haue 
bꝛooked his beggerie, at the wozſt, a ſecret Relecfe migbt 
haue diſpatebed a baſhful Begger:oꝛ if couitouſnes hard⸗ 
neth thine hart, pet diddeſt thou degenerate from a Ny⸗ 
gard, in not ſhewing a courteous looke where thou wouls 
deſt not beſtow a charitable almes, ſeeing it is vſuall to 
euerp pinche-pente rather to vaile thaee Bonettes, then 
with one halke-penie to aduauntage a Begger . But 
(wicked man) Diſdaine it is that hath tranſfozmed thee 
from a man to Diucll , otherwiſe thu touldeſt haue 

remem⸗ 
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remembzed, that neuer any man lat by being humble, 
oz that anie euer wone by being haughty: neither havveſk 
thou foꝛgotten, that as Pooze- men baut want to exerciſe 
their patience, ſv Rich · men haue wealth to pꝛactiſe their 
charitie: which lacking, hoꝛrible is that Audtat wherein 
luch a Nich man is Accomptant. 

Tbou ſhouldeſt haue thought ( and the rather by thine 
owne experience) that although wee flonriſh co day we 
map fall to moꝛrow, and as Stage - plapers chaunge our 
partes from the Kinges Scepter to the Beggers Scrip: 
that the diſpyſed may riſe, and the diſpiſer may fall: naie 
admit that Foꝛtune, the common flatterer, ſhould ſtill fas 
uour , vet what elſe napneth the diſdapnefull perſon: but 
this, that his ſuper iours point at him in the ſtreetes, his 
inder iours giere at him in cozners, his equalles figuras 
t iuely do ride him, and whoſoener doth feare him not one 
doth kriende him: the beſt wap therefoze to be rich is to 
diſpiſe riches, t the me me to be glozious is tocontemne 
glozie: fo} he that is neither p2ouve in mealth, noz im⸗ 
pacient in want, is poozely rich, and richlp pooze,. 

As fo2 the nompe of the wozlve, and the peoples fauour 
it is nothing elſe then a [moake,and vaniſhing Ayer : and 
as Snow beginncth and endeth in water, ſo mã, how dig⸗ 
ly ſocuer he bꝛaue it, began in earth and ſhall end where 
be began: ſeuen foote of ground is alowed tothe Ring, 
and the like quantitie alotted to the Begger, and both 
the one and the other putrefie inthe graue: though wee 
lacke nothing in ſight, yet haue we nothing in certainety, 
ſeeing all thinges be tranſitozie, and our ſelues moztall. 
Ulhercare'the graue Senatours, the wealthy Cytizens, 
the wiſe Philaſophers,the famous Ozatours the valiant 
Captaines,the deiſted Pꝛinces, and amiable Ladies? are 
they not all conuerted to vnſauerie Donghils, oz vtterly 
conſumed to duſt - do chep not feede wozmes in their Cok⸗ 
feus that bzeade wozmes in their carcaſes? {ooke inta 
their Scpulchers whether it bee poſſible to diſcerne the 
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Maiſter from the Slanc,che Rich · mã from the Begger, 
the Ring from the Subiect, the Champion fromthe Cas 
ward, the Ladie from the Beldam, the faule from che fairs 
oz one from an other. 


It ſuch be dur end, as luch it is, if our felitities here be 
generally ſubiect to Caſualities, & our fleſh in the graue 


ſuffereth indiſterently Cozruption, with what reaſon the 
do we diſpiſe thaſe thꝛough Pꝛide, betwirt whom # vs is 
no differẽce in the pit: ſauing vᷣ the pooze leaue not behind 
bim like contentions fot their heyꝛes, oꝛ carrie with them 
like pampered Carcaſes fo the wozmes, noz commonly 
like daungers fo their ſoules, becauſe vnto whom moſt 
is committed by him moſt is omitted, howbeit wit h him 
it is moſt rekoned: when if the account fall not out oꝛder⸗ 
Iy, what doth it aduantage to haue liued in delices c digs 
nities? when that which is moꝛtall ſhalbe tumbled into a 
hole, c that which ts immoꝛtal be tozmented in hel: where 
the iſſue ſhall be nor ol Riches but of Righteoulnes , not 
of coſtly Decking, but of charitable dealing. Thus ſeelt 
thou, Opheltes, that in pꝛoſperitie to be ſecure is daunge⸗ 
rous, but at any time to be diſdainful odious, that honour 
ſtandeth not without humilitie, that bumilitie teacheth a 
man without oucrſight to haue of:himlſelfe an inſight, e 
that in a pooze - man it is gratekull, in a richmã glozious. 
It reſteth now ok thine inceſtious and incontinent like, 
wherein J will be ſhozt, becauſe the lame wickedneſſe is 
generally had in ſuch deteſtation, that ſhoulde not Jre⸗ 
pꝛoue it, the beaſtlineſſe of che fact it ſelke might impugne 
it: fox who is he that wanteth a parramtozie condẽnation 
againſt a violato2 ot marriage? Wherefoze thus to cons 
clude, ſeeing, Opheltes, that the now calme ſpzeading thy 
ſaples in the bꝛoadeſt Seas may not incite thee to graty · 
tude, neither the palled Stozme that infozced thee to 
creepe vnder Philargus his Lee dehozte thee from dyſ⸗ 
dayne, noz yet the diſhonour purluing the offence deter 
thre from adulterie, that J maye thezefozc, _—_— 
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by iuſtice, whatis helpeles by intreaty, this is my Sens 
| tence:That Philargus(in lieu of his lofſe)be pꝛeſently pol

Pooze Philzrgus, foxthwith enioyed the benefit of this 
ſentence,* theking finding by further conference 4 trial, 
he neither wanted Gentrie to match with his graucty, 
noꝛ pet diſtretiũ to deale in matters ot eſtate, after a ſhoꝛt 
time, aduanced him to high Offices in publique gouern- 
ment. In whome, then pzofiting wich double pꝛapſe, 
that is, by wiſcvome which euermoze commendeth it 
ſelſe, and Authozitie which vnto whom ſoeuer it haps 
neth, wiſe 02 witleſſe, neuer wanteth fauozers, ozat the 
leaſtwiſe flatterers , was verefied this ſaying , wiſdome 
without riches, and authozitie is as a Diamonde, ras 
ked vp in a donghill. It followeth now, that ſomwhat be 
ſaid what in this meane while became of Alcippe, and al⸗

of bim, fo2 a Fly was not then an Egles flight, Opheltes 
not ſtouped but ta Phæmonoe: as ſoꝝ Alcippe, being in his 
eie but as a Sipher in Auguriſme, ſhee might come to 
him vnregarded, and paſſe from him vnremembꝛed? pet 
wanted ſhe not pacience to ſuffer his vnkinde p2ankes, + 
no2 diligence to further with her Miſtreſſe his vnwarrã ⸗ 
ted paſtime , yea ſo farre as cc. extended: ſo that conten⸗ 

ting her ſelfe with part and not contending foꝛ ehe pꝛinci- 

pall, ſhe ſticked not vpon the Subſtance, but was latiſficy 
with p ſhavow,Phemonoc havthe game, Alcyppe naught 
elſe but the gaſe : all which ( in reſpect ol the necelſitie ) ſhe 
did gladly view in ſilence, as dꝛeading vther wiſe, to loſe 

the aduauntage of that ſoꝛrow. 

But when (as befoze is ſaide) Philargus had bꝛought 
Opheltes in diſpleaſure with the king, and diſcredit with 
the people, e that his ſurfited Pꝛodigalitie was though; 
1y purged with a coinleſſe Aomit, it came now to paſſe, 
that Phæmonoe her lone did ſuddenly labour of a Cons 
ſumpt ion, his new want diſabled him to pay fox his ſyot, 
and her old wont diſalowed him to runne on the ſcooze: 
yea and that with ſuch contemptious copneſſe, and vn⸗ 
kinde dildaine did ſhe handle him, that had not will vtter⸗ 
Iy quer- ruled his wit, euen ſuch her entertainemẽt, might 
eaſily haue allaied the heat of his inoꝛdinate paſſions, and 
ſtaied the frenzie of his madding dotage. 

The which notwithſtanding, the miſerable man (and 
the moꝛe miſerable in reſpect of this his diſalowable affe- 
ction,then tn that beggery bad bzought him on his knees, 
and the king his ſentence of baniſhment, ſtoode pꝛe ſently 
vpon execution) would by no repulle ſurceaſe to houer, 
where by no re queſt (made hee neuer ſo fapze a pitch hee 
coulde ſeaze, 

Now with the increaſe of his lawleſſe deſire , enſued 
the decreaſe ofthe lymited peare, wherein he was either 
to bꝛing ſoꝛth Alcippe , on fapling thereof to fozſake his 
countrie: what remedy then remainech but of two euils

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to make choiſeof the lcfſer% but could Ophelces {op} no, 
his vnruly humour had bzought him ſo far out of ſquare, 
that he rather doth hazard to be hailed, 4 death (fo2 deat J 
was inſident to his tariance)out of the launderous hou 
ofa ſhameleſſe harlot, then with aſſurance of life, to uſe 
che benefic of the moꝛe fauourable ſencenge.whieh wag ba- 
niſhment:# yet inchaunted wiler) what elſe did he with x y 
pice ofhis deadly aduenture:ꝛchẽ buy the emptying of his 
eyes of reſtleſſe teares,and the ſundering ot his hart witb 
continuall ſighes, at her bandes, tc in her pzeſence, whole 
wilfullcopneſle was ſuch, that neteber woulde ſhee bears 
himpatiently,noz anſwere bim butp2oudip;-,. | 

The yeare was now finiſhed,longerth? whichQphe!- 
tes was not ta make aboade in Lydia z when Phxmonoe, 
not bꝛooking the cumberſome haunt of lo beggerly. a 
Gueſt, with outragious tearmes flatly fozbavde him her 
houſe, thzeatning otherwile, to pꝛocure againſt him the 
execution of the king his Sentence: whecrefoze withdꝛaw⸗ 
ing him ſelte into a ſolitarie place; wish bitter tearmes as 
mong, he complaineth in this maner. 

Thetime was, pea ( vngratious Calf-awap) the time 
was, that bearing an hart vndiſmaied of bauiſhment,thou 
viddeſt alſo find hap,vnlooked foz,to recouer thy libertie, 
vut I that without crauiug in ayde ok anp, could then res 
couer my ſelfe from the tretherie of Fo2tune,am not now 
by the aſſiſtance of any Foꝛtune, to be reſcued fromthe 
tyʒanny of mine owne folly: ſuth a god is loue, oꝛ rather

To be ſhozt,Opheltes now acknowledging her,ſecmed 
confounded with ſhame, and in concluſion being wholye 
canquered with che conſideration ofher fo rare patience. 
polic ie, conſtancie, and which was not inferiour to 5ᷣ reſt) 
her beautp, confeſſed his falſhood, repented him of his fol* 
lie, craued par don ko both, and vowed following lopaltie: 
and herevpon from wondering and werping, kell they to 
kiſſing and imbzacing. | 

In which mean while, Phæmonoe (hy euill aduenture) 
entered the plate, who perceiuing their mutuall tear es, 
t adiniring their vauſuall familiaritie, whether it were 
offrnded therewit hall, oꝛ fearing leaſt Opheltes, after the 
time pzeſcribed foz his bamſhment , being taken in her 
houle mighte ſo turne her to damage, 02 that iealouſie, 
frenzie,oz malice incenſed her ſo to doe, it ſhall not mat⸗ 
ter, but howſoeuer it happened, ſhe railed fo out of ſquare 
vpon Opheltes with woꝛdes, and fared ſo reughly agapnſt 
Alcippe with blowes, that after much ſufferaunte/he not 
able longer to indure the one, 02 diſgeſt the other , his 
Melancholie being nowe conuerted to Cholez, whilſte 
Phemonoc thus perſiſted to outrage, did in his fur ie ſtab 
her to the hart, in ſuch ſoꝛte that of the lame wound ſhee 
pꝛeſently died. 

Immediatelpe after the deede done Opheltes was ap⸗ 
pꝛehended, who as pꝛincipall, and Alcippe as Acceſſarie 
were bzought befoze Philargus, then being in great Ho⸗ 
nour, and a Juſticer in Sarars : who vnderſtanding of the 
fact, and (with greefe pnough )acknowledging the offen⸗ 
dozs, becauſe he would not be thought oucr-tozward in 
doing iuſtice againſt Opheltes, neither to ſlack a Juſticer 
in reuenging the death of Phemonoe both as befoze )his 
enemies, but chie fly becauſe nature would not ſuffer him 
to ſit in iudgement againſt Alcippe, his owne, and only 
child, with a hart theretoze melting with ſozrow hee diſs 
miſſed both Pꝛiſoners his pꝛeſence, referring their cauſe 
to be determined by the king in his own perſõ: Philargus

But the matter being thus bzought bekoze the king, vp⸗ 
on Pripping vp of al Circumſtances,the death of Phemo- 
noe was though woꝛt hie her diſhoneſt life, Ophelres and 
Alcippe were acquited by the king, ana be receined again 
into fauour,Philargus is made a ioyfull father of Alcippe, 
Oyheltes is reconciled to him and inriched , and euerpe 
thing amiſſe was now amended. 
Ut that Jmay now reduſe pour memozies, and retire 
pour eares to the hiſtozie whereof J pꝛincipallpe ins 
treat, that is, ot the cauſe and euent of Atys and Abynados 
their Quelt and trauels, vou are to remember that Arba- 
ces the olde Meade and his Companion, leauing behind 
them in their place Sorares and his Aſiirians, axt ( ns be⸗ 
foze is (apd)eſcaped out ofthe barren Jland, frõ whence 
they ſafely ariued at Sarmatia: and from thence againe,

A Fter that Atys and — 
had made lõg abode in Lydia, 
hauing receaued great inter · 
cainmente and Giftes of the 
king, they ſhippe themſelues 
and their companye, cheefelye 
directing their Courſe to⸗ 
wardes Sarmatia: but as they 
had no abſolute knowledge 
there to finde thoſe perſdns toz 
whome they ſought, loin this their ſapling they did not 
pꝛecilely obſerue any ditect cour ſe, but entered now any 
than into ſuch adiacent Seas, Creekes & Channels, into 
which likelthosds, pꝛoſtt, pleaſure, oꝛ neceſſitie did earrie 
them. So that in riding vpon the floud Tanuais, which doth 
diuide the Scythians from the Sarmatiant, thy coalt by ave» 
ry pleaſaunt and dilectable Jlande : here did they lande 
their men, in purpoſe to haue taken in freſh water, and o; 
ther pꝛouigion. But farre had they not fozraged frõ their 
ſhip, diſozderly roming (as vnſuſpitious of that whiche 
bapned) when the Jlanders who from the nert mountains 
had eſpied their ariuall, lying a great number in ambuſyh⸗ 
ment, had ſodainly int loled them in on euer y ſvve their 
bar barous darts and weapons foz the moſt part, bearing 
to the great terroꝛ of the Aſtirians)tht blaody tokens of 

tome very late ſlaughter. 
What 
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in the ende, the multitude of the Flanders pꝛeuailed as 

gainſt the manhood of the eFſ55r:ar75:who being thus caps 

tiuated were anon committed to bands, and than bꝛought 

— Gouerneſſe 02 rather Goddeſſe of thoſe Jlan⸗ 
ers. 

Fo! ſuch was the ſuperſtitious crrour of the people in 
thoſe idolatrous dapes,that whoſoeuer had extirped Ty⸗ 
raunts, ciuiled Rations, confounded Monſters, oz elſe by 
pꝛowes, wiſedome, Inuention, 92 by any extraozdinarie 
good, pzofited any common Wealth aud CTountrie, the 
ſanie liuing was magnified fo2 moze than a man and dead 
canoniſed a God: ſo that eaſier was it th? foꝛ men to make 
Gods, then foꝛ ſuch their Gods to make men. 

By this meanes therekoze it came to paſſe, that thoſe 
Jlanders had alreadie in deuoſton , deified their Gouer 
neſſe Dircilla:fo ſuch as was Pallas to the Grecians, and I- 
ſis tothe AÆgyptians, ſo and ſuche was ſhe to this people: 
andalbet; yeres(fo2 now was ſy} very aged) had wꝛougbt 
a naturall decap in her beaut ie being pet more then oꝛdi⸗ 
dinarie, neyther place, time, no2 troubles had ſo empay®* 
red the Maieſtie of her lookes, o impugned the magnani⸗ 
mity ot her hart, but that armed much to the Amaxonian 
faſhion, ſhe ſeemed mote warlike thẽ Penthiſilea, oʒ rather 
mote terrible then Bellona her ſelfe. | 

In ſuch wile iſſuing out of her poꝛtatiue Tent, after 
the had twiſe oz thꝛiſe ſhaked her yꝛekull Launce, inſigne 
of her vnappealable furie againſt the A ſtiriau, ſhee leſte 
vnto the wzctched Captiues the ſame comfozt, as ifthey 
had pꝛeſentlpe behelde the heade ol Meduſa : and as the 
fiercenefſe ok thoſe her lookes had pnough ok feare, 
ſa the delinerie of theſc her wozdes had nothing of 
hope. 

Arc(qv. ſhe, to the Jlanvers ) the bands, and 
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of theſe vngratious people ſufficient(chinke you)to war 
rant pour fafetit : oʒ haue J pleaſure( ſuppoſe pou) toſee 
their bodies yet bꝛeathing, vpon whoſe Ghoſts allo, were 
it pdſible, we ſhauld doe execution ? was J yeſterday de* 
ceaued in thole Aſiians whom J commaunded you to 
- execure , as the Eſpials and Agents of ſome other their 
Accomplicers : oz thinke you by intercepting of them, 
and theſe you haue diſappointed their Confederacte* no, 
no, be pe aſſurcd that the expedition of their Treaſons, 
doth not only conſiſt vpoa theſe two Tompanies: eſkecme 
there foꝛe all haſte ouer little, vntill you haue minglev 
their blood with the bowels of the others, their Explas 
roꝛs:otherwiſe it will come to paſſe, and that hetoze you 
looke foz it, but not ſooner than J (experienced of their 
treacherics)feare it, that theſe Rouers and Robbers ok þ 
whole wozld, being by their tyzannous countrimen (al- 
readie perchaunce at point of their ariuall )reſcucdout of 
our hands, ſhal ſtand them in no ſmall ſteed to the cutting 
ol pour thꝛoates, and the conqueſt of this our Fland. 

haue you fs2xot how peſte:- dap, euen the ſentence of 
death could not pluck down the courage of their C ompa⸗ 
nions: and why foꝛſooth reaſon had they to hope, that ex⸗ 
pected this helpe: and marke pou nat alſo howe the cares 
leſſe countinaunces of theſe our Thꝛals, doe not ſo muche 
argue a contempt ef death, as the like hope that their ar⸗ 
med Confederates arc alrt ady marching to their reſcue? 
once againe therefoze J ſap, let pour haſt in putting them 
to deatb, cut off their hope in purpoſing vpon like: of lyſe 
ſayd J? yca and hauing made a maſſacre of pour liues, 
and pꝛap of your Countrie, to ſuruiue you in the one, and 
ſucceede you in the other. : 

To Atys Abynados, and to the reſt this her Sentence 
ſeemed no mote ſeuere, then to be charged of Confederas 
cie with befoze executed Aaſſtrians ſtrange; but therin to 
baue bene guiltie oz not guiltie was all one, it ſuffiſing to 
Dircilla her wzath, and their deaths onely that they were

But the Jlanders, being naturally pittitul, altogeather 
vnacquainted with heading of blood. and vwclling as it 
were ina woꝛld by themſelues, had neuer tul then ſeene 
Shippe oz Straunger : and therefoze, had not the fierce 
wo2ds and wꝛath of Dircilla moze pꝛeuailed, then e in⸗ 
humanit ie, oꝛ malice ot choſe harmeleſſe people, the Ace- 
rians had not only not bene aſſailed and captiuated, but als 
ſo, fitch admiration rid their beauty and bꝛauc ry ſtrike in 
to the harts of the idolatreus Jlanders, that epther they 
had eaſily beleeued them to be Gods, oꝛat the leaſt-wiſe 
durſt not haue made pꝛoofe of their manhoods. But Dir-

Wherfoze Dircilla, contraty to her thought, feeing them 
pet liuing whole death the had commaunded, one while 
firing ber froward eies vpon the miſcrable Captiues, and 
anone calling her ſrounting lookes vppon the Jlanders, 
after he had, with Harp r:p:chentions,re{uked them of 
diſobedicuce, and repꝛoued them cf fool1Gpitie,Xthat her

her owne purpoſe was cruel, ſhe cauſed both the firſt, and

Great was the generall lamentation that the Aſſirians 
then made, and no {eſſe the admiration that either campas 
nie had of this their heanie,and vnexpected meeting. any 
that amongſt fo barbarous a people: howbett of all chis 
time, on neither part was any acqua intanct rant, fo they 
all ſeemed ſtraungers one to another. But ann., as the 
friend imbꝛaceth his friend, and ech man rucourageth his 
kellow, with patience and conſtancie ca leauechis lite; and 


as Atys and Abynados plie them, now to oue place, e tben 


to an other. ſtili with godly exboztationg. ſtreugthening 
the l. ting courages of ſome; their fearefull Countrie⸗ 
men, amt the lirſt· ariued Aſſirians, thep eſpied Sorares 
their father But, alas, the maner ok this their diſmal me⸗ 
ting was ſo much the mozelamentable-, by howe much 
moꝛe the ſame might haue bene topfull, had they not bene 
croſſed by this miſſoꝛtune: there might one ſee ß Sonnes 
to want all tokens ol gladneſſe in ſaluting their Father, 
and the Father furniſhed with all ſignes of heauineſle in 
incercatning his Sonnes: and the (kilfullcſt Painter in 
making a ſeuerall Counterfeic to cuery ſozrowfull toun⸗ 
tinaunce, either ſhould haue ben grounded in varietie, oz 
elſe haue painted moꝛe then one Agamẽnon, vnder a vale, 
bemon / the death bf Iphigenia. Pra ſopitifull were the 
confurey Cries, æ this doleful Spectacle, euen to the Jlas 
ders themſelues, that moued with compaſſion, they made 
no haſt at all to do execution, as was the ſeuere commaun⸗ 
dement of their Gouerneſſe. 8 
But Dircilla only conſtant in her crueltie, the rather, 
when ſbe perceaued the miniſters of her wiath thus ſud⸗ 
denlye enclinedto mercy, being ſer in a double chautc, 
| U 2 did 
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did ſingle out from either company of the Aſiiriaus two 
ofthe moſt aged perſons: and then hardly with-holding 
her Fil from their faces, and her Lawnce fro the boſoms 
of her own people, vſed thele following ſpeeches,

uen krom any tirannous thoughte whereof it ſeemeth 
pou haue me in ieloſie, the ſelf- witneſſe of theſe two aun⸗ 
cient murderers, map happily fic me with a ſufficient pur; 
gation: fox as Ipetſwade my = that al «Aſsir1avs gee 
nerally are fleſhed with blood, ſo J eaſily coniecture that 
theſe two, in reſpect oftheir peres, ſhould be parties, oz 
at the leaſt wiſe pꝛiuie to thoſe murthers whereof J ſhall 
now ſpeake: pea,although a godleſſe life hath commonly 
a graceleſſe.ende;yet it map be that theſe olde Powe des 
(whom if pou ſhall ſpare, a natural death will ſhoztlyviſ* 
patche will at the laſt penitentlye confefſe, what at the 
leaſt Jperticularly expꝛeſſe. But if it falt out againfiemp 
gueſſe, yet either ſhal J make the verp name of an Aſtri- 
an odious in pour eares, oꝛ by repoxting my iuſt quarrell, 
pꝛoue mp ſell guiltleſle of tiranny. Omitting therefoze to 
be curious, as touching the trecherous ariual of þ Aſſirian 
Armies into Media mp natiue countrie, vnder conduct of 
their butcherous Emperoꝛ Ninus, it (hall faffiſe that my 
weeping epes ſomwhat eaſing my hart, ſhal anon licence 
my toung, in few, to touch with what beſtial cruelty they 
oꝛdered their bloody Conqueſt. Theſe mine vehelde 
the roiall Pauilion ot king Farnus my Fathi c wtumed 
with fire, which wap ſoeuer J looked the conntrey abzode 
was al a flame: here mighte J ſee an heape of eeages 
newly ſlaughtered, there the A ſcirians to perſeuer in 
ſleying: this Uillainmurthereth a Matron ouer the dead 
body ok her ſonne oꝛ huſband, ß Ruffen haileth, by her faire 
deare, ſome noble Uirginto rauiſhmẽt, death oz captivity: 
= one 
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one ſundereth the impotent olve-man in ſpozte , an other 
fleacth the ſtrong membzed pong- mã in diſpight: yea in 
euerie coxner was ſuch murdering, ſacking, captiuating, 
racking, rifling, and hozroz what not? that death ſeemed 
leaſt damage that the pooze Medes then ſuſtained . If 
the rehearſalof this common Calamitie will not ſuffice, 
J hauc allo a particuler complaint againſt the Mirian: 
who (then in which they might not haue perpetrated 
greater crueltie) hauing pupoſely made the Ringe and 
Queene my parentes cye-witnelles, ofthe moſt miſera⸗ 
ble condicion of their Subiectes and Signozie, did alſo, 
euen in their ſight, murder ſeuen ponge Pꝛinces their 
— {caſt in any one thing, they might ſeeme 

not to haue 
blood of che childzen they mingled alſo the bloode ofthe 
parentes : leauing me of their frutefull iMue che onelye 
Rer....(ne. But moze then this, and( who was fully as 
deare, oz dearer to me then parentes, bzethꝛen oꝝ countrp) 
in this bloody buſineſſe J lolt by death oz captiuitie, J 
wot not which, Duke Arbaces, ah Arbaces mp huſband, 
who not long befoze hav made me a mother of an vnfoztu⸗ 
nate Bonne, was then bereft me. Alſo when the e4/c1ri- 
ans ſhould depart, mine harmefull beautie pꝛocured my 
ſhipping towardes Aſciria, foz why , the Emperour had 
in hispurpole appointed me one ol his Concubynes:with 
which purpoſe of his J. deſolate J, became ſo perplexed, 
that from thencefozth bzeaking truce with my pacience, 
J was rather to ſeeke ok a deſperate practiſe then a con- 
ſont ing v. Uto haue periſbed, in ſomuch, that the mother⸗ 
ly care ofmy Babe then hanging on my bꝛeaſt, had not 
bapyled me ftom death, if a wozſer occurrant had not with⸗ 
ſtood fo an good occaſton:fo2 by the commandement of A(- 
colanta the Emperiſſe (being now enuious of mp beautie, 
and waxing tealous of her huſbandes liking) J was all a⸗ 
lonc ſet a ſhoare in this Jlande, by which meanes J allo 
koz- went my ſwecte Infant; and vntill now mp deſartes 
U 3 moze 
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moze(as appeareth)then your deuotions, haue giuen me 
here intertainment. It is not vaine-glozy (I peake not 
now to theſe 4/5:r;a75, whom J woꝛchely maligne, but to 
you the Inhabitants of chis Jland, whom vnwoꝛthelp Y 
haue pꝛolited ) moueth me thus to vaũt deſerts, but yout , 
owne vnthanktulnelle that will not value my merits: fo2 
meete though it be, that you vouche the heauens fo2 the 
matter of your wealth,whereof pou long were ignozant, 
pet amille were it not, to vouchlake mea pzerogatiue in p 
manner and vle , as firſt deliuered vnto you by mine in⸗ 
nention. J founde you without Gods, without Religion, 
without Lawes,oz Gouernment, naked, wild, bzucith, d 
beaſt-like, feeding on Roots, har bouring in Bulbes, feare 
full of pour own ſhadowes, and to diſcribe pou in a wozd, 
Monſters wzapped in man-like habbites but in theſe 
thꝛough mine indulkry pou haue now Nekozmatid, ę were 
it not that pꝛouender doth pꝛicke pou, and fulneu. take 
vou fooliſh, only pou, might be ſaid an happie people: and 
that, ywis:, not ſomuch in reſpect the natur all pleaſure, 
and plentie of this pour popilous lande (thꝛough ater⸗ 
reſtriall Parradiſe ) as in that mine erpefiicnce and 
plat-fozine hach warned pou, and might haue armed pou 
fro the Incurſions of theſe Tpzancs,thecomon Skourge 
to all pleople ; againſt whom, not without cauſe as pou 
haue heard, my tongue long lince hath pꝛoclaimed deadly 
Foade, neither, in ſceking reueng, ſhal mine hart bzeake 
Couenante, with the diſcaſcd ghoſtes of my mut dered 
friendes. But on Gods name / be it ſo, that nether Meche 
foz example, mp ſelfe foꝛ mer ittes, the & v their 
miſchieues, our lau foꝛ iuſtice, vou foʒ duetp. u I fot au 
thozitie, be it ſo, J ſap, that nene of theſe haue that warght 
of argument, to winne pon reuenging Inſtruments, to 
wꝛeake mp teene vpon theſe Cyꝛantes: pct at the icalts 
wile, be pꝛouident fo2 your owne ſafety, and pꝛeuent your 
owne euilles, by puniſhing theſe your apparant enemies: 
ol whom the queſtion is not, whether thep all — 
pe 
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ped vppon one diueliſh Actempt, that is, the conqueſt of 
pou and your Countrie (all circumſtances direccly aps 
pꝛauing luch conſequent ) but, becauſe accozding to the 
mind of che offendoz we are tomeaſure offences, c foʒ that 
there map be mercy in puniſhing, and crueltie in ſparing, 


let vs ſee whether of the, two, pittie oz puniſhmcent is in 


this caſe moꝛe requiſite. If this offence of the Aſs-rrans had 
bene committed thzougb ignozance, infirmitie ,prenocas 
tion on our parte, thzough raſhnes ( fo2 ſometimes raſh⸗ 
neſſe, and ſuch like infirmitics are in ſome men as ſick» 
neſſes) ifkp2inatly againſt one, oꝛ a few, oꝛ by pour known 
foes, then I deny not, but that mercie might haue boz⸗ 
rowed of Juſtice: but F wil cleare them(as men that wil 
not offend but in the higheſt degree of thele petite faults, 
and charge them with capitall crymes. They/leaſt heres 
in they ſhould degenerate from Aſserians) of pꝛetended 
mall without matter, baue hoyſted their ſayles to foz⸗ 
ren windes, and vſed their vnyeaceable weapons againſt᷑ 
vnknowen people: not fox Enmitie, but fo Ambitton, not 
ignoꝛantly by chance, but aduiſedly by counſel, not raſhlp, 
but reſolutely, not againſt ſome , bu? againſt all, not bes 
cauſe pou deſerue warre, but becauſe they diſpiſe peace: 


pea, had not J foze-warned pou, as hauing had tryalt 


of their trecheries, pou Gould haue fealt their woundes 
bcfo2e you coulde haue feared their wozds:and after they 
had glutted them ſelues with Slaughters , Raniſh* 
ments, Sacrileges, Burninges, Spoplinges, and all 
kinde of Piſchieues, the Ruines of your Jlande ſhoulde 
not haue pꝛiuileged the Suruiuours of pon, ſtõ their ins 
tollerable Slauerp. If this much, which might ſufrile foz 
me to charge them, e fo you to coprect them be yet infufs 
ficient, chen haue J alſo Reaſon, c Moneſtie Coparſwa⸗ 
dos herof.Reafon. F ſap, becauſe better afew be puniſhed 
then b amuĩtitude ſhould periſh, a Poneftie, becauſe in p 
you map, and will not, pou take vpon pour ſclues the Of, 
fence of the Difcnvoures , and betray the good whileſs 
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you boullter the badde: fox Impunitie is the Spzinge of 


Carelelneſſe, the Mother of Jnſolencie, the rooce of ims 
pudencte ano the Nurſe of al Tranſgreſſions. Foz ſhame 
therefoze, Sirs, inchaunt your harmekull pittie, and re⸗ 


member that not to cozrect is to conſent to the Crime. 


Better it is that remember vou ot the perill, then port 
repent you of your pitty, fox if you ſtaie vntil Experience, 
the }Philoſophie of Fooles, hath taught you what J haue 
toulde pou, then, to pour coſtes, pou ſhall finde that the 
Aſsrrians be men enemies to mankinde, not to bee made 
pour friendes by Compulſion oz Compoſition, whoſe ens 


mitte commeth of Cuſtome, and not by occaſion: cuen this 


diſgrace, if they eſcape , that their lines & liberties were 
in pour power to giue, 02 take is vnnaturall fox their na» 
tures to digeſt, foꝛ which(were there no other cauſe)their 
cankared Stomackes ſhal requite pour ſufferance with 
the abuſe of you patience ; it is athing iinpoſſible,. o re» 
concile an hart hardned with pꝛide and mallice to hone⸗ 
lkie. But what? is it decẽt that I pleade befoze mine oun 
Uaſſails? that F intreate as a Subiect whome J ſhould 
commaunde as a Soueraine* mp li ſterance, J lee, is 
cauſe of pour ſtubboznefle, c my curteſie of your cõtempt: 
At my firſt comming when J might haue had adozation 
as a Goddeſſe, J was not then ſo hautie as co take it, and 
now that J ſhould haue obedience as pou Gouerneſſe, you 
are not ſo humble as to giue it:thus deale pou with mee 
as did the Frogges with lupiters Rafter, you make me a 
Stock, but beware theſe Stozks. And truelp, ſeeing you 
baue not deſerued why J ſhould be longer carefull of you 
and your welfare, and fo2, that by diſobedience, vou will 
necdes inflict vpon pour ſelues ſo gricuous a puniſhmer, 
Jalſo giue my conſent (arenenge too great J confeſle ) 
that theſe our Captiues be anon veliucred to their ſhips: 
that, being inſufficient ołthem ſelues, they may inuite fr 
- Aſsiriathediſtruction, and ruine of pou, your wiues, vour 
childzen, pour goodes, and pour whole countrie: foz 
noug 
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nough haue the Aſtiriant ſeent in this our Nande te al⸗ 
lure hether multitudes of Inuadours.

Tn 1 woꝛdes, had nom ſo lncenſep the mindes Fi 
the Jianders atainſt the Aſuriamjthat eut rie of them 
was clearely reſolute in the death of his Pꝛiſoner:hut foꝛ 
that one of the two olde Captiues, whom Dircilla had 
(as befoze) ſingled out, and whom her wozdes hav now 
eſpecially touched to the quicke „ was ſuddenly bcrefthis 
ſences , and falue in a ſowne: And fox that ite Jlanders 
ffoode vppon expectation ot ſome further confcſlion, to be 
deliuered by the ſeconde olde- man, who was alredy, in 
wap of aunſwere to Dircilla, entred into ſome. and theſe 
following ſpeaches, therefoze vntill he ſhoulde ende, the 
deter r med laughter reteiued a ſeconde adioznement. 

J pꝛoteſt( ad. this aged man) by whatſoeuer God hath 
rare of vs and this Countrie, by the Sunne, and the holy 
Firc dt (4/414 and as c uerie of theſe ſhall, in this life, 
tõfoʒt my withered Carcaſe , moe fic fox the woꝛmes the 
the woꝛlde, and doe good to mp Soule, when it ſhall leaue 
the wear iſome pꝛiſon of this my body, J ſhall, Lady; nei · 
ther diſſemble fo2 feare, accuſe ſoꝛ enuie, oz excuſe fo2 ał⸗ 
fection , but as touching that wherewithall we are nowe 
charged, vtter all that know, and know all co be troth J 
ſhall vtter. 

Foz my ſelfe therefoze I ſap, that molt trewe and too 
trewe it is, that the Aſtiriants, then conducted by Ninus, 
committed ſuch and the ſame veloze remembzed outra- 
ges, ſlaughters „and ſpoples in Media, neiſber were 
pou dete iued in gueſſing ſome of vs to bee pꝛiuie: 02 par-

Ladie to the Duke Arbaces: but moze, that I the ſpeaker 
of theſe woꝛdes am Orchamus bzother vnto the ſame your 
huſbande : and moze then ſa, the man vnto whoſe care, 
when ſuddenly, at the commarndement of the Emperiſe,

nurſed and nurtured with pzince- like attendance: and

Now when this heauie newes 
was bꝛuted at I imine, J, Atys, and Abynados, his tw

dy, trauailed many Countries and Seas, to find out Sora-

was interrupted by the ſeconde Olde man, the other of

As foꝛ my ſelfe, could Ipleade no other pꝛotection then 
that J am olde enough not to feare death, it might ſuffiſe:

(fo2 ſo pour countenance pꝛomiſeth a conſent) hach alre⸗ 
dy founde grace, becauſe he is bzother to pour huſbande 
Arbaces ,.and therefozenot likely is it, that Arbaces him

Aktertherefoꝛe moꝛe then alittle ioy on all ſives ouer 
paſſed, by reaſon of this happie meeting thus diſclo⸗ 
ied, wherein ( after manp peares, and euerte per» 
ſon ſeuerally ſcattered ina ſundzie Countrie) the Hul ⸗ 
nande had. recoucred-his'Tile , ſhee her Huſbande, 


both 
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both their Sonne, he his Parents, him his ſonnes, hee 
them, the bzother his bzother, - the kinſman his kindzed, 
and the friend his friend, and (whiche moze is) after ex⸗ 
treme miſeries attaining to ſuch inſpeakeable iopes, vea 
and at that inſtant, when nothing was leſſe hoped fo2 then 
Hfe, after (J ſap) this topful meeting, the Pꝛiſoners were 
all ſet at libertie, and bountifully feaſted by Dircilla, and 
her Jlanders. And then euerp of thee Meades ſeuerally 
repo2ted what had befalne them, ſince their chaling out of 
their countrie(as befoꝛe) by Nipus. 

Firſt Arbaces tolde of their tragicall ariuall into the 
barcen Jland,and how he and his fellow , ſuruiuing the 
reſt, after they had bene long ſhut vp there in great miſe⸗ 
rie, did veliuer themſelues from thence (as in the begins 
ning of this Booke is remembered ) in the ſhip ok Sorares, 
whome then, oꝛ befoze this very time he knew not foꝛ his 
Sonne then ſhoweth he of their ſafe artuall, aud good in⸗ 
tercatt ment in Sarmatia from whence, hauing obtained 
a ſhippe and men, as pittying the diſtreſſe wherein they 
bad left Sorares and his 4A/cirians, and fo their deliuerp, 
they againe reſailed to the barren Aland: then laſtly how 
they had no ſooner taken Sorares, and his miſcrable ſouls 
diours abooꝛd, and put their ſhip againe tothe Seas, but 
that a ſudden ſtoꝛme, dꝛoue them perfozce vpon that ſame 
pleaſatnt Jland, wherin this their ieoberdious top thus 
hapned. 

Sorares, Atys, and Abynados did in effect) no other then 
itterate the foꝛmer rtpoꝛte of Orchamus: and nowe was 
it come to Dircilla her turne to ſpeake, whoſe woꝛdes, con⸗ 
taining a moꝛe pittiful, pꝛofitable, and pleaſant diſcourſe, | 
then-a curious deliuerie,thus follow.

Pen, Arbaces, the Mariners had landed and left me 
poſt alone in this Flanv,the day was farre ſpent, ann 
my witsalmolt at anebbe :then was thy name rike in my 
mouth,+(though allo in vaine )the extincte names of my 
Deadparents,and bzecheren : pea mine eycs with feare, 
Emp hart with loue, did both twain follow thoſe enuious 
Saples, whereby Sorarcs my ſonne, then an Infant, was 
carried Capttue into a ſtraunge Countrep, from mee his 
belpeleſſe mother: and when mine eyes mighte no longer 
accompanie him thʒougb diſtaunce of Seas , vet did my 
bart ariue wich him euen in Aſciria. Anon with freſhe 
fupplies did ſozrowesconfuſcdly ſucceede ſoꝛrowes, being 
in number ſo great, and in nature ſo greeuous, that one of 
my then paſſions might haue ſet twentie toungs a work, 
one of thole toungs haue cõſtrained a milid cies to cares, 
e the leaſt cauſe of thoſe teares haue killed p wepers hart:

uured(as might ſeeme ol people:retire back Jcould not, 
go fo wards J durſt not, behind me raged the wide ſeas, 
befozeme muſtered the wild Deſerts, and on either ſide, 
beard I the vnacquainted nopſe of dꝛeadſul Monſters:and 
pet ( troth to ſape) J leſſe doubted the ſiercene ſle of anye 
Montter, chat could but deuoure my body, then the fal⸗ 
ſhood of men if any were) that mighte haue abuſed my 
beantfe z foz,beſides that mine Attire, not vnbeſeming the 
daughter of Farnus, was then very goꝛgious, and myne 
age (J being then in the flower of mp pauth) anſwerable 
to mine Attire, mp beautie alio though J ſap it) was then 
ſutable to both, in commendation wherof, thy ſelf (my Ar- 
baces-)didbeſt,tn thoſe our altian dapes, affect ouer- much 


the figure Hyperbele, x with the Jlanders here, was ÿ ſame 
not 
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not a little effectuall to winne me fauour: but this bꝛaue 
 bzagge to ſuch as now heare me, and did not then ſee me, 
wil, no doubt, ſeeme moze audatious in rcpoꝛt, then auten⸗ 
ticallfo2 credit, pet do I ſpeake it in this place, where erre 
N tannot without controulment, 


CThele feares, J ſap, and a thouſande like fantaſies thus 
ocoupping my thoughts, ſuddenly J hearde a bopſtersus 
ruſhing amongſt the nert boughes,foure oftheſe Jladers 
anon diſcluling themſelues vnto my vew : euerye of them 
held in his tight handa'cragged Dart, and in the lefte a 
great quantitie of raw fleſh; at ſight wherof ( and a grea* 
ter hoꝛroʒ then ſo) when, not meanlp affrighted, J beheld 
how gluttonoully they crammed down their Mawes, the 
{ame fleſh pet reaking in their teeth, c how their Chaps 

beardes, bzeaſtes, armes, handes, and whatſoeuer riff 
part of them leaues had left bare, were al beſmeared with 
bloↄd, though death was then the leaſt ok all my feares, 
yet (heteeue mee) the crueltiepteficurated by this ſa* 
nadge Spectacle , did ſtrike to my hart ſuch incompze⸗ 
henſible terrour, that if, at the leaſt, ſozrowes had nos 
bereft me of ſence, in compariſon hereok, the ſufferaunce 
2 a ſimple death had bene no death, oz in no part ſs dzeads 

ull. 


Now, wbilſt J applie this horrible pꝛeſidente to feeve 


my new feare, and rather dꝛeaded, then doubted, chat anon 
their imbꝛewed hands thould ſeaze, x their rauinous teeth 
tire vpon me and my fleſh, and J ſo receius an vnnaturall 
burtall within their bowels, the barbarous people had eſ⸗ 
pied out me: who then, as Deare newly bzoughte to the 
ſtande, with Councinances indifferencly inclining to ads 
miration and feare, ſtood a great while aloofe off at gaze. 
Anon ſeeing me to appzochthem nearer and nearer, after 
many Satirlike freakes, with nimble feet & ſwift flight, 
they (knd awaye into the neareſt woods, wildly boulting 
chzougb the Thickets , and with incredible facilities 
mountingand diſmounting the ſharp and ſkeepe _—_ 0 >

then{(a ffrange and prepoſterous courſe mighte it ſeeme, 
if not in ſo deſparate a caſe, that the Hare ſhould followe 
the Hound ) as J fearing purſued them flying, with pyrs 
poſe, at leſt by falling into their hands, to haue died from 
ſuch miſeries, in caſting my eye aſide, J perceiued p Caſh. 
and carcaſe ofa Beare, the whiche theſe men had newly 


flaughtered, and vpon whoſe diſmẽbꝛed limbes (as might 


ſeeme ) J bad euen now ſecne them feeding. This facte ol 
theirs as it ſeemed to participate a fearce and beſtiall cou⸗ 
rage, ſo ſuch their food did argue in them a defect of hus* 
mane conditiõs, and both it, and what ſoeuer elſe J here be⸗ 
held, pꝛeſented ouer ſkatheful ſights to mee, euen nowe 
ſo wealthie , and wanton a Lady. Thus hitherto did J 
{alute penury at the Thzeſhold, ſeeming to mec an intolle⸗ 
Able hanſcll. 

But whilſte J thus lingered a dying life, Night, the 
diſtomfoztable Regiſter and Remembzencer ok all m. ſe⸗ 
tries, had taken place of the oppoſite, and ouerſhadowed all 
this Conntrie : then fleeted many thoughts in my minde, 
not only of pꝛeſent ieoberdies, but alſo of paſſed ioyes:and 
by how much moꝛe niſe and delicate education, oz to bee 
cract from ſo ropall parentage made once to happineſſe, 
by ſo much moe penurie, and diſtreſſe added nowe to pers 
plexitie and impatience: foꝛ what thing can happen moꝛe 
vnkindlp, then that pleaſaunt and good cauſes ſhould vas 
ric in peruerſe and bad effects? o2 what leaue wee with 
moꝛe grecfe, then what we poſſeſſed with moſt ioy: I that 
lately had all. oʒ mote than J could readily aſke, could not 
alte now any one needeſull thing J might poſſibly haue, 
but as in better times J had ſuperfluitie wich ſupplies, 
ſo in this change ol foztune J ſuffered neceſſitie with de⸗ 
creaſe : Beggers know in what, and by whome to bee res 
lecued, but (alas) euen beggerie did by ſo muche better 
mine infoꝛtuno, by howe much J acither knew to begge, 
noz faund of whome to receiue, and whereof Beggers are 


not reſtrained)it !ap not in my choiſe to make chaunge of 
the 
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the place, whatſoeuer in charitie J founde in the peo · 
le. 
: But by that time, the tozture of two oꝛ thꝛee of thee 
terr02s,and nightly. tozments had racked Uertue 
Neceſfitie,J tried this Croſle both poſſible to haps 
pen, andfounde the ſame in euent pꝛoſitable: foz as the 
Hozſe late pampered vp at the full manger, and auon tur⸗ 
ned out to graſing, doth not willinglye fozſake his bare 
paſture, againe to returne to his lweete Pzonendoz, ſo J, 
(although my ſufferaunce came at firſt by conltraint, pet 
conſtraint growing to a cuſtome, and cuſtome to a confirs 
mation of pat ience)vſed the Libertie of theſe Moods, as 
a Superſedias againſt the Moꝛlo: yea when my Fleſhe 
was mogtiſied, and my Spirits quickned, J coulde then 
conſider, that Uertue and Riches ſieldome couple in one 
body: and when J was ſo farre ſecluded fromthe vai ve» 
liches of the woꝛld, that neither mine eyes might ſee the, - 
mine earcs heare them, noꝛ my hart hope foz them, Athen 
eaſily — the Compounds of Education, and 
reuertedt Dimples of Nature : and in ſo needye a 
life, I remembꝛed mp naked byꝛth, and conceiued the like 
of my graue. Thus pꝛolite we in diuine Uirtue, when we 
decap in humaine pꝛeſumption: and herein onelp differ 
we from bzute beaſts , that they naturallye knowe not 
themſelues, but ſuch ignozaunce in vs wozketh vnkindly 
to bzutiſhneſſe. * 

Now, credit me, Arbaces, all ſeemed t ine whiche 
befoze time J han in moſt value: foz I remember (and J 
thinke the wozldis as it was) that in our Heads, Heares, 
Pabbits, and behauiours, Uariette ſo ſquared out Faſhi⸗ 
ons accoꝛding to our own Fantaſies, that whilſt Nature 
Yeemed a Dotarde, and Arte an Infant too - bad became a 
Bzauerie: that our faces ſo bozrowed of Phao his Box, 
that the intereſt exceeding the loan, Beautie with ſome 
became a Banquerupt : that our Feste (p2oud Fooles) la 
troad vpon the earth as il earth, diſdained to touch earth. 
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But ſmile mult to remember, how ſome with a Malle, 
a Scarfe,oz a Blume, could as fozmally keepe their olde 
02 black and bad faces from ſight, as didde others their 


beautic from Sunne-burne : neyther 2 
tollerated in pong, fayꝛe, and noble Dames fox their 
rogatiue, that was not anon taken vp by olde, foule, and 


meane Dqoſels fo2 pꝛide, ſo that we becomming Map - la- 


dies, they would anon counter feit Paid marians: and 
yet theſe Apes in purple, in our faſhions, gate, and nice⸗ 
neſſe, followed vs in noching ſo effectuallyt, as did ſome 
men effeminatclye , whoſe lockes were ſo like trimmed, 
beautcte ſo tended, and all their oznaments ſo woman-like 
tempered, that onelp to haue taken their Swoꝛdes from 
their ſides, and then to haue giuen them Fannes in their 
hands, had bene altogether to reſemble, wich whom they 
did altsgether deſemble, women. 
This did A then remember, and the vanities hereof 


ſcemenmoſtridiculous: alas, would I thinke to my leife, 


that ſometimes was as nice as the niceſt, with what foo 
liſhneſſe frequent we our bodies to coftly balmes and cus 
rious oꝛnaments, which after a fem dapes Death pꝛeſen · 
teth to the Graue, and the Graue to the Mozmes $ and 
why are we remiſſe v careleſſe in beautifping our ſoules, 
fit pꝛeſents fo2 the Gods themlclues, wich incozruptable 
vertues. | 
Tf/mozethankefully be it now ſpoken, than the ſame 
was then ace )avuerſity would offer vnto other L as 
dies, oꝛ to whomſoeuer, the ſamEopoxtunicie to contem⸗ 
plate and conſider of the Mold, as was, and is alotted to 
me, Beautie would ſeeme Uanitie, the loſſe of Riches, the 
recouery of quietneſſe, a Ranſome from Foꝛtune, and a 
diſcouerie of our ſelues: and wee our ſelues ſhoulde aps 
peare to our ſelues, no other then Examples of weaknes, 
Spoiles of Time, the Game of Foztune, Patternes of 
inconſtancie, Neccptacles ofmiſcrie, Parkes foz Enute, 
in conception loathſome, in birth helpeleſle, in youth wits 
6 | leſle, 
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lefſe,in age wꝛetched, oklife vncertaine, ol death ſure, and 
conſequently, wel ſpall they that thus lay: 

Poſt hom inem verm is, poſt vermem fetor & horror 
Sic in non hominem vertitur omnis homo, 


"Cum fex,cum limus, cum res viliſſima ſimus, 
Unde ſuperbimns? ad terram terra redim us. 


Therfoze ſhould we behaue our ſelues here, not as though 
we liue only foz our bodies, but as though we coulde not 
liue without bodies: neither ſo to follow the wozlde, that 
we alſo fall with the woꝛld, which being ours, we are not 
our own.

And what ſhal J ſpeake of mine own Sex: whole lone» 
Ive faces were ſuche as pou nowe ſee, and whole beau⸗ 
_ tifull bodies , becauſe J deſcried them little better 
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then bare, had the diſcouerie bene pours, might, per hape, 
other wiſe haue delighted pour wanton eyes: belecue me, 
ſo Nympy - like were their faces and faſhions, that whe⸗ 
ther it were, in beholding the calme ſeas, that they trip⸗ 
ped on the Shoare, they ſeemed ſuch as are repoxted the 
Nereides : 02 that they floung themſeiues into ſome plea⸗ 
{aunt Fountain, they reſembled the Naiades : 02 that they 
kept the apzſome Pountaines,thep repꝛeſented the Ore- 
ades : 02 that amongſt the Woods caſting them ſelues in - 
to à ring, they daunced their Roundiloes , oz gathering 
ſweete Gapes, they decked themſelues with Flowers, oꝛ 
that they couched their white ſides on the ſalte Hearbes, 
1 theſe alſo they mighte haue bene taken foz the Drya- 
CS, 

By aſſiſtaunce, J ſay,of theſe, that is, Patience, Time, 
Place, People, and this ſweete and vnthzeatned Libertie 
(the only remembzaunce ofthee Arbaces, and of fora:-s 
my ſonne ercepred)J made not only a"reſiſtaunce foz the 
time, but at lengygh a finall conqueſt of Foztune, And ha⸗ 
ning ſecretlye, and ſuffictencly obſerued the harmcleſſe 
maners and diſpoſitions of theſe people, and in all things 
refozmed mp ſelfe to their faſhions, when opoztunitie ſer⸗ 
ued, J fell in with the reſt, # behaued my ſelfe ſo fozmally 
that ( no one ſuſpecting to the contrarie) I was taken fo 
an here-bzeede Flandzeſle : but by this meanes chanced 
my Credit, and Authozity. | 

Hauing little and little crept in acquaintance, 
after a while (a8 moued ſo to doe, by reaſon of my colde 
attier and coulder lodging, moze naturall to them then 
vſuall to me, albeit both to thẽ and me tollerable pnough,

aduauntaging my ſelfe by ſuch their ſuperſtitious tncly- 
nations, as in their vnciuile manners, dyet, apparell, 
dwellinges, pzouiſion, religion, and ſuch like, might 
tendeto the moze eaſter Nekozmation: in which thing I 
dealing with them by degrees, & accoꝛding to their Ca⸗ 
pacities, did in time, pꝛoſit them to a moze ciuile Perfec⸗ 
tion. And then, whereas they beleeued me a Goddeſſe, J 
remoued alſo that pzofitable Errour, but might not re⸗ 
nounce the Gouernment of them, & their Countrie: which

But alas 
thenceares were ioyned to wozdes ) what meaneth, Ar- 
baces , this thy troubled countenaunce fo2 thy burnt ſhip, 
as though thou wouldeſt reſaile without me, that in this 
place haue vowed my buriall: to thoſe white heares of 
thine, and to one ſo vnfoztunatly croſſedofthe wozld, de; 
lightfull reſt ſhoulde , me-chinkes, ſeeme mozc agreable, 
then doubtful trauels. | 
Ik thou, being then a Pꝛince, and pong, couldeſt not 
in Media auoide the Aſcirian tyꝛannie, if the Treaſure 
(Icite thine owne repozte) from thence tranſpoꝛted in« 
to the barren Jlande,cauſing ſuch effuſion of bloode , and 
inthe ende onely poſſeſſed ol two, had no bertue becauſe no 
vſe, ik after thine owne deliuerie, in waffing alſo from 
that impꝛiſommpt Sorares thine vnknowen ſonne, and his 
companions, the Seas ruled thy Sterne, & the dezmes 
were thy Pilots, if J ſay, in Youth , in Age, in wealth,

partes were wanting, yet, beleeue me, Arbaces,a contens 
ted minde is better then a kingdome, and the wozlde, at 
the beſt, wozſer then a Paraſice. 

This the ſaide, and Arbaces hauing alredy aſſented in 
. bimſelfe , did eaſily conſent ta her, as one not ſo mucł tur ·

Orchamus, Sorares, Atys, Abynados, and all the Aſirian.

uing purſute was by interceſsions (as poetically it is fabled) 
tranſformed into an heape of Reedes, which being ſtirred 
with a gentle blaſt, and Paz hearing themto yeelde a ſofte 
mellodious ſound, with ſeauen ofthe ſame Reedes, framed 
to himſelte the Pipe after her name called Syrinx : propor- 
tionably to which number, I, a Puple of ſuch a Tutor, haue 
alſo ſatted out this my Muſick . Muſick I call it, though 
Midas, not for his eares, doth the ſecõd time dare to tearm 
it melodious: neither, I thinke anye, except per haps Satzrs, 
will vouchſafe to heare it: for only Mercurie his Pipe mult 


bring Argus a- ſleepe, and Ganymedes wring the grapes, if 


Jupiter talte the Nectar: yea, ſo forcible is a firſt Conqueſt 
to deterre from a ſecond Encounter, that now Pan, and his 
Puples hold themſelues very well content, ſo they can their 
Plain- ſong, that Apollo can deſcant. 

And yet, let his coy Prophetiſe preſage harde eventesin 
her Cell, let the Athenian w3ow9ewnTQ-,or Man-hater bite 
on the Stage, or the Sinopien Cynic barke with the Statio= 
ner yet, in Pan his Syrinx,will pype, at the leaſt to my ſelt. 

Vnto whoſerude Hermonie if, for varietie, any Talus 
ſhallliſten, then let ſuch an one imagine, that piping o. 
joue ſome Polephemus is a wooer? I handling Argument 
ſome ¶ bridon an Interlocutor: or howſoeucrit bee, fome

terous here, as was one vain-glorious el{-where,that in try” 
ing his Texte, as it were by the Touch, to be thought a Jcar- 
ned Clearke toan vnlearned Auditorie,hauing rappedout 
around deale of Welſh,ſuch,qd, he, are the very wordes in 
Hebrue. 

But ſo farre off am] ſo to reſemble, ſo to deſemble, that

IT what time Zamicis Ninias, 
the lift Emperour of Aſſiria, 
ſonne of Ninus, and Aſcolanta 
Semiramis, had in battell vane 
quiſhed th'accurſed ſonne of 
his father, and common ene⸗ 
r mie to mankind Cham, others 
i ANNE C | wiſe called the Egipſian Sa- 

— Tad | turne, and ſonne of Noa, then 
vlurping ouer the Battrians : part of his Nauie (vpon oc⸗ 
caſion returning by Schythia, was ſo dangerouſlpe toſſed 
with ſtoꝛmes and ſr as, th at thep which ſeemed euennow 
moſt glozious and inſolent victozs , appeared then moſt 
miſerable and deſolate wzetches. Neucrtheleſſe, after 
long diſpayze of their liues, great loſſe of their treaſure, 
and extreme danger ok both, the diſparkled fleete of the 
A ſtrians ariued at Niniuie, one only ſhip excepted, wher⸗ 
in were imbarked moze then a hundzed bzaue ſoldiours, 
ouer whom one Sorares was captaine. 

Mot far from that place whereas the mountains Tu. 
ria and Caucaſus begin the headſpꝛings of all the ¶Aſian 
Seas, which take their ſundzie names accoꝛding to the 
channels, whereinto the ſcattered waters fal, there lieth 
an Jland, no leſſe obſcure fo the ſcituation, then vnkre⸗ 


quented fo2 the infertilitte thereof: into fhis Mand, the 


ſhip of Sorares was by tempeſt dziuen « There hauing 
B landed

landed his men, and repaired his wetherbeaten Uellell, 
he determined a further ſearch into the Jland, as well to 
learne what commodities might there be founde, as alſo 
to keepe his ſoldioꝛs occupied, vntill time might ſer ue 
moze comtentently foꝛ their departure awap:and therfoze 
marching from his ſhip in good ozder, he pearſed a greate 
part ofthe ſame Jlande, wherein he found nothing but 
mpꝛie bogges, oz ſtiepie rockes, not woꝛth the diſconerie, 


much leile the traucll oz hazarde of a conqueſt: and he 


made it no wonder that hee founde no people there to des 


lend it, ſeing he himſelf thought cueryvay a peare, vntill 


he had leſt it. 
At the length, nding the wind to be mote fattourable, 
then their diſcouer ie pꝛolitable, his purpole was to retire 


his men, and foꝛthwith to haue waped anker. But whilſte 
he reſted in this reſolution, the A trians might eſpie del⸗ 


cending towards them from a mountaine ) two men alto- 
gether vnweaponed and naked, ſauing that their pined 


bodies were in ſome parts diſoꝛderly couered with a few 


bnhandſome rags: their lookes ſeemed wilde, their couns 
tinaunces full of heauineſſe, their colour ſwarth, their 


heare and beardes long, lothlome, and vnkembde, and (to. 


deſcribe them in a woꝛd) being men in ſhape, they ſetmer 
monſters in ſhow : but pet ſuch monſters, as were rather 
to be pitied fox their penurie, then to be feared fo their 
crueltie. DIO 

Theſe being come befoze the «ſirens albeit their ſas 
uage demeanour ſauoured mozeof the place of their pꝛe⸗ 
ſent abode, then of the ciuilitie(ſmall though it were) of 
the countrep wherein they were bꝛead, pet remembzing 
that they were men, e that thep were to deale with men, 
the one ol them, whole name was Arbaces ſometimes a 
Duke in Media, had thele following ſpeeches.

43 Oſt bappie people (to whom othewile J ſhoulde 
haue giuen a contrarie ſalutation, had not J deſ⸗ 

ſcried pour ſhip, a friendly inſtrument to rid you out of lo 
fruicleſſe an and) J weulde not haue pou imagine that 
wanting \wozdes to expell you, wee tndeuour by wozds 
to terriſte you, (Ve are but twaine (as you ſee) and the 
only inhabitants of this vninbabitable Aland, pet twaine 
a greater number then that the plentie of this place is a- 
ble to ſatiſſte, nat fo; that we are couetous deſtring all, 
but miſerable hauing nothing. Our toove is roots, graſle, 
and leaues, our lodging a Caue framed by nature out of 
the hard quarrie, our bed molle, our apparell only ſuch as 
pou ſce, and the ſame the vnhappie ſpoiles of our hapleſſe 
companions: pet theſe are trifles in reſpect of a tragedie. 
And foꝛ that ou haue partlye ſome experience of the 


place, though better cheape by all then we that haue pats 


ed ther tſoze to the vttermoſte, J leaue yon to iudge 
bow it doth battell, by the view of our fozlozne perſonas 
ges: ſaying in a woꝛd, that hell is no hell in compari⸗ 
ſon of this, oꝛ that this is hell it ſcife without any com- 
pariſon. 

In that we line we are not vngratefull to the Gods, 
but in that we are not dead we account our ſelues vnfo2s 
tunate : fo2 had death bene plyant to our pet ions, the end 
of our liues had bene long ſince the end of our ſozrowes, 
But hope ouercomming diſpaire , fox that in the one is 
polſibilitie, in the other no remedie, Knowing that as the 
Gods haue power by iuſtice to puniſh, ſo they haue will 
by mercie to par don, and conſidering that Fortune is pain⸗ 
ted with two faces, frowning with the one, and ſmiling 
with the other that winter doth bite but ſommer burniſh, 
we haue made neceſlitie a vertue, continuance a cuſtome,

Clhence we are our language bewzapeth, what you 
arc pour Enſignes doe manikeſt, but what we demaunde, 
reſteth as pet vntouched. 

Te will not feace to ſpeake, though pou ſpare not to 
ſerike, aboundaunce of hardneſſe hath made vs hardie, the 
wozlt of pour malice can be but death, and the beſt thing 
map betivevs, ſhall bee change of our liues. Te are 
eHeades, not monſters, ciuile people, not ſauadge Jlan⸗ 
ders, baniſhed from home through pour pꝛoſperitie, and 
betrayed here thzongh our owne pꝛactiſes , once flying 
pour enmitie, and now following pour friendſhip,as men 
enfo2cedto the firſt by pour wꝛonges, and conſtrained ta 
the later thzough our owne wꝛetchedneſſe. With this 
courage neuertheleſſe (pe ¶Aſſirians) we ſollicitate pour 
kauour, that if the old rancour of pour grudge, be not pet 
qualified with the newe ſpectacle ok our preſent calami⸗ 
ties, our ſides (know pe) haue not as pet taken fo muche 
the pꝛopertie of theſe hard Rockes, but that they will eas 
fly giue entrance to pour reuenging weapons. Albeit, 
by the wap, it might be ſapde, that as you are to dcale 
roughly with thoſe that ſtand againſt you in combate, ſo 
ought vou to deale mercifullpe with thoſe which at your 
feete lie pꝛoſtrate, ſoꝛ in the one pour courage is not moze 
magnificent,then inthe other pour charitie meritozious:

02 doth it derogate any thing from vertue, if by our indu⸗ 
ſtrie wee better the vitious : o2 ſhall wee cut of thoſe

ell il remambzing what we haue bene, you wil nor 
conceaue what we would be, if our humble ſubmiſſion be 
thought an inſufficient reconciliation, if pou feare vs that 
baue neither will noz power to harthe pou, if pon wil not 
(which is the ſumme of our ſute) deliuer vs from hence, 
that of our own accoꝛzd are falne into pour handes : if (J 
ſap ) it be your pleaſures that we ſhall not weepe fox vner ;

any pꝛac tiſed toꝛments, then allure pour ſelues, you cans

H©Ow rufully theſe woꝛdes were vttered by the miſe- 

ble Meade and how effectually the ſame wzought in 
the hartes of the A ſirians, the paſſioned geſtures of the 
one did teſtiſie, and the pittifull regards of the other wits 
neſſe. Let it ſuffice,that the ſillie ſoules were pitied, their 
penſiueneſle comfoꝛted, their bodies apparcled, al ſoꝛmer 
enmitie pardoned, and libertie pzomiſed. 

But ſee what an euill euent followed ſo good an hanſel. 
In the night befoze the Aſirians ſhould depart, Sorares 
calling diuers the cheefe of his ſoldiozs to ſuppe with him 
in his cabben,enuited amongſt the reſt the two e Meades, 
and after ſupper ended, he intreated the miſerable Duke 
to declare by what miſhap they chanced into that harboꝛ⸗ 
relle Jland, wherevpon Arbaces pꝛoceeded in this maner.

pittie heare,yet ſhall you not find vs daintie to aunſwere 


your requeſt, whom we haue found lo fozward co pield vs 
rcleete. 

Aboue two hundzed peares of mine age are alreadie 
paſſed, a ſhoꝛt time, if not lengthened out with continuall 
ſozrowes, the roote therok chiefly ſpꝛinging from Affiria: 
and yet( good Sorares ) thinke not that hauing cauſe to 
curſe pour countriemen that baniſhed vs into this Jland, 
that therfoꝛe we will ceaſe our papers ſoꝛ you, by whom 
sur deliucrie is pꝛomiſed, ſeeing why wee ſhould malice 
vou wecan render no reaſon, but why we ſhould honour 
you we haue gaodoccaſton. | 

The purpoꝛtie ot this my ſpeeche is to be conffrued to 
this purpoſe, that as we are not to accuſe you foz our re- 
ceaued iniuries at the handes of pour pꝛediceſſoʒs, ſo is it 
not neceſſarie that in malice pou become their ſucceſſo2s: 
fo2 if we ſhall make their olde controverſies, our newe 
quarrels, it will followe, that firſt the worlde and all 
thivges ſhall ceaſe tobe, befoze ſtrife and diſcoꝛde ſhall 

caſe to grow. But hitherto J haue bene rather tedi⸗ 
dus to pour taxes, then aunſwer ing to pour demaundes, 


yet pardon my beginning, and with patience tarrie an 


ende. | 
It is & Wolde to note the wondzous alteration of. 
all thinges, euen ok late dayes , fo2 omitting to ſpeake 
of the time befoze the generell deluge , J will onely 
glaunce at thoſuperfluitie of this our preſent age. 

It hath bene, pea within che time of my remembe⸗ 
raue, that men thought themſelues moꝛe ſure in their 
wilde Laues, then now ſafe in their walled Caſtles, bets 
ter contẽting themſelues with the vnfoꝛced fruitfulnefſe 
ef the earth, then now ſatiſfied with their fruit leſſe com 
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pounds enfv2cedby art, the ſimplicitie of nature p2eſcri- 
bed vnto thein an abſolute law, hut ouermuch curioſitie 
now, ſubuerteth both law and nature, What ſpeake J of 
part: when it is manifeſt that no ſooner golde and ſiluer 
the Ambaſſado2s from hell. had inſinuated themſel tres in; 
to the hartes of men, but that a generall fubuertion was 
made of all. | 

Nemroch then taking vpon him an vnknowne title, not 
tuer heard of bekoze in all the wozld, much leſſe in Calaia, 
became a king in Babilon: who,by ſuttletie hauing wont 
the harts ofthe vnpollitick people, by that meanes got 
them vnder the poke of ſeruitude. Nemroth being dead, 
bis ſonne Belus hunting after greater ſuperiozitie than 
was by bis facher newly exacted, pꝛetended by warres ta 
dilate his dominions, whoſe dzeadfull purpoſe being by 
death made fruſtrate, his ſonne Ninus, your late Emperoꝛ 
and our then perſecutoz,vid execute. Making his new in⸗ 
uention of warre & battell not only terrible to thoſe that 
N „ but hozrible to us whiche as pet did not 
kele it. 

Aftcr a while it came to paſſe , that we whohetherta 
did only heare much miſchieke of warre repoꝛted, did now 
ſuffer the effects of that, which of long time we keared: fox: 


Ninus landing an armie of ſoldiours in Media, obtaynes 


an eaſie victozte againſt vs bad warriours, and in reſpect 
— armour and artilerie, a people vtterlpt nas 
ed. | 
Ninus being thus conqueroꝛ, æ we conquered, our king 
Farnus, his wife and vii. childzen murdered, cõtinual likes 
lihoods of an vniverſal laughter ſtill appearing;#the de⸗ 
lation ot the whole countreꝝ being generallp expected 
foꝛ, diuers J2obles of Media, andothers not of the baſeſt 
calling, to the nũber of roo Evpwards,of p which nũber. 
T the whole number now lying we two are, hauing cons 
uaped into a- ſhippe the gold and cheefeſt treaſure of our 
ſlaughtered king. and rather truſting to the * | 
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of the ſeas, then to the inhumanitie ok the AL ſirian (ols 
vio2s,in an vnluckie hower hoiſted vp our ſailes, leauing 
with teares our walked countrey, as men compelled to 
ſearch after ſome new habitation. 

The ſeas we palled were numberlefle , the ſoxrowes 
we ſuffred were greeuous,the daungers we eſcaped were 
perilous, how farre we had ſayled we account not, howe 
farre we ſhould ſaile, we knew not, where to ariue wee 
were ignozaunt,and all places(if farre enough from the 
eAſcirians )ſeemed ts vs indifferent. 

In the end, being ns leſſe vnkoꝛtunate in dur ſeafaring, 
then vnexpert in the new art of nauigation, ſeing our vic» 
tels to waſte, our veſſel to leake, and our tackling to faile, 
ſuch was then our comfoꝛtleſſe viſpaire, that hauing no 
hope at all to eſcape the thzeatning waues, it did only foꝛ⸗ 
thinke vs that we fozſooke our natural graues, in our nas 
tiue countrie, to finiſh our liues without honour amongſt 
the mercilelle ſurges, But coꝛke wanteth waite to ſinke, 
and lead is ouer heauie to ſwimme, we were not ſo happy 
as to ſuffer ſbipwꝛack on the ſeas , being pzedeſtinate to 
fozrowes on the ſhoare. 

At the length we eſpied this Jlande , and making to 
the ſame, nere about the place wher this ſhipnow rideth, 
we ſtroke ſaile': and (vnhappie men) ſb topfull to vs ſee- 
med this our ariuall, that then pzomiling to our ſelues 
ſecuritie, whẽ we did but newlp enter into our ſozrowes, 
weleapt from out our ſhip, wich mindes neuer to reenter 
the ſame, kiſſing the very earth that firſt receaued vs a 
ſhoꝛe: this hapned about mid-day, but befoze night, our 
mirth was thus turned to mone. | 

Mot hauing, as pet, made any ſacrifice to the Gods, be⸗ 
foze ſearch of thepꝛolit, oꝛ diſpꝛolit of the place, any conſi⸗ 
deration care o2 fazecaſt of afterclaps whatſoeuer, we be⸗ 
gan to vnfraught dur ſhip, laping our gold and treaſure 
on the next ſhoar. Scarcely had the laſt man bzought the 


lalt burthen/from the ſhip, but that a contention fell be⸗ 
3 twirt 
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twixt two ok the noble men (ſeuerally befoze time noted 
of Ambition and Anar ice) about the diuiſion of the ſame 
treaſure. And ſuch was their madneſſe, that albeit their 
p2eſent plight rather required lowly teares, than haughs 
tie titles, yet Ambition not peelding an ynch to Auarice, 
either of them ſought by farre viſcentcs to fetch their pe⸗ 
tigrees from Iapeth and Madus, of whom we are the offe 
ſpꝛing, as nere as poſſibly they might. 

Amongſt the inferioz ſozt, there was one Chebron, a 
luſtie taule fellow, of a hote cholericke complexion, and 
an inuincible courage: he ſeeing the controuerſie, that 
now began moze c moze to encreaſe, bending his bzowes 
and laping hand on his weapon,ſpake many wozds much 
dilpleaſing to either of the contentious compettitours. 
And were it not (Sorares) that I ſhoulde clop pour eares 
with ouer log a diſcourſe, I would alſo repeat his woꝛds, 
the which J vet remember, as (in my conceit) wel wozthy 
the noting. | 

Here Sorares interrupting him ſayd 23 If (good my 
friend)it ſhal not be troubleſome foz pou to ſpeake, it ſhal 
not be tedious fo2 vs to heare, our dapes wozke is done, 
and it is yet but early nights, let thoſe that will ſleepe, as 
fo2 my ſelfe I am pꝛouided to wake. 

Aud were J alſo able (qd. Arbaces) to counterfeite the 
magnanimitie that then appeared in his countinaunce, J 
would not willingly pꝛetermit the ſame, but theſe were 
the woꝛds that Chebron then vſed.

F ſo be (my vere friends and countreimen) the inuaſl⸗ 

on ofthe Aſirians, the ruine of Media, and our late 
paſſed perils, had ben to me by oꝛacle oꝛ otherwiſe reuea⸗ 
led, I then would haue made pou acquainted befoze hand 
with that which was thꝛeatned to follow : ſo might wee 
either haue pacilied the Gods by 898 
5 elues

It beggers thus let on hozſebacke ride a galop, let vs 
then make accompt, that theſe claiming by gentry will 
ply che ſpurre ,Bzieflp what can J ſay mozezthe in effect 
is already experienced: ſee you not oꝛ are you willingly 
blinde? how theſe two gallants onely remembzing what 
they ſometime were bur not acknowledging what they 
pꝛeſently be, make no queſtion of our ſafety , but fall to 
quarrels fo2 their pꝛiuate ſupericzity: not conſidering d 


fire once ſquenched fozgoeth both heate & bzighenes, that 


graſſe once mowed, looſeth both ſap and greenes, & that 
A noble man exiled, it not ot noble birth, pet of authozity 
and honozable eſtimation tandech diſgraded. 
But let it be that baniſhment is no diſpargement to 
birth, yet ſhould we foz our own aſſurance, reſpect the ſe⸗ 
gQuell.x haue an eie to their inclinations whom we admit 
to rule, Foʒ mine own part F carry this opinion, that hay 
theſe men no other fault, yet are they therefoze vnlit fox 
Kouernment, becauſe ſo fozward to gouerne: authozitie 
ſhould be denyed to ſuch as deſire it,#offred to thoſe that 
refuſe ic,fo2 a wiſe man and one well minded, neuer recet- 
ueth au office, vnles thereunto compelled, as foꝛeſeeing » 
the ſame to his body ſhalbe a trauell, ta his conſcience a 
care, that he ſhalbe marked al all, enuied of many, # cans 
not but daunce in a nett. But ſuch as are theſe our high 
minded intrudoꝛs ( whom we may therefoze call ignoble, 
becauſe not vertuous, as hauing already daſhed at home 
againſt the rockes ol ignomie, and now here entred into 
vtter (hipwzacke of the ſmall remaine ok their credit,) 
theſe J ſap chaleng pꝛecminence not fo2 deſertes, but of 
dutp:exacting 5; of vs thꝛough ambition, which they tan 
neither dilcreatly diſcharge, noꝛ we dangerlcs diſpoſe: & 
pꝓtt line as violent waters are pꝛone to often cruptions, 
- becdming ſhalloweſt within their oꝛdinary channels, ſo 
pꝛoud perſons are euermoze capable of higher dignities, 
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though not wel able, to excerciſe their pꝛeſent meane offio 
tes:ſtil dsth the pꝛoud man flatter himſelf in that that he 
would, not eſteeming of himſelf in any point as he ought. 

There is hardly that thing ſo good, but there may be a 
better, oꝛ that thing ſo bad, but there may be a wozſer:the 
wilde oliue is ſauerie, but the ripe figge is ſweeter, the 
Tiger mangleth with her teeth, but the Balelique mur⸗ 
dereth with her eye: there is no beautie without ſome 
blemiſh noꝛ any blemiſh that is not either naturall,oz ne⸗ 
teſſar ie: no perfection with ſome imperkection, and pet 
the ſame imperfection either to be cured, oz tollerable: 
only Ambition, vntill of it own ſelfe it be deuoured, ts 
bloodleſfe foꝛ bluſhing, and intractable foꝛ taming, penu⸗ 
rie doth not decreaſe it, and plentie doth increaſe it. in wel 
doing it is inſolent, in ill doing impudent. 

As fox the other monſter Aueriſe, a little varying from 
Ambition in qualitie of affection, but not in quantitie of 
affecting, this (J ſay'is ſtill hunting, but euermoze hun⸗ 
gering, ſtill pꝛaping, but continually pining, ſil getting 
but neuer gaining, and kill hoozding, but neuer hauing. 
Fo: as the hollow ſpoute receaueth much water, and pet 
retaineth nothing but ayze, ſo the couetous man gathe⸗ 
reth much wealth, and pet poſleſleth nothing but cares, 
and only he ok all monſters, in his rauenous deuouring is 
vnſatiable: foz whereas commonly all othet vices by old 
age are impaired, his only vice is theerby repaired, the 
nerenelle of the graue the rather adding to nigardiſe. 

O moſt miſerable man, to whome is wanting as well 
that which he poſleſſeth , as that which he wanteth, hee 
hungereth after that which he coueteth, and keareth to 
loſe that which he emoyeth, and as in aduerſitie he cra⸗ 
neth pꝛoſperitie, ſo in pꝛoſperitie he feareth aduerſitie, in 
his ſuperto2 he dꝛeadeth foꝛce, in his inkeriour he mſtru⸗ 
ſteth theft, ſuch ( N ap)is his wꝛetched eſtate, that he pꝛe⸗ 
fently ſuffereth all and fo nuch as he feareth. Therekoꝛe 
s it a true ſaping; that nothing map bee wiſhed moze 
harinefull 
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harmefull.co:a couetous man, chen long like. And (trult 
me) if we conũder with what toile wealth is got, with 
what danger it is kept, what charines in vling it, what 
detriment in abuſing it, and with what anguich we leaue 
it, then ſhall we lind moge pꝛolite in pouertie, then quiet · 
neſſe in riches. | N ö | 

Dune thing it is to be happie, and am other to bee-riche, 
but deteſtable is the exchange, when to follow golde wee 
foꝛſake the Gods: as no doubt doth theconetous man, of 
whom what ſhould J moꝛe ſap? but that his life is dete⸗ 
ſted of many, his death deſired of all, and being dead, the 
pooze man curſeth, his heire reiopceth, the ſaints weepe, 
and the diuels laugh. | © 

How harmekul ( ye eades theſe two montters haue 
bene, all the wozld hath found, we haue felt, and moze ſhal 
feele, except being pet but pong Snakes, they be cut off, 
befoze they grow to be old Serpents. 

Ik theſe two iollie Champions had bene well counce⸗ 
led, and not ſo couitous, o mote pollitick, and leſſe pꝛoud: 
then this vnneceſlarte ſtrife ſhoulde haue bene the laſf 
thing of a thouſand, foz our behoofes much moze ncceſſa« 
rie: Neither would they haue perſwaded themſelues to 
be Ringes not being aſſured of ſubiects, no haue conten⸗ 
ded fo2 a kingdome, not hauing conquered an Jland. 

Alas hom much moze vnfoztunate are we in tranſpoꝛ⸗ 
ting thele reliques ot gentrie, and ſmall remnant of trea⸗ 
ſure into Scithia, then in leauing the blood ok our friends, 
and maſſes of wealth behind vs in Media.

patient of his ſpeeches ) to aime a dart againſt his head: 
wherefoze the ſame auger that betoze had occaſioned him

ted in vs, that gaue ſpurrea tothe ſe his pꝛocetdinges J 
know not: but moſt certain it is that like as.) ſhepheard 
entrcthintothe Coote,chere 'Fqueftring from amidſt the 
flockes, what ſhecpe it pleaſeth him to appoint to the 
flaughter, ſo Chebron, euen in the middle of vs, on theſe 
two perfozmed this tragedls| iſo couragious was be, and 
fo amaſed were we, 

Anon, as our appaled witits were Senſhes,] 'we began 
diuerfly to conſtrue of Chebron his woꝛds, & to conceaue 
of his deedes, and being amongſt our ſelues diuided, one 
part pꝛoteſted that he had wel done, an other company des 
teſted his de ede, and ſame not intermedling at all, ſtoode 
as newters.

loden themſelues with great ſtoze ot the treaſure, ⁊ mins 


ding whilſt me were thus buſted in che lray, to haue made 


a mart ot cur miſeries dae e the lip, > with pur⸗ 
polete zaue failed away; SEV HF 

But #cojaman: ſculdisar; a ftious fellow, ſmelling 
auc this their pꝛeterte, and getting abooꝛd befoze any of 
theſe flinchtis wiahte enter, bad fpzed the ſame in 


12 places „the whiche having of it ſelle — 
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of combuſtable matter, was quickly conſumed. 
This we eſpied, and as we could not then intend it foz 
the frap, ſo remained we lo farre of from ſquenching the 
flame, chat it rather reiopeed vs ol the fo pzenenting of 
thole daſtards, (as. we dip then terme them) then once 
thought an the milerp that hereol enſued, loz hauing gold 
we vainly perſwaded our ſelues not to want any thing. 
But by this meaues thoſe that woulde thus baue fledde, 
were now.enfozced to take a part in our ciuil fight. 
Still perſeuer we in mangling and murthering one 
an other, vntill Chebron and his adherentes had vtterly 
confounded the aduerſe party, and that of an hundꝛed men

But the 
ſame ſeemed abhoꝛred of the gods, and we found tt vtterly 
abandoned ot men, beaſtes, fowles, fruites, and eucry o⸗ 
ther thing neceſſarie foz mans vbehoofe: and woꝛſer then 
ſo ) we being ſhipleſſe, and on euery ſive with mam Seas

Hob in this melancholie,euery man laid violent hand 
vpon Chebron,fathering our woes vpon his late inuec⸗ 
tiue wowes. whereby(inmy conceit) hee rather intented 
guiecneſle than pꝛetended any ſuche quarrels: howbeit 
our mutinous minds altered with the time and troubles, 
made a newe conſtruct ion of his zealous meaning, 
and doe what he could, we pꝛeſſed him to death vader an 
huge heape ok golde, whoſe bones vnd er the pile are yet 
extant. | 
After this, ſome ot our companie not able to abide the 
extremitie ot this climate, the ſtench of the ayze, and ſtiri⸗ 
litie of the Hand, by mutuall conſents, made mutuall diſ⸗ 
patch ol their ownperſons , and ſhoztly after vntimelye 
death finiſhed the liues ol the reſidue, who being far moꝛe 
foztunate in dying, then wee in ſurniuing, lefteonelye 
vs two the vnhappy inheritours of thele vnſpeakeable cas

Thus haue you heard(Sorares)the effect, though not 
the kull of our tragicall ariuall. and to moꝛrowe wee will 
gratiſte you with ſo much gold, as ſhall partlye counter · 
naile pour great curteſie, though not comparable to the 
donceaued comkoꝛt ot our pꝛomiſed deliuerie. 
Arbaces thus finiſhed his lamentable diſcourſe, and So-

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T He next mozning Arbaces and the other « Iſe«de his 
fellow conducted the Aſirians vnto the piles of gold, 
being inamanner ouergrowne with moſle and ruſt, wich 
which bootte the ſcirians with merrie harts and many 
hands, had quickly fraughted their ſhip. : 
But vnceaſable are the miſchiefes'that golde pꝛocu⸗ 
reth, and vnſattable are the mindes of couetous men.

Vetter, vp other victuals then chefe (wecte ſoule) 
ſhee got not and albeic her puling appetite viſdapned 
ſs lothſome a diet, pet either mut the thus feeve , 02 elſe 
pine without foode: ſo that rather enfeebling then filling 
her weake ſtomake with theſe dainties, ſhe ſheddeth moꝛe 
teares then the quantit ie of waterſhed2 inketh, and fee; 
deth as ſparingly as her fare was homely; fox ſoone was 
the ſaviſſied and as ſuddenly put againe vnder locke by 
her ouer vngentle gaoler, 
No maruell though Atys and Abynados were nowe 
afref dꝛomucd in their dompes , and had ſmall liking to 
their meate, who not pet freedof their foziner keare, ſawe 


newoccaſions of greater dꝛeade * they pitie the Ladie @ 


doubt their owne ſafette,wiſhingher at large, and them⸗ 
ſelues out of ieopardie: fo2 (thinke they) feetng this ty⸗ 
rant handleth thus vngentty ſo gallant a Ladie, making 
the murdered tarcaſes of menmeate fo2 thoſe whome he 


bath reſetued to further miſerie, what ſhall become of vs 


wꝛetches, how are we nere what deathhath be 
fo vs prepared*. 

The Scythian Lowe perceauing by their outwarde 
ſhewes their in warde feare, cheereth them vp with a cur⸗ 
tious welcome ſaying: gentlemen, you (perhaps) from 
whence pou are come, accuſtomed to fare moꝛe ſtnelp, cã- 
not acquaint pour ſetues to feede hert ſo groſely, pet we 


that are the chiefeſt in Scythia doe couet no better, and 
could be contented with woꝛſe, not eſteeming anything | 


ox any moze ts be needefull, dut onely that and ſo much 
as is pꝛeſencly neceſlatie: full furniſhed tables (ſap we 
bzeede ſeebicſurfets, but meane repaſtes make yealth- 
full perſons.

of him, fo2 a Fly was not then an Eglesflight,Ophelces 
not ſtouped but to Phæmonoe: as fog Alcippe, being in his 
eie but as a Sipher in Augurilme , thee might come to 
him vnregarded, and paſſe from him vnremembꝛed: pet 
wanted ſhe not pacience to ſuffer his vnkinde pꝛankes, 
no2 diligence to further with her M iſtreſſe his vnwarrã · 


ted paſtime , yea ſo farre as cc. extended: ſo that conten- 


ting her ſelfe with part and not contending fox the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall, ſhe ſticked not vpon the Subſtance, but was ſatiſſied 
with y ſhadow,Phemonoe had the game, Alcyppe naught 
elſe but the gaſe : all which (in reſpect ofthe neceſſitie) ſhe 
did gladly view in lence, as dꝛeading vtherwile,to loſe 
the aduauntage of that ſozrow. 

But when (as befoze is ſaide ) Philargus had bzought 
Opheltes in diſpleaſure with the king, and diſcredit with 
the people, c that his ſurfited Pꝛodigalitie was chzoughs» 
ly purged with a coinleſſe Uomit, it came now topalle, 
that Phæmonoè her laue did ſuddenly labour of a Cons 
ſumption , his new want diſabled him copay fo2 his ſhot, 
aud her old wont dilalowed him to runne on the ſcooze: 
yea and that with ſuch contemptious copneſſe, and vn⸗ 
kinde diſdaine did ſhe handle him, that had not will vtter⸗ 
Ip ouer-ruled his wit, euen ſuch her entertainemẽt, might 
eaſily haue allaied the heat of his inozdinate paſſions, and 
ſtaied the frenzte of his madding dotage. 

The which notwithſtanding, the miſerable man (and 
the moꝛe miſerable in reſpect of this his diſalowable afle⸗ 
ct ion, then in that beggery had bꝛought him on his knees, 
and the king his ſentence of baniſhment, ſfoode pꝛe (ently 
vpon execution) would by no repulſe ſurceaſe to houer, 
where by no requeſt (made hee neuer ſo fapꝛe a pitch / hee 
coulde ſeaze. 

Now with the increaſe of his lawleſſe deſire , enſued 
the decreaſe ofthe lymited peare, wherein he was either 
to bzing loꝛth Alcippe , on fapling thereok to fozſake his 
countrie : whatremedy then remaineth but of two euils 
to

to make choife of the leſſer: but could.Ophelies ſo do: no, 
his vnruly humour had bzougyt him ſo far out of ſquare; 
that he rather doth hazard to be hailed to death (roʒ death 
was inſident to his tariance) out ot the llaunde rous houſe 
ofa ſhame leſſe harlot, then with aſſurance of life, to vfe 


the benefir oftye moze kaucurable ſentence, wbich was ba⸗ 


niſhment : vet inchaunted miſer ) what elle did he with ỹ 
price of his deadly aduenturt: t ht bup the emptpiag ok his 
t yes of riſtleſſe teares, and the ſunder ing ok his hart with 
tont inuall ſigbes at her handes, a in her pꝛeſence, whole 
wilkull copneſſe was ſuch,that neither woulde thee heare 
him patiently, noꝛ anſwcre him but proudly. 

The peare was now ſtniſhed longer thẽ which Op, el 
tes was not to make aboade in Lydia, when Phamonoe, 
not bꝛooking the cumberſome haunt of fa beggerly a 
Gueſt, with outragious tearmes flatly foʒbadde him her 
houſe, thꝛeatning otherwiſe, to pꝛocure againq him the 
crecution ofthe king his Sentence: whercfoze withdzaw⸗ 
ing him ſelfe into a ſolitarie place, with bitter tearmes as 
mong, he complaineth in this maner. 

The time was, pea ( vngratiou⸗ Caſt-awap) the time 
was, that bearing an hart vndiſmaied of bauiſhment, thou 
diddeſt alſo find hap, vnlooked koꝛ, to retouer thy libertte, 
but J that without crauiug in apde of anp, could then re⸗ 
couer mp ſelfe from the trecherie of Foztune,am not now 
by the aſſiſtance cf any Foztune, to be reſcued fromthe 
tp2anny oł mine owne folly :ſucha god is loue, o2 rather 
ſuch a diuell is luſt that onely is ſtrong to my diſcomfts 
ture, c wanteth not fo:ce to dꝛawe me, euen willingly to 
diſtruction: but ( fo2 of thinges beſoze hande done Jam 
Miute , c oł an action already in framing wel map Jpre⸗ 
noſticate) as moiſture is inſident to water, ſo is miſhap 
an appendant to my deſtinie: yea it is cuident (J ſap e⸗ 
uident, becauſe as heretofoze mp life, ſo at this inſtant 
my death ſhall affirme my latter Aſtrologie infallable) 
that the fauourable Aſpect of no Manet , hath bene qual⸗ 
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lekying to the luckles Starre ofmp Matiuity, and theres 
foze haue J founde all foxtunes, pꝛeuailing to the dzilte 
of this Cataſtrophe: an ende (in deede )baſe and beaſt⸗ 
ly, when the matter thereof is Luſt, the meane a Strum⸗ 
pet, and the manner a violente ſtopping of myne owne 
bꝛeath. But what ſhouldeſt thou longer liue (Opheltes) 
hauing ſo good opoztunitie, to perfozme the pꝛodigious 
execution ot thy Oeſtinie, and by one death to ende infis 
nite ſoꝛrowes? Jn ſaying this, and whileſt he reſolute⸗ 
ly haſtned to haue ſtrangled himſeike, by good happe in 
came Alcippe : who diſcrying the melancholp pꝛetence 
of her miſerable huſbande, and ſeing the diſpayze wheres 
into hee was then falling, with vapoꝛed epes offereth | 
thts kinde duety, to the onely Seev{-manof all her ſoz⸗ | 
rowes, ſaping. : :

T is (qd. ſhee) contrar ie to man- hood, euen in extre⸗ 

myttes of euils not to bee conſtant, but wilfully pee⸗ 
utſh, and peruerſe is hee that foꝛgoethtomfozt, whileſt 
hee kozſaketh counſell: although the man bee tearmed 
foole-hardie that dareth to followe the aduyſe of a wo⸗ 
man, pet beleeue mee (- Opheltes ) as it is not incres 
dyble, but that a Mouſe map gnawe a Lion out of a 
ginne, ſo is it not impoſſible, but that J map at the leaſt, 1 
giue intermiſſion to thy grieke. 

Long did J pꝛactiſe thy cure, but therein perfozme 
no other then myne owne care, in pꝛeferring thy baote⸗ 
leſſe lone to mercpleſſe Pnzmonoe , but Jnowe finde, and 
J woulde thou couldeſt alſo feele, that longer to bleede 
of that vaine, is to leaue thy body bloodleſle , thy heade 
witleſſe, and thy friendes hopeleſle of thy recouerp: what 
meaneſt thou, Opheltes, to ſtraine aut a nat and to ſwal⸗ 
law vp a Cammeli2tearming her vnrcaſonable in hating

It might haue ſuffiſed fox a rebuke once to haue inter 
medled with a Curtizan, and foz a repzoach great enough 
chat ſo badde a woman ſhoulve blulhe at thy compante, 
without thus dying a'Repzobate , by ſkill dooting in thy 
paſſed, and purpoſed wickedneſſe: leaue of theretoze, if 
not not foz ſhame, vet to-auopde ſinne: and knowe that 
then are the gods ſeuere in toꝛrecting when men are ſe⸗ 
cure in offending : pea (if fox nothing elſe) pet therefoze 
ſhoulde Opheltes bee weaned: from lewdnelle «bicauie 
Pnemonoe is wedded ts lightneſſe: thou wert not her 
firſt chopce , nepther ſhalt thou bee her laſt change: fo} 
the loue of an harlot is not ſo tyed to any one, but that 
the ſame lpeth open to euerie one (Beggers and Vas 
niſhed. men by pꝛouilo excepted) and thou being in the 
ſame pꝛedicamente, art therefoze vnder the lame Ex⸗ 
ception concluded - wherfoze it is meere follie in ther to 
looke oz other of cuſtome, oꝛ to hope foz better of curteſie. 

But whyleſt our woꝛdes be not plauſible, our counſels 
ſeeme not p2ofitable : and with ſtrong reaſons to reſiſt 
loue, were, perhaps, tv labour my (clfe mad with reaſon: 
Foz ſuch loue (if I may ſo miſ-tearme luſt) as it is eallier 
receiued, ſo is it hardlier diſgeſted then the Taint Bore- 
ſtes, that ſwallowed a Ppte ſwelleth a Honſter:if there⸗ 
foze,Opheltes, thou wilt not be declaimed fro Phginonoe = 
it reſteth then p Phxmonoe bee reclaimed to thee $ which 
to contriue aſketh coſt, fo kindly it is fo2 ſuch Pawkes to 
ſoare from an empty Fiſt: but Opheltes lacketh, will you 
ſap, and is therefoꝛe helples, but Alcippe lyueth, do I ſap, 
# therefoze not hopeletle,ſhe ĩiueth, in deede, to pꝛoſit thee 
with a triple beneſtt, to reſtooꝛe to thee thy liberty & tore⸗ 
couer fox thee the moity of thy liuing, to which only Riſe 
is Phemonoe in ſequens, Admit therefoze Alcippe to 
ſtand thee in this teede,whoſe patience, J know , is ſo lt» 
able to thy paſſions, that to wozke thee a ſecond delight, 


He will indure be it a ſeconde deuozſe.

At th: naming ef Alcippe did Opheltes ſigh , aud tur⸗ 
ning his face lettech fall plenty of ttares, making at the 
legih vnto ber, whom not yer be knew to: be Alcippe, luch 
anſwere. 

The tydinges ( ſaith beare wot iopfull to Opheles 
that Alcippe is pet lyuing, but ſeeing it is currant in ech 
mans mouth, and alſo confirmed in mine owne mind, that 
my falſhood towards her doth rather merit a moſt ſhame⸗ 
full death, then the acceptance of ſuch vndeſerned alli⸗ 
ſtance, J am much moꝛe pꝛonc to rateſie the firſt doome 
by myne owne handes, then apte to receiue the litter 
grace by her helpe: wherefoze J beſeech thee to declare 
to Alcippe, that dying J wiſh vnto her all good foztune, 
who only J haue made altogether inkoztunat: but know 
that thy counſell as touching P hæmonde, is like to an ał᷑· 
ter-ſhowze that falleth when flawzes, and rootes are al⸗ 
readie wythered: J am determyned ts die, and my de⸗

frenzte,o2 malice incenſed her ſo to doe, it ſhall not! rats 
ter, but howſocuer it happened, ſhe railed ſs out of ſquare 
vpon Opheltes with woꝛdes and fared ſo reughly agaynſt 
Alcippe with blowes, that after much ſuſteraunce, he not 
able longer to indure the one, 02 dilgeſt the other . bis 
Melancholie being nowe conuerted to Choloz, whülte 
3 thus perſiſted to outrage, did in his kurie ſtab 

her to the hart, in ſuch ſoꝛte that ofthe ſame wound ſhee 
—— died. 

Immediatelpye after the deede done Opheltes was ay⸗ 
pꝛehended, who as pꝛincipall, and Alcippe as Acceſſarte 
were bzought befoze Philargus, then being in great os 
nour, and a Juſticer in . who bnderllanding of tie 
fact, and (with greefe pnough)acknowledging the offen⸗ 
dozs, becauſe he would not be thought oucr-fozward in 
doing iuſt ice againſt Opheltes, neither to lack a Juſticer 
in reuenging the death of Phemonoe bothſ as befoꝛc his 


enemies, but chirfip becauſe nature would not ſuffer him 


to ſit in iudgement againit A _ his owne, and only 
child, with a hart therefoꝛe melting with ſozrow hee dil⸗ 
miſſed both Pziloners his ppeſence, referring their cauce 
to be determined by the king in his n pet ro: Philargus 

T 3 (good 
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(good old man ) in the meane while, by ſo muche ſuſpen- 
ding his top in that he hav found his Daughter, by howe 
much he feared to looſe her againe, being now to be arai⸗ 
ned of murther. 

But the matter being thus bꝛought befoze the king, vp⸗ 
on p ripping vp of al Circumſtances,the death of Phemo- 
noe was though woꝛt hie her diſhoneſt life, Opheltes aud 
Alcippe were acquited by the king and he receiued again 
into fauaur, l'hilargus is made a toyfull father of Alcippe, 
Ophelccs1s retonciled ts him and tnriched , and euerpe 
thing amiſſe was now amended.

them, So that in riding vpon the floud Tanau, which doth 
diuide the Scyehians from the Sanmatians, thy coaſt by a ves 
ry pleaſaunt and dilectable Jlande: here did they lande 
their meu, in purpoſe to haue taken in kreſh water, and o⸗ 
ther pꝛouigion. But farre had they not ſoꝛraged krõ their 
ſhip, diſozderly roming (as vnſuſpitious of that whiche 
bapned) when the Flanders wobo from the nert mountains 
had eſpied their ariuall, lying a great number in ambuſh⸗ 
ment. had ſodainly incloled them in on euery ſpde, their 
barbarous darts and weapons fo2 the moſt part, bearing 
to the great terroꝛ of the ſirianc)tht bloody tokens cf 
lame verv late ſlaughter. 
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Ahat cold the A ſiriant now doe, o; rather what did 
thep not that valiant and couragious men ſhoulde haue 
done? many they ſlew, and ſome of them were llaine: but 
in the ende, the multitude of the Jlanders pꝛeuailed as 
gainſt the manhood of the Aſtirians: who being thus caps 
tiuated were anon committed to bands, and than bꝛought 
bekoze the Souerneſſe oz rather Goddeſſe ok thoſe Jlan⸗ 
ders. 

Fo? ſuch was the ſuperſtitious crrour of the people in 
thole wolatrous dapes, that whoſocuer had ertirped Tp⸗ 
raunts ciuiled Nations, confounzed Monſters, oz clſt by 
pꝛowes, wiſedome, Tnuentton, 62 by anp extraozdinarie 
good, pꝛoſited any common Ulealth and Countrie, the 
ſame liuing was magniſted fo2 mote than a man and dead 
canoniſed a God: ſo that eaſter was it the fox men to make 
Gods, then fo1 ſuch their Gods to make men. 

By this meancs therefoꝛe it came to paſſe, that thoſe 
Jlanders had alreadie in deuoſtion , deifted their Gouer⸗ 
neſſe Dircilla:fo2 ſuch as was Pallas to the Grecian,, and I- 
sto the tians, ſo and ſuche was ſheto this people: 
and alb it pere s ( foʒ now was ſhe very aged) had wzought 
a naturall decap in her beautie being yet moze then oꝛdi⸗ 
dinarie, nepther place, time, noz troubles had ſo empap⸗ 
red the Maieſtie of her loo kes, oꝛ impugned the magnani⸗ 
mitp ot her hart but that armed much to the Amaronian 
laſgion ſhe ſecmed mote werlike the Penthiſilea, o rather 
moꝛe terrible then Bellona her ſelke. 

In ſuch wiſe iſſuing out of her poztatiue Tent, after 
ſhe had twiſe 02 thꝛiſe ſhaked her y2efull Launce, in ſigne 
of her vnappeaſable kurie againſt the Afri int, ſhee lefte 
vnto the wꝛetched Captiues the ſame comkozt, as if they 
had pzeſeutlpe behelde the heade of Meduſa : and as the 
ſierceneſſe of thoſe her lookes had pnough of fcare, 
ſ the deliuerie of theſe her -wozdes had nothing of 
hope. 

Are qs. ſhe, to the Jlanders)the hands, and captiuicte 
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of theſe vngratiou people ſuffitientſthinke pon) to ware 
rant pour ſatet ie : 02 haue I pleaſure( ſuppole you) to ſee 
their bodies yet bꝛeathing, vpon whole Ghoſts allo were 
it poſſible, we ſhould doe execution 2 was J peitcrvay des 
ceaued in thoſe A ſirian whom J commaunded you to 
erecuce , as the Eſpials and Agents of ſome other their 
Accomplicers % oz thinke pou by intercepting of them, 
and theſe pou haue diſappointed their Conlederacie? no, 
no, be phaſſured that the expedition of their Treaſons, 
doth not only conſiſt vpon theſe two Tompanies: eſteeme 
therefoze all haſte ouer little, vntill you haue mingled 
their blosd with che bowels of the others, their Explo⸗ 
r023:otherwiſe it will come to paſſe, and that befoze pour 
looke for it, but not ſooner than J (experienced of their

bid ſhe was pet ſpeaking, diuers of the Jlanders (as 

purpoſing a generall laughter) in great fury ran to 
a Caue not far ot. and anon return, rigozouſly dziuing bes 
fore thẽ certain ÆAſfmians, whom the day befoze they bad 
taken foʒraging in the Jland, and of whoſe deaths Dircilla 
their Gouerneſle, had befoze giuen them in commaundes 
ment. 

But the Jlanders, being naturally pittiful, altogeather 
vnacquainted with Heading ok blood, and dwelling as it 
were in a wozld by themſelues, had neuer till then ſeene 
Shippe oz Straunger: and therekoze, had not the fierce 
woꝛzds and wꝛath of Dircilla moze pꝛeuailed, then the in⸗ 
humanit ie, oꝛ malice a choſe harmeleſſe people, che Aſce- 
rians had not only not bene aſſailed and captiuated, but al- 
ſo, ſuch admiration t is their beauty and bꝛauery ſtrike in 
to the harts of the idolatreus Jlanders, that eyther they 
had eaſily beleeued them to be Gavs , oz at the leaſt-wiſe 
durſt not haue made pꝛoofe of their manhoods. But Dir- 
cilla tommaunding, whole woꝛdes to them were as Dꝛa⸗ 
cles, they fear ed not to enterpꝛiſe, were it neuer ſo rare, 
92 great an Aduenture: only herein(as moued with com⸗ 
paſſion) thep had bozrowed of their vſu ll obedience, in 
that they had not, acrozding to her commaundement che 
bay befoze, done execution vpon thoſe firſte-artued Ari. 
ans, ' G 
Wtherfore Dircilla, contrary to her thought, ſeeing them 
petlining whole death ſhe hadcommaunded, one while 
firjiagher froward eics vpon the miſerable Captiues, and 
anone calling her ſrsuning lookeg vpyon the Flanders, 
after ſhe had, with ſharp rey20llce as, rebuked them of 
dilobedience, and repcure chem of fooliſh pitie, that her 
wozds

wonꝛdes had now made them altogether as pittileſſe , as 
her owne purpoſe was cruel, ſhe cauſed both the firſt, and 
laſt company of the Aj/ir:ans to ailend the toppe of a ſteepe 
Nocke, ſrom whence to be floung downe headlong, was 
the death wherevnts they were all ad iudged, by this au⸗ 
grie Virago. — . | ; 
Great was the gencrall lamentation that the Aſlirians 
then made, and no leſle the admiration that either compa⸗ 


nie had of this their heauie, and vnerpected meeting, and 


that amongſt ſo barbarous a people: howbeit of all this 
time, on neither part was any acquaiatance take, fo they 
all ſeemed ſtraungers one to another, But anon , as the 
friend imbꝛaceth his friend, and ech man encourageth his 
fellow, with patience and conſtancie to leaue his life, and 
as Atyvs and Abyaados plie them, now to one place, e then 
to an other, ſtill with godly exhoztations, ſtrengthening 
the fainting courages of ſome their fearefull Countries 
men, amogſt che firſt-ariucd Aſſirians, they eſpied Sorares 
their father. But, alas, the maner ofthis their diſmal mes 
ting was ſo much the moze lamentable, by howe much 
moꝛe the ſame might haue bene topfull, had they not bene 
crofled by this miſtoztune : there might one ſee ß Sonnes 
to want all cokeus of gladneſſe in ſaluting their Father, 
and the Father furniſhed with all fignes of heauineſſe in 
intercaining his Sonnes: and the (kilfulleſt Painter in 
making a ſeuerall Counterkeit to cuery ſoxrowfull coun⸗ 
tinaunce, either ſhould haue ben grounded in varietie, oz 
elſe haue painted moze then one Agamẽnon, vnder a vale, 
bemoning the death of Iphigenia.Yea ſopitifull were the 
confuſed Cries,+ this dolekul Spectacle, euen to the Jlä⸗ 


ders themſelues, that moued with compaſſion, they made 


no haſt at all to do execution, as was the ſcuere commanyne 
dement of their Goucrncfle, 

But Dircilla only conſtant in her crueltie, æ the rather, 
when the perceaued the miniſters of her wzach thus ſuds 
deulpe enclinedtomercy, being - in a double chauke, 
DYE 2 did 
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did ſingle out from either company ofthe Aſiiriaus two 
of the moſt aged perſons 3; and then hardly with-holding 
her Fiſt from their faces,aud her Lawnce fro the boſoms 
of her own people, vſed thele following ſpeeches,

H Dp farre off (fooliſh and vngrateſull people) am e⸗ 

uen from any tirannous thoughte whereok it ſeemeth 
you haue me in tclolte,the ſell- witneſſe of theſe two aun⸗ 
tient murderers,may happily fic me with a ſufficient pur⸗ 
gation: fo2 as J per ſwade mp ſelte that al Aſcirians ge. 
nerally are fleſhed with blood, ſo J eaſily coniecture that 
theſe two, in reſpect ol their peres, ſhould be parties, o2 
at the leaſt wiſe pꝛiuie to thoſe murthers whereof J ſhall 
now ſpeake: pea, although a godleſſe life hath commonly 
a craceleſſe ende, yet it may be that theſe olde Womoſives 
(whom if you ſhall ſpare, a natural death will ſhoꝛtlp diſ⸗ 
patche ) will at the laſt penitentlye confeſſe, what at the 
leaſt J perticular ly expꝛeſſe. But if it fall out againſte my 
gueſſe, pet either ſhal J make the very name of an A/5-r+- 
an odious iu your eares, oꝛ by repozting my iuſt quarrell, 
pꝛoue mp ſelł guiltleſſe of tiranny. Omitting therefoze to 
ve curious, as touching the trecherous ariual of p Aſſirian 
Armies into Media my natiue countrie, vnder conduct of 
their butcherous Emperoꝛ Ninus, it ſhall fuffiſe that my 
weeping eyes ſomwhat caſing my hart, Hal anon licence 
my toung, in few, to touch with vhat beſtial cruelty thep 
oꝛdered their bloody Congue!t, Thee mine eyes behe de 


the roiall Pauilion of king Farnus my Father conſumed 


wich fire, which way ſocuer J looked the tountrep abzode 
was al a ſtame: here mighte J ſee an heape of eades 
newly flaughtered, there the A iriant to perſcuer in 
fleping ::this Uillain murthereth a Matron oucr the dead 
body ofher ſonne 02 huſband, p Rnffen haileth, by her faire 
beare,fome noble Airgin to rauiſpmẽt, deach oz captiuitp: 

| one 
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one ſundereth the impotent olde-man in ſpoꝛt e, an other 
ſleaeth the ſtrong-membzev pong mã in diſpight: yea in 
euerie comer was ſuch murdering, ſacking, captiuating, 
racking, rifling, and hozroz what not * that death ſeemed 
leaſt damage that the pooze Medes then ſuſtained. It 
the rehearſalof this common Calamitie will not ſuface, 
J haue alio a particuler complaint againſt the Aſirian:: 
who (then in which they might not haue perpetrated 
greater crueltie) hauing pupolely made the Kinge and 
Quecne mp parentes eye- witneſſes, of the moſt miſera⸗ 
ble condicion of their Subiectes and Signozie, did alſo, 
cuen in their light, murder ſeuen ponge Pꝛinces their 
childzen: and ( leaſt in any one thing, they might ſeeme 
not to haue outraged in tyꝛannie) with the luke- warme 
blood of che childꝛen they mingled alſo the bloode ofthe 
parentes : leauing me of their frutefull iſſne the. onelye 
Reinaine. But moze then this, ande who was fully as 
deare, 02 dearer to me thenparentes,bzethzen oꝛ country) 
in this bloody buſineſſe J loſt by death oz captiuitie, J 
wot not which, Duke Arbaces, ah Arbaces my huſband, 
who not long befoze had made me a mother of an vnloꝛtu⸗ 
nate Sonne, was then bercft me. Alſo when the Aſuri- 
ans ſhould depart, mine harmekull beautie pꝛocured mp 
ſhipping towardes Aſiria, fox why, the Emperour had 
in hispurpoſe appointed me one ok his Concubpnes: with 
which purpoſe ok his J. deſolate J, became fo perplered, 
that frem thencefozth bꝛeaking truce with mp pacience, 
J was rather to ſeeke of a deſperate practiſe then a con- 
lentingwülto haue periſped, in ſomuch, that the mothers 
ly care of my Babe then hanging on my bꝛeaſt, had not 
vapltd me rom death. if a wozſer occurrant had not with⸗

to allpleople: againſt whom, not without cauſe as port 
haue heard, mp tongue long ſince hath pꝛoclaimed deadly 
Foade, neither, in ſcekiagreneng,ſhal mine hart bꝛeake 
Couenante, with the diſcalſcd ghoſtes of my mucdered 
fricndes. ur on Gods name / be it ſo, that nether Mein 
fo2 example, my ſcife ſoꝛ mer ittes, the Aſirians for their 
miſchieues, our law foꝛ inftice. you foʒ duti p, oz F fo2 au 
thoꝛitie, be it ſo, I ſap, that none of theſe haue that waight 
of argument, to winne pon reuenging Juſtruments, to 
wꝛeake my teene vpon theſe Typꝛantes: pet at the caſts 
wile, be pꝛonident {oz your owne ſafety, and pꝛeuent your 
owne euilles, by puniſhing theſe pour apparant enemies: 
of 1 the queſtion is not, whether they all haue ium⸗

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ped vppon one dineliſh Actempt, that is, the conqueſt of 
pou and your Countrie (all circumſtances direcily aps 
pꝛouing ſuch conſequent ) but, bet auſe accozving to the 
mind of the offendoz we are to meaſure offences,#fo2 that 
there may bemercy in puniſhing, and crueltie in ſparing, 
let vs ſee whecher of the, two, pittie ozpuniſhment is in 
this cale moꝛe requiſite. If this offence of the Aan had 
bene cdnunitted through ignozance, infirmitie , pꝛouoca⸗ 
tion on our parte , thzough rathnes (foz ſometimes raſh⸗ 
neſſe . and ſuch like inlirmities are in ſome men as ſick⸗ 
neſſes) if pꝛiuatly againſt one, oꝛ a few, oʒ by pour known 
foes, then J deny not, but that mercie might haue boz⸗ 
rowed of Juſtice; but J wil cleare them(as men that wil 
not offend but in the higheſt degree) oktheſe petite faults, 
and charge them with capicall crymes. Thep/lealt here⸗ 
in they (Gould degenerate from Aſciriant) of pꝛetended 
mallice without matter, haue hopſted their ſaples to foꝛ⸗ 
ren windes, and vſed their vnpeaceable weapons againſt 
vnknowen people: not foz Enmitie, but foz Ambitton, not 
ignoꝛantly by chance, but aduiſedly by counſel, not raſhlp, 
but reſolutely , not againſt ſome, but againſt all, not bes 
cauſe pou deſerue warre, but becaule they diſpiſe peace: 
pea , had uot J foze-warned pou, as hauing had tryall 
of their trechertes , pou ſhould haue fealt their waundes 
befoze pou coulde haue feared their wozds:and aſter they 
had glutted them ſelues with Slaughters „ Rauiſh* 
ments, Dacrileces, Burninges, Spopliages, and al 
kinde of Piſchieues, the Ruines of pour Maude ſhoulde 
not haue pꝛiuileged the Durutuonrs of pou, fr their ins 
tollerable Slauerp. If this much, which might ſuffiſe (53 
ne to charge them c foꝛ you to cozrect them be pet inſuſ⸗ 
ficient, then haue J alſo Reaſon, 4 Doneſtie Coparſwa⸗ 
doꝛs hero: Reaſon J ſap, becauſe better afew he puniſhed 
ther a multitude ſhould perich, x Honeſtie, betauſe in þ 
zou map, and will not, pau take vpon pour ſclues the Ok⸗ 
tence of (he Dikendoures , and betrap the good whileſt. 
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vou boulſter the badde: fo Impunitie is the Spꝛzinge of 
Careleſueſſe, the Mother of Juſolencie, ehe rooce of im⸗ 
pudencie and the Nurle of al Tranſgreſſtons. Foz ſhame 
therefoze,Sirs, inchaunt your harmekull pittie, and re⸗ 
member that not to cozrect is to conſent to the Crime. 
Better it is that J remember pou et the perill, then pon 
repent pou of pour pitty, fox if you fkate vntil Experience, 
the Philpſophie of Fooles, hath taught you what J haue 
toulde you, then, to your coſtes, pou ſhall finde that che 
Aſcirians be men enemies to mankinde, not to bee made 
your friendes by Compulſion oꝛ Compoſition, whoſe en⸗ 
mitie comneth ol Cuſtome, and not by occaſion:euen this 
diſgrace, if they eſcape, that their lines & libetties were 
in pour power to giue, 02 take is vnnaturall fo2 tyeir na⸗ 
tures to digeſt, foꝛ which ( were there no other caule ) their 
cankared Stomackes ſhal requite pour ſufferance with 
the abuſe of pou patience: it is athing impoſſible, to re» 
concile an hart harvned with pꝛide and mallice to hones 
ſtie. But what? is it dect that J pleade befoze mine own 
Uaſſails? that J intreate as a Subiect whome J ſhould 
commaunde as a Soueraine? mp ſufferance, J lee, is 
cauſe of pour ſtubboꝛneſſe, ⁊ my curteſie ot your cõtempt: 
At my firſt comming when J might haue had adozation 
as a Goddeſſe, A was not then ſo hautie as to take it, and 
now that J ſhould haue obedience as pon Gonerneſſe, pou 
are not ſo humble as to cine tt:thus deale you with mee 
as did the Frogges with Iupiters Rafter, vou make me a 
Stock, but beware thele Stozks. And trucly,fecing you 
haue not delerued why J ould be longer carcfull of you 
and your welfare, and fo2, that by diſobedience, pou will 
needes inflict vpon pour ſelues fo grievous a puniſhmer, 
Jalſo giue my conſent (a reuenge too great J conkeſſe⸗ 
that theſe our Captines be anon deliuered to their ſhips: 


that, being inſufficient of them ſelues. they map inuite fro 


Aſciria the diſtruction, and ruine of port, your wines, vour 
childzen, pour goodes, and pour whole countrte : for e⸗ 
nough

nough haue the Aſſirians ſeene in this our Jlande,to al⸗ 
lure hether multitudes of Inuadours.

Tpeſe her wozdes, had now ſo incenſed the mindes of 
the Jlanders againſt the Atrian, that eue rie of them 
was clearely reſolute in the death o his Pziſoner:but fo; 
that one of the two olde Captiues, whom Dircilla had 
(as befoze) ſingled out, and whom her wozves hav now 
eſpecially touched to the quicke , was ſuddenly bereithis 
ſences, and falne in a ſowne : And foz that the Jlanders 
ſtoode vppon expectation of ſome further confeſſion, to be 
veliuered by the ſeconde olde-man, who was alredy,ta 
wap of aunſwere to Dircilla, entrev into ſome and theſe 
following ſpeaches, thercfoze vntill he ſhoulde ende, the 
determined ſlaughter receiued a ſeconde adioznemeve. 

J pꝛoteſt( ad. this aged man) by whatfoeuer God hath 
care ot vs and this Countrie, by the Sunne, and the holy 
Fire of C aldia, and as euerie ot thele fhall, in this life, 
cofozt my withered Carcaſe , moꝛe fit foz the wozmes thẽ 
the woꝛlde, and doe good to my Soule, when it ſhall leaue 
the wear iſome pꝛiſon of this mp body, J ſhall, Lady, nei · 
ther diſſemble foz feare, accuſe foz enuie, oz excuſe foz ał⸗ 
fection , but as touching that wherewithall we are nowe 
charged, vtter all that J know, and know all to be troth J 
ſhall vtter. 

Foz my ſelfe therefoze J ſay, thatmoſt trewe and too 
frewe it is, that the Aſtirians, then conducted by Ninus, 
committed ſuch and the ſame befoze remembzed outra- 
ges, ſlaughters, and ſpoples in Media, neither were 
you dete iued in gueſſing ſome of vs to bee pꝛiuie, oꝛ par- 
ties to that byſines, wherein (to ſaye troth ) my ſelfe 
was no ſmall parte:but howe ? not (alas) as a Spopler 
with the Aſcirians, but as a Sufferer with the Meader, 
fo2 Media is the place of mp bearth,A/ci-14 only ot mine 

* aboade. 
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— Aboade . And fox theſe Aſirians, mine owne companie A 
Mecane, J ſay, Ladie, that not charging them with the 
kaultes of their Aunceſtours, oz any further then wheres 
in them ſelues be guiltie, you, but eſpecially yours haue 
greter cauſe of kindneſle , then of any crueltie: fo2 pꝛoofe 
and better credit wherof, beſides my fozmer pꝛoteſtation, 
ſome what it is ( whom ſince mp hithcr comming J haue 
not heard named ) that J know pon to be Dircilla, wife & 
Ladie to the Duke Arbaces: but moze, that J the ſpeaker 
of theſe woꝛdes am Orchamus bzother vnto the ſame your 
huſbande: and moze then ſo, the man vuto whoſe care, 
when ſuddenly, at the commaundement of the Emperiſe, 
vou were ſnatched from out your Cabben, vou commen⸗ 
ded pour pong Sonne, ſaping: Ab good Orchamus, if 
thy foꝛtune pꝛoue better then v deſtinies of al thy friends, 
be a Parent to thy pooze Nephewe , whome with moze 
gritfe / leaue an Dyphanc,the to haue ſeene him buried: 
F well remember the wozdes, and, me-thinkes „J pet 
fee thoſe very weepinges which pearced mine heart, ac 
this our lamentable ſeparation. Since which time (Dir- 
cilla) J haue not onely bene carefullto anſwere the lame 
pour truſt, but afſo, beyonve expectation, J found Foz⸗ 
tune and opoꝛtunitie therein aſſiſting. Foz no ſooner was 
the Afsirian Fleete aryued at home, but that Ninus(not a 
little diſpleaſed at your loſſe, the which by-the Emperilo. 
c her miniſters was ſmoothly cloaked with a colourable 
excuſe ) but that Ninus, J ſap, cauſed pour Sonne to bee 
nurſed and nurtured with pzince- like attendance: and 
when his age ferued, who then of greater credit and cou⸗ 
rage, oꝛ a moꝛe notable Captaine then was Sorares, a- 
mona the Aſtiriantꝰ But in the returne ofthe imperiall 
Naute fromthe Bactrian warres, by occaſion of a ſudden 
tempeſt then happening, Sorares pour Sonne, my nephew 
and all the tompanie abooꝛde his ſhip, were loſt from the 
reſt, in the Ses ( aſßium. Now when this heauie newes 


was bꝛutedat 2 me, J, Atys, and Abynados, hiatwo 
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Sonnes(fo2 he hath made you a grãdmother of theſe two 
Gentlemen and theſe other, his, and our friends, vowing 
our ſelues in his continual Queſt, haue thꝛee peares alre · 
dy, trauailed many Countries and Seas, to finn ont Sora- 
tes: thꝛoughoccaſion whereof,as alſo to take in freſh wa» 
ter and other neceſſaries , and not vpon any ſuch purpoſe 
as you pꝛetende, we are arpued in this Jland, and lo, pons 
der - ſame (he pointed to Sorares) is the man farte ſought, 
but vnluckely here founve , if finding him wee looſe our 
ſelues, and with the ende of our labours, make alſo an 
ende ok our lines.

N few,what with this talke, and other mote tffectuall 
tokens , Dircilla being bzought to her Crecde, andlefc 
in de profundis, rather muſing at their meeting being ſo 
ſtraunge, then miſtruſting the matter being credited, oz 
ener ſhe might imbꝛace Sorares , oz replpto Orchamus, 
was interrupted by the ſeconde Olde-man, the other of 
the two ſingled-out Captiues: who in a ioplull extaſie, 
ſuddenly clapped her (frowardly diſdapning his imbꝛa⸗ 
tinges, as not yet cooled of her fozmer chaule) betwixte 
his bꝛaune - fallen armes. But when he ſaw her lookes, 
not vnlike to thoſe in the picture of Proſerpina, newly raps 
ted by Pluto, it entered then his thought, that raſhly to ieſt 
with Sainctes oz edg-tooles, might pꝛoue daungerous: 
wherefoꝛe as doubting tbe like reward, that had Ae ſops 
kind Aſſe, vnkinde - like imitating the wanton Spanniel, 
foꝛ the time therefoꝛe charming ſuch his kindneſſe, anon 
he founde opoꝛtunitie, thus to chaunge her copneſſe. 

I giue place, ſapde he. to the time, but not to Dircilla, 
whomechefe armes (pythleſſe though they nowe bee) 
once coulde, nay often did, not violently but willingly 
imbꝛace (may J ſo blabbe ) euen in the bedde of Arba- 
tes: bluſhe not, Dircilla, bluſhe not, the ſpozte was 
lawfull, howſoeuer the repozte map _ auer liberall:

and if ( fo2 pouertie parteth friendes ) pou diſdaine to 
acknowledge ſuch acquaintauce, yet at the leaſt fox Arba- 
ces his ſake, deale mercifullp with theſe your Pꝛiloners. 
As foꝛ my ſelfe, could I pleade no other pꝛotection then 
that J am olde enough not to feare death, it might ſuffiſe: 
but nether did J hope ſo well as J haue here founde, ney⸗ 
ther doe J keare ſo ill as Jam here thꝛeatned: Orchamus 
(fo2 ſo pour countenance pꝛomiſeth a conſent ) hath alre⸗ 
dy founde grace, becauſe he is bꝛother to pour huſbande 
Arbaces , and therefozenot likely is it, that Arbaces him 
ſelke ſpeaking fo2 him ſelke, oꝛ rather fo2 me, ſhall ſpecde 
woꝛſer thendoth Orchamus:ncither do J make it a doubt, 
but that Sorares ſonne to Arbaces and pou, is alike deare to 
either parent: and of the ſaffetie of Atys and Abynados 
his ſonnes, naturall loue J pꝛeſume tendereth a wars 
rantize : but now generally, and bꝛiefly as touching all 
theſe Aſirians, mp felfe, Dircilla, will be their Bozrowe, 
if Arbaces his Baile map deliuer them of their Bandes. 

To make ſhoꝛte tale, Dircilla now hearing, and ſec ing 
ſufficient to the acknowledging of her huſ bande , vnable 
then to moderate her ſudden ioy, d in reſpectofher yeares 
and whom cuen now ſhee ſeemed, vnlike to her ſelfe, ſhee 
lightly claſped Arbaces as redy toimbzace, as tobe im⸗ 


- bzacep betwirt her armes: who mutually mixing theit 


toyfull teares, with louing kyſſes, were either of them 
long time bereft the vſe ok iheir tõgues: of which plealant 
paſſions Orchamus, Sorares, Atys, and Abynodos were 
alſo glad Copartners : neither were the by-ſfanders, aſ* 


well eAfcirians, as Jlanders exempted fox idle inſpec* 


toures oz euill appayed Actours in this ioptult Acct» 
dent. ä ; 1 15. 

After thcrefoze moꝛe then a little top on all ſides ouer⸗ 
paſſed, by reaſon of this happie meeting thus diſclo⸗ 
ſed, wherein { after many peares , and enerte per 
ſon ſeuerally ſcattered in a ſundzie Countrie) the Duſ- 


bande had recouered his Tliſe , ſhee her 8 
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both their Sonne, he his Parents, him his ſonnes, hee 
them, the bzother his bother, the kinſman his kindzed, 
and the friend his friend, and ( whiche moze is) after ex⸗ 
treme miſeries attaining to ſuch in ſpeakenble ioyes, yea 
and at that inſtant, when nothing was leſſe hoped ſoz then 
life after (I ſayythis ioylul meeting, the Pꝛiſoners were 
all ſet at libertie, and bountifully feaſted by Dircilla, and 
her Jlanders, And then cuerp of the Meadei ſeuerally 
repoꝛted what had be falne them, ſince their chaling out of 
their countrie (as befoꝛe) by Ninus. 

Firſt Arbaces tolde of their tragicall ariuall into the 
barren J land and how he and his fellow , ſuruiuing the 
reſt, after they had bene long ſhut vp chere in great miſe⸗ 
rie, did deliner themſelues from thence (as in the begins 
ning of this Booke is remembered in the ſhip of Sorares, 
whome then, 82befoze this very time he kuew not fox his 
Sonne-then ſhoweth he of their ſafe arinall,and good ins 


tertainment in Sar matia from whence, hauing obtained 


a ſhippe and men, as pittying the diſtrelle wherein they 
had left Sorares and his Aſirians, and for their veliuery, 
they againe reſailed to the barren Jland : then laſtly how 
they had no ſooncr taken Sorares, and his miſerable ſouls 
diours aboozd, and put their ſhip againe to the Seas, but 
that a ſudden ſtoꝛme, dꝛoue them perfoꝛce vpon that ſame 
pleaſaunt Jland, whe rin cis tdi teoberdious ioy thus 
hapned. 

Sorares, Atys, and Abyna dos didi in effect) no other then 
itterate the ſozmer repoꝛte of Orchamus and nowe was 
it tome to Dircilla her turne to ſpeake, whole woꝛdes, con⸗ 
taining amoze pittiful, pꝛoſitable, and pleaſant diſcourſe, 
then a curious deliuerie, thus follow, 
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77 Pen, Arbaces, the Mariners had landed and left me 

poſt alone in this Aland, the day was farre ſpent, and 

my wits almoſt at an ebbe: then was thy name rife in my 

mouth, c though allo in vaine )the extincte names of my 

dead parents. and bꝛetheren: pea mine eyes with feare, 
# my hart with loue, did both twain follow thole enuious 
Saples, whereby Sorares my ſonne, then an Inkant, was 
carried Captiue into a ſtraunge Countrep, from mee his 
&clpelefſe mother: and when mine eyes mighte no longer 
accompanie him though diſtaunce of Seas, vet didmy 
Hart ariue with hin euen in Airis. Anon with freche 
ſupplies did ſoꝛrowes contuſedly ſucceede ſozrowes, being 
in number ſo great, and in nature ſo greeuous, that one of 
mp then paſſions might haue let twentie toungs a wozk, 
one of hole toungs haue cõſtrained a miltd eies to teares, 
Ethelcaft cauſe of thoſe teares haue killed d wepers hart: 
neither did it alone ſuffiſe,p I thus ſozrowed foz thinges 
paſt, but I alſa feared a woʒld of woes not vnlikly to haue 
followed. Here perceaued J a pleaſaunt Jland, but vnma⸗ 
nurcd( as might ſeeme of people:retire back J could not, 
go foʒwards J durſt not, behind me raged the wide ſeas, 
befozeme muſtered the wild Deſercs, and on either ſive, 
heard J the vnacquainted nopſe of dzeadſul Monſters:and 
Pet (trothgo fave.) J leffe doubted the ſierceneſſe of aupe 
Monſter, chat could but deitoure my body, then the fal⸗ 
ſhood of men (ik any were) that mighte haue abuſed my 
beautie: fo2,beſtdes that mine Attire, not vnbeſeming the 
daughter of Farnus, was then very gozgious, and myne 
age (J being then in the flower of my pouth ) anſwerable 
to mine Attire, mp beautie alſo( though J ſap it) was then 
ſutable to both, in commendation wherof, thy ſelf my Ar- 
baces ) diddeſt, in thoſe our altian dapes, affect ouer- much 
the figure Hyperbole,# with the Nanders here, was ſame 
not 
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not a little effectuall to winne me kauour: but this bꝛaue 
bzagge to ſuch as now heare me, and did not then ſee me, 
wil, no doubt, ſeeme moze audatious in repoꝛt, then auten⸗ 
ticall lo credit, pet do A ſpeake it in this place, where erre 
Icannat without controulment. 

Theſe feares, J ſap, and a thouſande like fantaſies thus 
occupying my thoughts, ſuddenly J hearve a bopſtersus 
ruſhing amongſt the next boughes,foureoftheſe Jlãders 
anon diſcluſing themfelues vnto my vew : euerye of them 
held in his right hand a cragged Dart, and in the lefte a 
great quantitie ot raw fleſh: at ſight wherok (and a grea⸗ 
ter hozroz then ſo) when, not meanlp affrighted, F beheld 
how gluttonouſly they erammed down their Mawes, the 
{ame fleſh pet reaking in their teeth, x bow their Chaps, 
beardes, bzraſtes, armes, handes, and whatſoener griflie 
part ot them lcaues had lekt bare, were al beſmeared with 
blood, though death was then the leaſt ok all my feares, 
pet (beleeue mee) the crueltie pꝛeltgurated by this ſa⸗ 
uadge Spectacle , did ſtrike to my hart ſuch incompꝛe⸗ 
henſible terrour, that if, at the leaſt, ſozrowes had not 
bereft me of ſence, in compariſon hercof, the ſufferaumce 
2 a ſimple death had bene no death, oz in no part ſa dzead⸗ 
u 
Mo, wbiltk J applie this horrible pꝛeſidente to feede 
my new feare, and rather dꝛeaded, then doubted, that anon 
their imbꝛewed hands ſhould ſeaze, e their rauinous teeth 
tire vpon me and my fleſh, and J ſo receiue an vnnaturall 
buriall within their bowels, the barbarous people had eſ⸗ 
pied out me: who then, as Deare newly bꝛoughte to the 
ſtande, with Countinances indifferently inclining to ad 
miration and feare,ffood a great while aloofe off at gaze. 
Anon ſceing me to appꝛoch them nearer and nearer, after 
many Satirlike freakes, with nimble feet & ſwift flight, 
they {kud awape into the neareſt woods, wildlp boulting 
th2ough the Thickets , and wich incredible facilities 
mounting and dilmounting the ſharp and ſfeepe ww + 
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then(a ſtx ange and pꝛepoſterous courſe mighte it ſeeme, 


ik not in ſo deſparate a caſe, that the Mare ſhould followe 


the Hound) as I fearing purſued them flying, with pur⸗ 
pole, at leſt by falling inta their hands, to haue died from 
ſuch miſeries, in caſting my eye aſide, J perteiued » Cace 
and carcaſe ofa Beare, the whiche theſe men had newly 
ſlaughtered, and vpon whoſe diſmẽbꝛed limbes (as might 
ſeeme) J had euen nom ſcene them feeding. This facte of 
theirs as it ſeemed to participate a fearce and beſtiall cou⸗ 
rage, ſo ſuch their food did argue in them a defect of bu⸗ 
mane conditiũs, and both it, and whatſoeuer elſe J here bee 
held, pꝛeſented ouer ſkatheful ſights to mee, euen nowe 
fo wealthie „ and wanton a Ladp. Thus hitherto did J 
ſalute penurp at the Thꝛeſpold, ſecming to me an incolles 
rable hanſell. | 
But whilſte J thus lingeren a dying life, Night, the 
diſcomfoztable Regiſter and Remembzencer ok all miſe* 
ries, had taken place of the oppoſite, and ouerſhadowed all 
this Countrie :then fleeted mauy thoughts in my minde, 
unt only of pꝛeſent ieoberdies, but alſo of paſſed ioyes:and 
by how much moze niſe and delicate education, oz to bee 
exact from ſo ropall parentage made once to happineſle, 
by ſo much moze penurte,and diſtreſſe added nowe to per⸗ 
plexitie and impatience : fo2 what thing can happen moze 
vakindlp,then that pleaſaunt and good cauſes ſhould va* 
rie in peruerſe and bad effects 02 what leaue wee with 
mote greefe,then what we poſſeſſed with moſt iop* Jl that 
lately had all,o2 moze than J couldreadily aſke,could not 
aſtc now any one needeſull thing J might poſſibly haue, 
but as in better times J had ſuperfluitie with ſupplies 
ſo in this change ol foꝛtune J ſuffered neceſſitie with de⸗ 
creaſe: Beggers know in what, and by whome to bee re; 
leened, but (alas) euen beggerie did by ſo muche better 
mine infoztune, by howe much J neither knew to begge, 
noz found of whome to receiue, and whereof Beggers are 
not reſtrained)it lap not in my choiſe to make chaunge of 
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the place, dohatſoeuer in charitie J founde in the peo⸗ 
le. 

: But by that time, the toꝛture oftwo o2 thꝛee of theſe 
vaplp terro2s,and nightly tozments had racked Uertue 
from Neccſſitie, J tried this Croſſe both poſſible to hap⸗ 
pen, and founde the ſame in euent pꝛoſitable: foz as the 
Hoꝛſe late pampered vp at the full manger, and anon tur⸗ 
ned out to graſing, doth not willinglye fozſake his bare 
paſture, againe to returne to his ſweete P2zonendoz, ſo J, 
(although my ſufferaunce came at firſt by conſtraint, pet 
conſtraint growing to a cuſtome, and cuſtome to a confirs 
mation of patience)vſed the Libertie of theſe Moods, as 
a Superſedias againſt the Moꝛlo: yea when my Fleſhe 
was moxrtified, and mp Spirits quickned, J coulde then 
conſider,that Ucrtue aud Riches ſieldome couple in one 
body: and when J was ſo farre ſecluded from the vain de⸗ 
lights ofthe woꝛld, that neither mine eyes might ſee the, 
mine eares heare them,no2 my hart hope fo2 them, J then 
eaſily deuerted from the Compounds of Education, and 
reuerted to the Simples of Mature: and in ſo needye a 
life, I remembꝛed my naked by2th, and conceiued the like 
of my graue. Thus pꝛolite we in diuine Uirtue, when we 
decap in humaine pꝛeſumption: and herein onely differ 
we from hꝛute beaſts, that they naturallye knowe not 
themſelues, but ſuch ignozaunce in vs wozketh vnkindly 
to bzutiſhneſſe. | 

Now, credit me, Arbaces,all ſeemed then vaine whiche 
befoze time I had in moſt value: foz Jremember (and J 
thinke the wozld is as it was) that in our Heads, Peares, 
Pabbits, aud behauionrs, Qariette fo ſquared out Faſhis 
ons accoꝛding to dur own Fantaſies, that whilſt Nature 
{eemed a Dotarde, and Arte an Jnfant too- bad became a 
Bꝛauerie: that our faces ſo bozrowed of Phao his Box, 
that che intereſt exceeding the loan, Beantie with ſome 
became a Banquerupt - that our Feste (pꝛoud Fooles) ſo 
troad vpon the earth as if earth, diſdained co touch _ 
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But ſmile I muſt to remember, how ſome with a Paſke, 
a Scarfe,oz a Blume, could as fozmally keepe cheir olde 
oꝛ black and bad faces from fight, as didde others their 
beautic from Sunne-burne: nepther coulde ought bee 
tollerated in pong, fapze, and noble Dames fox their pꝛe⸗ 
rogatiue, that was not anon taken vp by olde, foule, and 
meane Dꝛoſels fox pꝛide, ſo that we becomming Map⸗-la⸗ 
dies, they would anon counterfeit Paid-marians: and 
vet theſe Apes in purple, in our faſhions, gate, and nice⸗ 
neſſe, followed vs in nothing lo effectuallye, as did ſome 
men effeminatclye , whole lockes were ſo like trimmed, 
beautte ſo tended, and all their oznaments ſo woman-like 
tempered, that onely to haue taken their Swozdes from 
their ſides, and then to haue giuen them Fannes in their 
hands, had bene altogether to reſemble, with whom thep 
did altogether deſemble, women. 

This did J then remember, and the vanities thereof 
ſeemed moſtridiculous; alas,would I thinke to my ſelfe; 
that ſometimes was as nice as the niceff, with what foo ⸗ 
lineſſe frequent we our bodies to coftly balmes and cu⸗ 
rious oꝛnaments, which after a few dapes Death pꝛeſen · 
teth to the Graue, and the Graue to the Mozmes : and 

why are we remiſſe + careleſſe in beautifping our ſoules, 
fit pꝛeſents fo2 the Gods themlclues, with incoxruptable 
vertues. 

Il! moze thankefully be it now ſpoken, than the ſame 


was then accepted )aduerſicy would offer vnto other L as 


dies, oʒ to whomſoeuer, the lame opoꝛtunitie ta contem⸗ 
plate and conſider of the Woꝛld, as was, and is alotted to 
me, Beautie would ſeeme Uanitie, the loſſe ol Riches, ehe 
rerouery of quietneſſe, a Nanſome from:Foxtune, and a 
diſtouerie of our ſelues: and wee our ſelues ſhoulde ap⸗ 
peare £9 aur ſelues, no other then Examples of weaknes, 
Spoiles of Time, the Game ot Foztune, Patternes of 
inconſtancie, Receptacles of miſtrie, Parkes fo; Enuie, 
in conception loatchſome, in birth helpelelſe, in pouch 2 
MW: eUe, 
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leſſe, in age wꝛetched, oklife vntertaine, ol death ſure, anv 
conſequently, wel hall they that thus ſap: 


* Poſt hominem verm is, poſt vermem fetor & horror 
Sic in non hominem vertitur ern homo. 


Cum fæx, cum limus, cum res viliſſima ſimus, 
Unde ſuperbimus ? ad terram terræ redim uu. 


Therfoze ſhould we behaue our ſelues here, not as thougb 
we line only fo2 our bodies, but as though we coulde not 
live without bodies: neither ſo to follow the wozlve, that 
we alſo fall with the wozld,which being ours, we are not 
our own. But hitherto haue pou not heard, how J fell in 
with thele Flanders: the ozder whereof J ſhall now tell 
vou.

74 Heſe conſiderations (my deare Arbaces at the fyꝛſte 
vꝛged of neceſlſitie, andthen vſed as neceſſarie, beſides 
the place it ſelfe, whiche ſeemed a ſeconde Elyſium , or 
of pleaſure, and plentie Nature her Stoze-houſe: where» 
in eche Hill might ſeeme a Parnaſſus, eche Uallep an E- 
don, eche Groue a Tempe, and eche Mater a T agus: and 
moꝛe - ouer ( which did not a little delight )with theſe the 
people alſo, the men and nimble Ladds of this Jlande, 
vnto whom, if wee graunte their then Attire and wilds 
neſſe, and from theſe other except their Goate-like Wems* 
bers and Panners , they ſhoulde ſeeme righte Fani, 
oz Satirs : oz rather, in reſpecte of their perſonages 
(mighte notthe Compariſon ſceme Sacralegious to his 
Deitie) in ſteede of Dartes,arming them wich bow any 
quiuer,ſuch as was ſayde luſtie Nomius in the fielves of 
T beſalie. | 
And what ſhal J ſpeake of mine own Sex: whole loue⸗ 
lye faces were ſuche as you nowe ſee, and whole beau⸗ 
tifull bodics , becauſe J deſcried them little better 
Y 2 then 
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then bare, had the diſcouerie bene yours, might, perhaps, 
otherwiſe haue delighted pour wauton eyes: beleeue me, 
ſo Nymph-ltke were their faces and faſhions, that whe⸗ 
ther it were, in brholding the calme ſeas, that they trip⸗ 
ped on the Shoare,they ſeemed ſuch as are repozted the 
Nereides : 0} that thep floung themſelues into ſome plea» 
ſaunt Fountain, they reſembled the Naiades : oz that they 
kept the ayzſome Mountaines, they repꝛeſented the Ore- 
ades: 02 that amongſt the Woods caſting them ſelues ins 
to a ring, they daunced their Roundiloes , oz gathering 
ſweete Gapes, they decked themſelues wich Flowers, oꝛ 
that they couched their white ſides on the lofte Hearbes, 
in thele alſo they mighte haue bene taken toz the Drya- 
CS, 

By alſliſtaunce, J ſay,oftheſe,that is, Patience, Time, 
Hlace, People, and this ſweete and vnthzeatned Libertie 
(the only remembꝛaunce ofthee Arbaces, and of Sorares 
my ſonne excepted) made not only a reſiſkaunce foꝛ the 
time, but at length a final conqueſt of Foztune, And has 
ting ſecretlye, and ſufficiently obſerued the harmeleſſe 
maners and diſpoſitions of thele people, and in all things 
refozmed my ſelte to their faſhions, when opoꝛtunitie ſer 
ned, J fell in with the reſt, c behaued my ſelfe ſo fozmally 
that (noone ſuſpecting to the contrarie) I was taken'foz 
an here-bzeede Jlandzeſſe: but by this meanes chanced 


mp Credit, and Autbozitp. 


Hauing thus by little and little crept in acquaintance; 


after awhile (as moued ſo to doe, by reaſon of my colde 
attier and coulder lodging, moze naturall to them then 


vſuall to me, albeit both to che and me tollerable pnough, 
becauſe then this, no Climate may be mo2e temperate) J 
hapned one Euening, a great number ok the Jlanders bes 
ing then pꝛeſent, with a Flint · ſtone to ſtrike fy2e, and 
therewithall to kindle an heape ok ſtickes and other dꝛie 
matter: but lo (a thing vnthoughte of ) they who neuer 
befoze 22 ſeene Fire , but ſuppoſed the ſame to be ſame 
miracu⸗ 
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miraculous Accident pꝛeſently deriued from the Sonne, 
which they woꝛſhipped fo2 their Gov, as people therefoze 
rauiſhed ok their ſences, and holding both it and me in re⸗ 
uerent admiration, thep offer diuine wozſhip: which A 
refuſing, by many familter inſtaunces, infozmed them 
in this and other matters: ſo far-foozth neuertheleſſe, 
aduauntaging my ſelfe by ſuch their ſuperſtitious incly⸗ 
nations, as in their vncinile manners, dyet, apparell, 
dwellinges, pꝛouiſion, religion, and ſuch like, might 
tendetothe moze eaſter Refozmatton: in which thing J 
dealing with them by degrees „ accozding to their Ca⸗ 
yacitics, did in time, pꝛoſit them to a more ciuile Perfec⸗ 
tion. And then, whereas they belecued me a Goddeſſe, 7 
remoued alſo that pzofitable Errour, but might not re ; 
nounce the Gouernment ok them, # their Countrie:which 
charge, with a general conſeut, would J, oz would J not, 
they haue caſt vpon me.

49 S.Dircilla WP parled, and while ſtthe Riualles ſate 

yet banqueting in her Bowers, they diſcrped a great 
flame alſendtng from out the Sea, whereof Arbaces de⸗ 
ſirous to know the reaſon, was thus anſwerer : that cer 
taineof the Jlandcrs, {gnozant of that that was hapned, 
finding his ſheepe in the Docke , had fired both it and all 
the ballace therein, being a great Baſle oftreaſure:with 
which newes Arbaces ſeeming much diſquieted , was in 
concluſion bp Dircilla thus appeaſed. 

Duer-paſſed Damages, qd. ſhee, haue made me pꝛo⸗ 
uident in following daungers, and therefoze (albeit at 
this time, ignozant of this action, wherin thy pꝛeſence, 
Arbaces, might haue bene a countermaunde to our Cu⸗ 
tome ) pet generally befoze time, as concerning the 1 
ſtriaus, haue I commaunded ſuch burninges and ambuſh⸗ 
meutes as athing pꝛolitable to our peace, and in perfoꝛ⸗ 
mance

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maunte eaſſe , and to that ende continnallp haue main⸗ 


tayned watches in euerie our Coſtes: by which meanes 
no Repo2ter hath allured hether Inuadours, and our own 
people, keeping within their owne boundes remaine vn⸗ 
coxrupt of ſtraunge manners and pzactiſes. But alas (and 
then teares were ioyned to woꝛdes) what meaneth, Ar- 
baces , this thy troubled countenaunce foz thy burnt ſhip, 
as though thou wouldeſt reſaile without me, that in this 
place haue vowed my buriall: to thoſe white heares of 


thine, and to one ſo vufoztunatly croſſed ok the wozld, de⸗ 


lighrtull reſt ſhoulde, me · thinkes, ſeeme moꝛe agreable, 
then doubtful trauels. : 
It thou, being then a Pꝛince, and pong, couldeſt not 
in Alediæa auoide the Aſcirian tyꝛannie, if the Treaſure 
(I tite thine owne repozte) frem- thence tranſpoꝛted ine 
tothe barren Jlande,cauſing ſuch effuſton of bloode, and 
inthe ende onely poſſcſſedof two, had no vertue becauſe no 
vſe, if after tbine owne deliuerie, in waffing alſo from 
that impꝛiſonment Sorares thine vnknowen ſonne, and his 
companions, the Seas ruled thy Sterne, & the ſtozmes 
were thy Pilots ,;1if J ſap, in Youth, in Age, in wealth, 
in wante, on Lande, and on Sea , thou haſt, experienced 
luch incertaintie and perils, and laſtly if after all theſe, 
yeaand that when no other then a foule death was expecs 
ted, thou haſt recouered thy Mike, thy Sonne, thy ſonnes 
Childzen, thy Bꝛother, and with them a Kingdom, pra a 
kingdome koz pleaſure matching Beotia, and foz pꝛofit 
comparable to the beſt part in Nhat hia, why then doeſt 
thou not, J ſap, renounce thoſe olde perils , and reſticon- 
tented with theſe new pleaſures ? of which though three 
partes were wanting; vet, beleeue me, Arbaces, a contens 
ted minde is better then a kingdome, and the wozlde , at 
the beſt, woꝛſer then a Paralice. | 
This ſhe aide, and Arbaces hauing alredy aſſenced in 
himſelfe, did eaſily conſent to her, as one not ſo much tur; 
ned by wozdes, as tyꝛed with the wozlve ; who, as alſo

Arbaces. 
Orchamus, Sorares, Atys, Abynados, and all the A/srriars 
eftecme themſelues rapt vp into a third heauen, ſo inſpeak⸗ 
was the ioy of ſuch their meeting, and the pleaſure and 
plentie of this their Jlande, And thus to conclude, 
thoſe whome J founde in CharonsBoate 
. Jnowe leaue in Iupiters 
Boolome.
